GERMAN COLONIAL 
LOSSES. 


Oct. 2. 

Throughout his reign the 
German Emperor has con- 
sistently striven to extend the 
bounds of the Empire, and to 
obtain for Germany the ‘place in 
the sun’ which he contends is 
her due. This ambition has been 
repeatedly frustrated. But neith- 
er the German Emperor nor his 
Ministers have for a moment ad- 
mitted that the formation of the 
German Confederation in 1871 
came too late in the history of the 
world to allow of a rapid exten- 
sion of territories. They have 
endeavoured to raise up such a 
powerful military and naval ma- 
chine as would guarantee the ful- 
filment of their desires. After 
the annexation of Alsace and 
Lorraine, Getmany began to 
study the map of the world with 
a view to obtaining concessions 
elsewhere. But it was not until 
1884 that she succeeded in ob- 
taining, un the African continent, 
Togoland, Kamerun and part of 
the present protectorate of Ger- 
man South-west Africa. In the 
following’ year Germany got a 
footing in East Africa, and her 
acquisitions in the continent 
totalled 931,460 square miles in 
1890. Since that time there has 
only been one change in this part 
of the world, namely in 1911, 
when 107,270 square miles were 
conceded by France, and Ger- 
many conceded 6,450 square miles 
to France. Tn 1885 and 1886, 
Germany acquired in the Pacific, 
Kaiser Wilhelm’s Land, the Bis- 
marck Archipelago, the Solomon 
and = Marshall Tslands, and in 
1899 the Caroline Islands, includ- 
ing Yap. the Palau and Marianne 
Islands and the Samoan islands 
of Savaii and Upolu. Her pos- 
sessions in the Pacific had an 





area of 96,160 square miles prior 
to the war. Meantime, in 1897, 
she had seized Kiaochou, on ac- 
connt of the mnrder of two Ger- 
+ man missionaries, and by the 
treaty of March 6, 1898, the 
town. harbour and district were 
transferred to her by China on a 
J tinety-nine years" lease and Kino- 





chou declared a German pro- 
tectorate. The imports from all 
these colonies’ into Germany in 
1912 amount to £2,645,000 and 
the exports from Germany to the 
colonies to £2,865,000. 
Immediately war was declared 
Germany's possessions were in 
jeopardy. The Emperor's fleet 
was too small to render aid, ex- 
cept in the Far East, while only 
small garrisons occupied most of 
the colonies. Moreover, Ger- 
many could not rely on the active 
assistance of her colonial subjects. 
Togoland, in Upper Guinea, be- 
tween the Gold Coast Colony on 
the west and French Dahomey on 
the east, was the first to experi- 
ence the effects of the war. On 
August 8 it was announced that! 
the British forces stationed at the 
Gold Coast had seized Lome and 
all the sonth of Togoland had 
been surrendered. ‘The French 
garrison in Dahomey cooperated 
with the British and on August 
26 Togoland was unconditionally 
surrendered to the Allies, who 
took possession the next di 
The question of taking Kiaochou 
was raised during the first week 
of the war, and on August 15 
Japan, who had come to the 
sistance of her Ally whose i 
terests in the Far East were en- 
dangered, sent an ultimatum to 
Germany. A week later Japan 
declared war, and Japanese and 
British forces are now closing in 
upon the doomed garrison in 
Tsingtao. ‘The important pro- 
tectorate of German South-west 
Africa, which lies hetween Por- 
tngnese West Africa and Cape 
Colony and extends eastward 
to the British sphere, ex- 
clasive of Walfisch Bay, was 
threatened. immediately the 
Sonth African Union decided to 
accept responsibility for good or- 
der and thus release the Imperial 
troops for service elsewhere. For 
a few weeks Britons waited for 
the announcement that our erst- 
while enemies in South Africa 
would undertake operations 
against the German protectorate. 
Faith in British colonization once 
more justified itself, for, on Sept- 
tember 12, the Sonth African 
troons were mobilized and General 
Botha, the Premier, will com- 
mand them in the field. Small 
skirmishes have already taken 
place, bnt the only important 
moves are the ocenpation by the 
British, om September 15, of the 
important _ strategic position of 
Ramansdrift and the town of 
Tinderitz. on the most important 
natural harbour in the territory. 
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.|the capital of Kamernn, 





Another illustration of the 
truth of the statement frequently 
made by Ministers in the Do- 
minions that ‘‘when Great _ 
Britain is at war, we are at war’? 
is found in the activity of the 
Australian and New Zealand 
forces. The Bismarck Archi- 
pelago was first attacked by an 
Australian Expeditionary Force 
under the command of Admiral 
Sir George Patey. Herbertshihe, 
the capital, was seized and the 
Australians are no\ possession 
of the islands. Apia, in German 
Samoa, was surrendered to an ex- 
peditionary force from New Zea- 
land on August 29, and the Aus- 
tralians have this week seized the 
capital of New Guinea. The 
German station at Yap has been 
demolished hy H.M.S. Minotaur, 
and the seizure of the few re- 
maining German possessions in 
the Pacific will, no doubt, follow 
in due course. The operations 
of the Brit forces on the west 
coast of Africa have resulted in 
the unconditional surrender of 
while 
Bonaberi has fallen to an Anglo- 
French force and Tinga and 
Mbaiki to the French. There 
has been eonsiderable fighting in 
the last German protectorate that 
haseto be dealt’ with, namely 
German East Africa. On August 
14 the Nyasaland Government 
seized the armed steamer Wiss- 
mann on the eastern shore of 
Take Nyasa. A few days later 
a hundred Germans crossed the 
border and a force 400 strong 
attacked Keronga. The fighting 
has been stubborn, but the in- 
vaders have been driven back to 
their own territory at all points. 
To sum up the position briefly, 
Germany has practically lost all 
her colonies, except German East 
Africa, and it is most. probable 
that steps have been taken 
against this protectorate of which 
we have no knowledge.

is closed to any contribution that 
does not deal directly or indirect- 
ly with fighting in some form or 
other, 80, few publishers wil’ have 
a chance of success with any book 
that is not a war story. An ex- 
amination of any recent publisher's 
announcement shows that practical- 
ly the only books for which there 
is any demand at the present time

GERMAN BEHAVIOUR

brutalitieas committed by German 
soldiers in Belgium. It is not 
pleasant reading, supported as it 
is by citation of names, dates and 
places. At the same time we do 
not propose to publish the report. 
Buch reasons ae may exist for 
publication in Europe do not 
exist out here, and there are good 
reasons against it. On general 
principles we believe that charges of 
this nature are distasteful to the 
vast majority of people.

AMERICANS’ DESIRE TO 
HELP BRITAIN. 
Ottawa, Ont., Aug. 26, 

More than 60,000 applications by 
letter have been reocived from 
citizens of the United States who 
desire to fight for Great Britain 
against Germany and to enlist with 
the Canadian troops. Most of the 
applicants say that they are vet- 
erans of the Spanish-American or 
the Philippine wa: 








“All of the applications have 
been refused.” said Col. Hughes, 
Minister of Militia, tonight. “We 


can only enlist men who appear 
Personally.”” 

Col. Hughes said that one 
American Colonel had offered to 
raise a regiment of 1,000 men to 
serve with the Canadian troops. 
This offer could not, of course, 
accepted. Several hundred citizens 
of the United States, of Canadian 
bi have returned to Canada to 
enlist. In faot, it is said that ten 
Per cent. of the force now at head- 
quarters at Valcartier, Quebec, is 
of this description. As about 
20,000 men are at Valcartier, this 
means that 2,000 from the United 
States will fight in the first Cana- 
dian contingent. 

The first complement of volun- 
teers to go to the front will be 
sent to Europe in twenty trans- 
ports with all possible speed. 
Official announcement to this effect 
was made by the Militia Depart- 
ment to-night, 

The Princess Patricia Light In- 
fantry, made up of men who have 
seen active service, will sail on 
Saturday. It has in its ranks 
twenty-four men who fought in the 
Spanish-American war. 
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Toronto, Ont., Aug. 26.

The men on deck, however, cheered, 
thinking the submarine was hit.

Mr. Asquith today ‘addressed 
recruiting meeting at the Mansion 
House in Dublin. Five hundred 
armed volunteers formed the guard 
of honour. Thousands of people 
were unable to gain admission to 


the meeting. 
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The Premier said that he came 
‘to call loyal Ireland to take her 
place in the defence of the common 
cause, in the vindication of inter- 
national good faith and in the pro- 
tection of tho weak against the 
strong. How could Ireland delay 
helping in the struggle for frcedom 
for the smaller nations?

ing in and he asked the National 
Volunteers to contribute with 
promptitude and enthusiasm 
large contingent of recruits to Lord 
Kitchener’s second army. 

Mr. John Redmond said that the 
democracy of Great Britain had 
conceded to Ireland the right of 
autonomy and Ireland was bound 
in honour to stand with the other 
autonomous portions of the King’s 
Dominions.

moved, the liberties of Ireland 
would’ disappear in forty-eight 
hours. Ireland, be said, would

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ITALY AND THE 
WAR. 
Sept. 26. 


Tur question of Italy's at- 
titude towards the war has been 
rendered more acute by the re- 
ported formation of a new Italian 
Ministry containing a strong 
radical element. When it is re- 
called how much more closely 
akin to Conservatism the so-called 
Liberal Italian Ministries have 
always been than to the kind of 
Radicalism of which the Roman 
“* Messaggero"’—now ardently 

hing that Italy must join 
the Allies—is the exponent, the 
change is sufficiently remarkable. 
Had the inclinations of the 
Italian populace been followed, 
Italian neutrality would long 
since have been a thing of the 
past, and Germany and Austria 
would have had another foe to 
face. The strength of popular 
feeling in Italy may be gauged 
from the reply made by the 
Italian Government to German 
representations: that public opi 
ion would not allow of Italy's 
going to war for the ‘Triple 
Alliance. What that public 
opinion is, Britons may possibly 
realize by picturing to themselves 
their own emotions if Mr. Asquith 
had announced that Great Bri- 
tain's best course was to go to 
war, not against Germany, but 
with her. The situations, of 
course, are not parallel. Yet the 
breach of faith that Britons would 
have felt, had so impossible an 
announcement been made, could 
ly have been less keen than 
Italians would experience if they 
were asked to fight for the op- 
pressor of their countrymen in 
Trent and ‘Trieste. The re- 
collection of Ttalian wrongs at 
Austria's hands is one of the 
most vivid and bitterest facts of. 
European modern history. 

It has fo be admitted that in 
time past the Triple Alliance has 
not’ been without its uses for 
Italy. In 1882 when’ she was 
persuaded to enter the Dreibtind, 
she was not in sich a position as 
to desire the lonely splendoura of 
isolation, and for some consider- 
able time to come, it was ‘uh- 
questionably more advantageous 
to Italy that she and “Austria 
should be yoked together. ‘than 
enjoy full independence of action. 
A certain restraint was thus put 
upon their mutual animosity 
which would otherwise not have 
existed ; and while the temper of 
the country chafed under the 
bond, Italy could not, in the 
closing yeare of last century, have 












affordéd an open quarrel. But by 
the year 1902 the situation had 
undergone 8 marked change. 
Ih France, M. Delcassé, -as| 
Foreign Minister, had completed 
that simplification of French 
aspirations abroad to which for 
four years he had been devoting 
himself, and the long-standing 
commercial and diplomatic feud 
with Italy waé thus happily 
ended. In the same year King 
Victor Emanuel’s visit to St. 
Petersburg marked the beginning 
of a new and increasingly 

era in relations between Russia’ 
and Italy. Even more impor- 
tant, it became possible to say 
that the national finances, which 
had been anxiously nursed during} 
the previous ten years, had de- 
finitely turned the corner, al- 
though they still continued for 
some years to come to need care- 
ful economy. But the Triple 
Alliance had begun to ontgrow its 
usefulness, 8 fact which was 
publicly demonstrated when Italy 
felt herself strong enough to take 
her own line against Turkey, in 


North Africa, three years ago. 
It will be remembered that 
Austria was the’ one Power on 


that oceasion which would seem 
seriously to have tried to em- 
barrass Italian statesmen. A 
new cause of irritation against 
her Ally was thus added to the 
ever smouldering Italian ani- 
mosity. On the eve of the war 
of the nine nations, the only 
doubt as to Italy's future action 
rested on the general ignorance of 
what the Triple Alliance en- 
joined upon her. That doubt has 
been cleared up by her neutrality. 

It is obviously never more 
dangerous to prophesy than in 
time of war. But the general 
impression that Italy will _pre- 
sently, it is even said that she 
must, her neutrality and 
throw in her lot with the Allies 
does not appear well founded in 
the general circumstances of the 
day.. Excepting for the extent 
to which she is useful to Germany 
asa channel through which sup- 
plies may still pass, she has. it 
must be remembered, already 
largely aided the Allies by re- 
maining neutral, sufficiently at 
any rate to shatter the unpopular 
Alliance for ever and to bring 
down on herself the heavy 
vengenance of her former partners 
if they are ever in a position to 
exact it. Obviously, then, if 
Germany gave promise of van- 
quishing the Allies, Italy in sheer 
self-defence would be driven to 
come to the rescue of the latter. 
But present indications do not!

THE RUSSIAN 
ADVANCE. 
Sept. 28. 

Since the severe fighting nesr 
Lemberg the Russians have ad- 
vanced rapidly to the west. They 
reached the river Wislok close to 
the Hungarian frontier on Thurs- 
day, and aré now moving upon 
Cracow. Already the Russian 
army is in close touch with the 
German front in this theatre of 
war and it is clear that, in the 
near future, important develop- 
ments may be expected. A re- 
cerit telegram announced that the 
Russians bad 2,000,000 troops" in 
the field in Galicia, and the threat 
of such a mighty force crossing 
the south-eastern frontier of Ger- 
many cannot but create concern 


amongst the German General 
Staff. The Russians entered 
Galicia on August 14 and from 





that date they have not only dealt 
with the Austrian forces that ry 
penetrated into southern Poland, 
but have swarmed over Gali 
and sent troops as far east as Bu- 
kovina. Their advance has been 
irresistible. The Austrian arm- 
ies were concentrated near Lem- 
berg to make a strong effort to 
check the invaders, but the Rus- 
sians, who had meanwhile seized 
the passes over the Carpathians 
into Hungary, completely defeat- 
ed the Austrians and inflicted up- 
on them very severe losses. This 
reverse is said to have created 
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panic in Vienna and, although 
desperate efforts have subsequent- 
ly been made to stem the tide of 
Russian success, the army of the 
‘sar has continued to capture 
one fortress after another, in- 
cluding the efronghold of Jaro- 
slav, which town is s very im- 
portant railway centre. The 
next move of the Russian General 
Staff was to round up the Aus- 
trian forces near Przemysl, upon 
which town the German corps 
that had arrived to assist the 
‘Austrians were driven back. 

. On September 16 the Russian 
army reached Mosciska, having 
previously occupied Grodek, and 
to-day’s telegrams tell us that! 
Przemysk is now surrounded. 
(Tarnow, an important trad- 
ing centre, nd Cracow, » 
very strong fortress, are the only 
other big obstacles to the march 
to the frontier of Silesia. It was] 
at one time reported that Cra- 
cow had been evacuated, but this 
is most improbable, and doubtless 
the Austrians, supported by the! 
Germans, will make a deter- 
mined stand at this point. Grand 
Duke Nicholas is confident of the’ 
ability of his troops to take 
Przemsyl, and if the Russians 
capture Cracow, or even contain 
it, Germany will be compelled to 
hurry further large reinforce- 
ments to the frontier. The 
movement of this grest Russian 
army occupies a considerable 
time, but from the line taken and’ 
the importance attached by the 
Russians to success in this thea- 
tre, it appears certain that an 
invasion of Austria-Hungary pro- 
per is not intended at the mo- 
ment, but that its object is to 
strike a powerful blow against 
Germany at the earliest possible 
moment. The effect of such a 
step upon the fighting in the 
western theatre of war could not’ 
not fail to tell with great effect. 





A SHORT-SIGHTED 
TRICK. 


Sept. 28. 

In Saturday's issue we repro- 
duced from the Chinese press two 
lengthy statements regarding the 
position of the silk filatures in 
Shanghsi, as seen through the 
eyes of Chinese silk merchants. 
The gist of these statements was 
that the filatures really wanted 
Tis. 18,000,000 to keep them go- 
ing properly, but that they were 
ready to make shift with Tis. 


1,200,000, provided slways that 
they ‘could get it on their own 
terms. As pointed out on Satur- 
day in our commercial columns, 
the attitude of the filatures is 
merely a trick to enable them to 
hold out for the better prices ex- 
pected in future, and the constant 
allusions to ‘‘the very severe 
terms” demanded by the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank for a 
loan may be supposed to be due 
to annoyance at the trick's hav- 
ing failed to work. Our reason 
for alluding again to the incident 
is that it appears typical of more 
than one such device now quiet- 
ly being tried, not only by mer- 
chants, but also by officials. 
Severe warnings have been ad- 
dressed to Chinese revolutionar- 
ies that, if they try to take ad- 
vantage of the war to make 
trouble in China, it will ultimate-| 
ly be the worst for them ; and it) 
becomes necessary to offer some: 
friendly advice to China on simi- 
lar lines. The notion that the 
foreign Legations can be adroitly 
hustled into various concessions at 
which they would never so much 
as look in ordinary times, be- 
cause everybody's thoughts are 
attracted elsewhere, is ingenious 
but grievously shortsighted. No 
small sympathy is felt abroad 
for China, owing to the undigni- 
fied position in which the inepti- 
tude of the former régime has 
placed her as regards the attack 
on Kisochou. But if she tries) 
to trade upon that sympathy un- 
duly, if she thinks to find an op- 
portunity now when the war in 
Europe absorbs all attention, to| 
nibble holes in treaties and to lay 












traps for unwary Mi 
certain to repent her ingenuity 
when the war is over. Ministers, 
of course, are not so unwary as 
China supposes. — Legations are| 
not to be hustled into bargains 
that they have not thoroughly, 
considered.

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THE STRUGGLE ON 
THE AISNE. 
Sept. 29. 


‘The most interesting develop- 
ments during the past few days in 
the great battle which the world 
has agreed to call the battle of 
the Aisné have taken place in 
the valley of the Meuse. When 
the subject was last dealt with, 
on September 23, the Germans 
were entrenching at Montfaucon, 
which lies in a line with Reims 
midway between the Meuse and 
the Forest of Argonne. On the 
following day it was announced 
that they had sdvanced south- 
west to Varennes, which lies on 
lower ground on the borders of 
the forest, the movement being 
accompanied by a fierce attack on 
the French lines in the northern 
part of the Woevres, north-east, 
that is to say, of Verdun. All 
the telegrams received since then 
confirm the impression that this 
was the beginning of two distinct 
but concerted attempts, which 
are still being made, to break 
through the French between Toul 
and the country north-east of 
Chalons. A communiqué issued 
on September 25 showed that 
what we may term the Woevre 
advance had been carried first to 
Hattonchatel, situated on a line 
of hills running east of Fort 
Troyon, and from there to St. 
Mihiel on the right bank of the 
Meuse. A telegram published 
this morning makes it clear that 
the Argonne advance has got 
somewhere near Ste. Ménéhould 
on the right bank of the Aisne. 
As far as we know at present both 
ces have been checked at 
these points and neither river 
crossed. In all probability strong 
reinforcements have been sent to 
Ste. Ménéhould from Chalons 
or  Vitry-le-Francois, which, 
with Reims, form the base of the 
French position in the Cham- 
pagne, and to St. Mihiel from 
Toul and Nancy. The ground 
which was lost at Ste. Ménéhould 
it is stated, been regained 
and though reports were current 
yesterday afternoon to the effect 
that the Germar had _ broken 
through at St. jel, the state- 
ment that there is no change on 
the heights of the Meuse deprives 
this story of its foundation. 
‘Nevertheless it is clear that the 
French have been, and are be- 
ing, very hard pressed. 

We have described these 
events as being the most inter- 
esting because they represent 
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what looks like a final effort of 
the Germans to break through 
before their right wing is out- 
flanked. A week ago the Allies 
were at Ribeconrt, Resson-sur- 
Matz and In other 
words they had drawn  semi- 
circle round Noyon. On 
tember 24 it was announced that 
they had occupied Péronne, which 
lies north-east of St. Quentin, 
and on the two following days 
that fierce fighting had taken 
place between the two towns, 
while in the meantime German 
cavalry had been beaten back 
towards Ham, and the semi- 
circle west of Noyon continued, 
in consequence, towards the 
north. To-day’s telegrams state 
that in many places the French 
and German trenches are only 8 
hundred metres apart, which 
shows that the Allies have ob- 
tained  bull-dog hold that is! 
‘only relaxed in favour of a closer 
@rip a little higher up. In the 
meantime, it appears beyond 
question that the long looked- 
for reinforcements have arrived. 
They have been landed, we are 
told, at Boulogne and | Ostend; 
and, if this report be indeed true, 
are obviously intended partly to 
complete the putflanking move- 
ment, partly to threaten the 
German line of retreat.

HONGKONG 
UNIVERSITY. 


Sept. 30. 

Ir has often been said that 
little is known of the actual 
working of the University of 
Hongkong; hence there should 
be special interest in the series! 
of articles by Professor Middle- 
ton Smith which we have lately 
published. The University  be- 
came tangible when Messrs. 
Butterfield & Swire gave the 
handsome donation of £40,000 to 
the endowment fund, and the 
first occupant of the . Taikoo 
Chair of Engineering has, since 
his appointment two yeara ago, 
been strenuous advocate of 
“Western learning” in China. 
‘When the late Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain succeeded in forming the| 
University of Birmingham in 
1900, he inaugurated a silent re- 
volution in education work in 
‘Britain. Half-a-dozen other Uni- 
versities quickly sprang into be- 
ing, and hundreds of young men 
and women then found it possi- 
ble to obtain a University educa- 
tion. ‘The success of the new 
type of University—the centre of 
learning provided not only for! 
the humanities, but also for the 
“bread and butter” studies — 
stimulated the Colonies. The re- 
cent Report of the Royal Com- 
mission on the University 
London strongly advocates 
formation of Universities in India 
and the Colonies, the curricula of 
which should be designed es- 
pecially to meet local conditions. 
Tt speaks highly, of the Ho 
kong University. especially 
advocates that Universities aware 
of these local conditions should 
supervise all school leaving ex- 
aminations, a recommendation 
which gives great importance to 
the new scheme of school ex- 
aminations outlined by our con- 
tributor. 

‘The success of the new uni- 
versities in England has been due 
to the fact that they have care-| 
fully sought to benefit the  in- 
dustries in the districts in which 
they are situated. Thus, at 
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Sheffield, metallurgy is a pro- 
minent subject; at Leeds, the 
chemistry and engineering of the 
textile industry; and at Liver- 
pool, naval architecture. What 
is the particular need in Chins 
at present? One answer, cer- 
tainly, is applied science. China 
contains vast mineral resources 
anda remarkably industrious 
populace. -Yet the country is 
poverty-stricken. The fairy wand 
lof science might easily transform 
the situation. But a training in 
technology will do something 
even more for the Chinese than 
develop the vast natural re- 
sources of their country. It will 
enable them to understand - the 
meaning of the word accuracy. 
If 8 youth is properly trained to 
make measurements, accurate to 
within one hundred-thousandth 
part of an inch, to handle a 
theodolite or to test electrical 
instruments, we shall no longer 
hear him say that his age is 
“about twenty-two or twenty. 
four.” It is not too much to 
add that every Chinese boy 
should be taught in the schools 
some eletnentary science, such 
as physics or mechanics, so that 
he may learn, while yet at 
school, that ‘can do’ is not near 
enough in an age when thousands 
of lives may depend upon the 
proper working of a small wire- 
less instrument. 

For this reason it is that the 
University of Hongkong, while 
paying due attention to the 
broad humanities in its Faculty 
very 
Medical School, has 
especially developed in the en- 
gineering direction so much need- 
ed in China just now. Visitor 
from Britain and Shanghai and 
Peking have been greatly im- 
pressed by the numerous engineer- 
ing and scientific laboratories 
and their excellent equipment, 
which includes a complete elec- 
trical generating station, with 
half-a-dozen engines, dynamos, 
ete., for supplying the various 
buildings of the University with 
current. Hydraulic turbines and 
machines will enable students to 
understand how the mighty 
forces of China’s rivers may be 
utilized, and we may be sure 
that river conservation and ir- 
rigation is a subject of instruc- 
tion. It is significant that more 
than one half of the total num- 
ber of students in the University 
are taking this practical engineer- 
ing work. Already, students 
from Rangoon, ‘the Straits 
Settlements, Yunnan, ChBngta 
and Peking are taking courses in 
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tho University. We are not|led astray 
aware of -the number from 


Shanghai; but there is evidence 
that from here, also, students 
are turning towards Hongkong. 
That the Chinese will avail them- 
selves, in increasing numbera, of 
gpportunities now provided them 
for western learning 50: near 
home, ‘we cannot doubt.”

PRUSSIANISM AND 
THE GERMAN 
PEOPLE. 

Oct. 1. 

Since Mr. H. G, Wells wrote 
the striking appeal to the Ameri- 
can nation which we reproduce 
to-day, @ sufficient answer has 
been given on one point raised. 
According to the latest informa- 
tion, while the State Department 
wobbles a little on the question 
of purchasing the German ships 
interned in American ports, the 
American Press has received the 
suggestion with chilling disfavour. 
More than this, the American 
Press as a whole has found no 
difficulty in understanding Great 
Britain's reason for going to war. 
We do not wish to claim for our 
cause more sympathy than a fair- 
minded neutral would give on 
careful consideration of the rights 
and wrongs of the case. But the 
readiness with which America has 
appreciated the issue of Belgium's 
neutrality ought to give pause for 
consideration in Germany. Yet 
Mr. Wells's article may stand, 
and may be pressed on the atten- 
tion of other readers besides 
Americans, for the sake of its vivid 
presentation of the real objective 
of Great Britain's present efforts. 
Collective tems are a fatal snare. 
We speak of Germany “doing 
this or that” ; and German news- 
papers speak of ‘‘England,” with 
unhappy consequences of indis- 
criminate accusation. Not against 
Germany, the German people, do 
the British peoples make war, 
but against what Mr. Wells calls 
“Kaiserism and Kruppism,” or 
as we have ventured to summarize 
it above ‘Prussianism”. And 
although such distinctions cannot 
be expected to carry much weight 
in the heat of warfare, still they 
may be reiterated in the hope 
that they will tell when war is 








vite an intelligent 
educated people to admit that for

the righteousness of their own 
cause. Yet there are other ns- 
tions besides Great Britain, and 
not only among the belligerents, 
who hold firmly the opinion that 
Prussianism is as much the curse 


torious, of the world. And while 
we can herdly expect Germans 
to abandon their own beliefs while 
thé war rages, we do ask those 
to whom it is possible to appeal 
to admit the sincerity of Great 
Britain's beliof, for the sake, as 
has been said, of the days after 
the war. When the German 
Chancellor incredulously asked 
the British Ambassador whether| 
Britain was actually going to war 
“sjuat for a word,” for ‘‘neutral- 
ity,” “for a scrap of paper," we 
refuse to believe that he voiced 
the opinions of his countrymen 
at large. We cannot believe that 
individual Germans think so light- 
ly of their plighted word. That 
is not what they have accustomed 
us to in many years of social and 
commercial intimacy. What the 
Chancellor voiced was the spirit of 
Prossianism. ‘There was no 
“necessity” in the case. A fair 
offer had been made in return for 
that Belgian neutrality which 
Germany had pledged herself to 
respect. France could have been 
trusted to respect Belgium's fron- 
tier and Great Britain would hav 
stood aside. But these thoughts 
weighed not with Prussianism 
against its own doctrine that 
might is right. It is Prussianism 
that has forced the pace, as Mr. 
Wells puts it, for forty years 
and burdened Europe with arma- 
ments. It is Prussianism that 
inspires the foul landers upon 
Great Britain that appear in Ger- 
man news agencies, as it is Pros- 
sianism which breaks the solemn 
pledge given at The Hague and 
strews the open seas with mines. 
And Prussianism has even in- 
fected philosophers like Eucken 
and Haeckdl, so that they can 
only see in Britain's action that 
she is “‘envions of Germany's 
greatness” and has been “‘only 
waiting for a favourable opportun- 
ity to break out to the detriment 
lof Germany.” 

Let us present another point of 
view. For nearly nine years Bri- 
tain’s destinies have been guided 
by Liberal Ministries. Frequent- 
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doles to catch the popular vote 
money which should have gone 
to the army and navy. Summat. 
ized and re; fispassionate~ 
ly, those taunts mean that Liberal 
Ministers have sought the ways of 
peace and not the ways of war. 
In a week all is changed. A ad 
dier of soldiers is established 
tually in supreme power. Parlide 
ment, in which the majority ié 
made up of Radicals, Irish Ne- 
tionalists and Labour Members, 
votes him unlimited money and 
England is turned into an armed 
camp. Nemo repente fuit turpié- 
simus. Does any sane German be- 
lieve that this extraordinary trane- 
formation was the outodme of & 
deep laid plot, prompted by envy 
of Germany?’ Could such guile 
have been concealed for so many 
years, not by two or three bureau- 
crats, but by several hundred 
members of a remarkably dé- 
mocratic Parliament? Could the 
cloven hoof have been 80 success- 
fully hidden, if the real motive 
were hatred of the Germsh 
people! But if the object of out 
hatred is, not the German peoplé, 
but the military camarilla which 
has arrogated to itself the name 
of Gemmany, and that hatred is 
suddenly inflamed by the dis: 
covery of the treachery and bad 
faith of which that controlling 
party has given proof, then these 
amazing phenomena under # 
Liberal régime are easily ex- 
plained. Tasty, let us not for- 
get the long relationship of 
the British and German peoples. 
On what terms of friendship and 
equal rights have Germans lived 
and done business and married 
and given in marriage under the 
Union Jack, both in Europe and 
over seas? What special evi- 
dente of envy have the British 
people disclosed? What sign of 
secret, ravening desire to turn 
and rend their guests? Has not 
their motto, faithfully practised, 
been to live and let live? Tt is 
against Prussianism, the military 
depotism that owns no law but 
force, the enemy of liberal opin- 
ions and individual rights, the 
curse of Germany not less than 
of mankind, that Bi makes 
war. And these things will yet 
be recognized by Germany her- 
self, when the blood of her sons, 
so ruthlessly poured out by Her 
present rulers, shall have washed 
the dust from her eyes.

EUROPE’S WAR BILL. 

Some three years ago, an em- 
inent French statistician, M. 
Francois Delavigne, attempted to 
calculate what a big war would 
cost Europe. He took as the 
starting-point the cost to France of 
the war of 1870-71, which, after the 
deduction of the military contribu- 
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tion to Prussia and certain other 
items not direotly connected with 
the war, amounted to £140,000,000. 
This gave, for an army of 1,900,000 
men engaged for a period of eight 
months, the sum of about 10s. per 
head per day. M. Delavigne then 
estimated the rise of the cost of 
living in the forty years cince the 
war at about 88 per cent, so that 
in 1911 the daily upkeep of a 
soldier in arms would have cost 
something like 13s. 4d. Assuming 
that France in a European war 
would operate with an army of 
2,400,000 men, to which 600,000 
“territorials” would be added, M. 
Delavigne showed that every’ day 
of the war would cost France 
£3,000,000, or for a war of eight 
month's duration £480,000,000. In 
a similar way he estimated the cost 
to Germany, which would have to 
maintain about 5,000,000 men, in- 
cluding the supplementary Re- 
serves and the Landsturm, at £3,- 
000,000 a day, or £750,000,000 for an 
eight months’ campaign; to Austeia- 
Hungary, with her army of 2,000,000 
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fought in Europe. He is sixty-two 
to-day and Britons throughout the 
Empire will unite in wiehing him 
well and honouring his name. No 
man more typical of all that is 
best in the British character, no 
man worthier to represent the old 
country could have been chosen to 
stand shoulder to shoulder with 20 
gallant and tenacious a fighter ae 
General Joffre.

Du ing the 
Franco-Prussian war of 1870 the 
city was invested on December 97 
and bombarded from December 28 
tu January 9, upon whioh date it 
was compelled, partly theough an 
outbreak of smallpox, to capitulate, 
Out of 700 houses, 600 were badly 
injured while eighty-two buildings 
were set on fire. The famous 
church of Bt. Jean, built between 
the years 1509 and 1525, lost its 
tower and suffered considerable 
damage besides. Not the least 
teresting feature of the place is its 
castle which, though partially dee- 
troyed by fire in 1877, still retains 
four large conical-roofed towers 
dating from the Middle ages. 
Greatly ss Britain is suffering 
through the war, her sorrows can 
wearcely be as acute as those of 








France who is watching one after 
another of the fairest of her towns 
‘knocked to pieces. 


THE MEUSE. 

The total length of the Meuse, 
which rises at a point where the 
plateau of Langres borders on the 
Monts Faucilles, is between 500 
and 550 miles. From its mouth in 
the North Sea to Verdun it is 
naturally navigable, from Verdun 
to the Marno canal it has been 
made 0, and from this point to 
Lidge it admits vessels of from. 
to seven fect draught. The hills 
of the Argonne, by which it is 
hemmed in on its upper course, 
prevent it from receiving any im- 
portant affluent before the Chiers 
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and the Semois, which both fall 
into it from the right in the 
Ardennes. Below Mézitree the 
Meuse flows through narrow gorges 
of rocky walls 200 to 300 ft. high. 
The highest elevation in the de- 
partment which takes its name 
from the river, namely 1,388 ft., 
occurs on the line of the ridge 


which separates the Meuse basin | *PPeal 


from that of the Seine, the heights 








gradually sinking from south to 
north, but rarely felling below 1,000 
ft. The hills of the western 


Argonne, between St. Mihiel and 
the valley of the Saux, form the 
lowest loval of the department and 
are less than 400 ft. high. St.

PRISONERS OF WAR. 


‘The modern prisoner of war is 
much more fortunate than his pro- 
totype of early times. Historical 
records show that prisoners of war 
were at one time barbarously treat- 
ed and then executed. In the 
Boman era they were made to pass 
under the yoke and were then sold 
es slaves or retained as such by 
their captors. At a later date a 
system of ransom was instituted 
and exchanges were also made. 
Officers of various ranks were 
‘equivalent to stipulated numbers of 
the rank and file; for instance @| 
convention, concluded between Eng- 
land and France in 1780, set out 
that a Maréchal of France and an 
Admiral of England were equiva- 
lent to sixty common soldiers or 
sailors, who, in turn, were valued 
‘at one pound sterling each, so that 
a Maréchal or an Admiral could be 
exchanged for a ransom of 

More recently the practice o* ran- 
som fel] into disuse and exchanges 
took place. Still later a practice 
grew up of releasing officers, and 
sometimes men as well, on parole, 


@ breach of parole being punished 
by death on recapture. The. Hague 
Convention of 1907 governs the’ 
treatment of prisoners of war to- 
day. This convention provides that! 
prisoners must be humanely treat- 
ed; their personal property can- 
not be taken; and they may be 
interned in a town, fortress or 
camp, but they cannot be placed in 
confinement except @s an indispen- 
sable measure of safety and only 
while the circumstances which ne- 
cessitate the measure continue to 
exist. Moreover, prisoners, if 
they engage in any occupation, do 
so for their own benefit and only 
deductions for maintenance can be 
made. There are also elaborate re- 

i to the maintenance 
inary punishment of 
prisoners; and as no prisoner may 
be compelled to accept his liberty 
on parole, those refusing to give 
their word must be maintained in 
as similar manner to their captor’s 
troops. In this connexion it will 
be remembered that during the! 
South African War large numbers’ 
of Boers declined to accept parole 
and were interned in Ceylon and 
elsewhere. Parole, of course, is 
optional to both parties. 











UNREST IN NORTH CHINA. 

‘A correspondent in north China| 
writes: ‘‘Becret societies seem 
specially active; rumours have 
been abundant and there is a very 
general feeling of _ restlessness 
amongst the people.

can have any doubts as to the 
patriotism of the Jew. Even in 
our own day, when he has no patri 
the Jew clings with brave tenacity 
to those national traditions and 
ideals which made the kingdom of 
David and Solomon great. Jewish 
patriotism at its best showed iteelf 
not in noisy boastfulness, or in 
selfish pride, but.in an exuberant 
gratitude to God, Who had brought 
them into that promised land, and 
Who had nurtured them and made 
them great. It is significant that the 
glory of their nation was focussed 
in Jerusalem where the Temple 
of Jehovah stood. In times of 
ational distress it was ever the 
Temple that was pointed out as 
@ symbol of hope. 

Jerusalem was God's city; the 
Temple was their national Palla- 
dium. ‘Jerusalem is built as a 
city that is at unity in itself.” How 
the Jew longed for her welfare and 
prayed for her peace and prosperi- 
ty! “O pray for the peace of Jer- 
usalem; they shall prosper that 
love thee Peace be within thy 
walls and plenteousness within thy 
palaces!” When exiled from his 
native land, visions of Jerusalem 
perpetually haunted him, luring 
him back. “By the waters of 
Babylon we sat down and wept 
when we remembered thee, O Zion.” 
Nothing could make the good Jew 
forget his country: “If I forget 
thee, O Jerusalem, let my right 
hand forget her cunning.” When 
Hanani brought to Nehemiah the 
reports of Jerusalem's distress, 
and the affliction and reproach of 
those who remained there, how 
anxious was Nehemiah to return to 
the city of his fathers’ sepulchres. 
‘The zealous Jew had nothing but 
contempt for any of his fellow 
country men, who in their Eastern 
isolation, had so imbibed the spirit 
of Babylon as to lose love for 
their native land. 

‘This patriotism of the Jew was 
no pride in the material greatness 
of his country. Babylon had taught 
him that Judaes was small and 
insignificant. But Babylon had 
taught him to reverence that for 
which Judaea stood. His patriot- 
ism was something spiritual and 
splendid, something that had its 
roots God. It was based upon 
the conviction that Israel had 
national vocation, had something to 
teach the world, something to offer 
not merely something to get. 

‘The ideal of the Christian Church 
is that of a vast spiritual society 
in which all differences of race, 
colour or nation are swallowed up 
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One reads that in England to-day 
people are willingly depriving 
themselves of luxuries, not only in 
order to contribute more largely 
to national relief funds, but as an 
‘act of considerate courtesy to 
thousands plunged into grief and 
mourning. Many there are who 
regard self-denial at such a time 
‘a8 a religious duty. Do not let our 
distance from the scene of blood 
and anguish lessen our desire to 
show, even at some cost to our- 
selves, our sympathy with the be- 
reaved and broken-hearted. Let 
us show we recognize our kinship 
with the slain ; and though we can- 
not serve shoulder to shoulder with 
our brothers at the front, let us 
show in some practical way that 
they are in our minds, 

‘A day of Judgement like the pre- 
sent is no time for ostentatious 
merry-making and public festivity. 
It is @ day that should make us 
realize the nearness of God, and 
our need to draw near to Him. 
Prayer, fasting and almsgiving are 
always Christian duties, but never 
more so than at a time like the 
present. My brethren, I urge 
you; let us pray. Let us practice 
some form of self-denial. And let 
each give as he iy able to the relief 
of the fatherless and widow.

HELP FROM AMERICA. 


From Our Chinese Correspondent. 
Peking, Sept. 25. 

‘Tho Chineso officials say that the 
agreement signed with the ane 
Agents of Messrs, Samuel 
of London for the loan of 8100,000,- 
000 or thereabout by the Ministry of 
Finance is not a formal contract, 
It is a preliminary understanding 
under which the London house will 
float the big loan for China for the 
re-construction of Hankow and for 
industrial development in Hupeh 
Province after the restoration of 
general peace in Europe and the Far 
East. All details as to how the 
loan shall be floated, its interest, 
otc., are left for future discussion be- 
tween the two contracting parties. 
‘They say that the preliminary agree- 
ment is something like the one sign- 
ed with the American Red Cross 
Society for the irrigation of the 
Huai River by Ministry of 
Agriculture and Commerce last 
Winter for the loan of 840,000,000 in 
the States. 

Anyhow, the preliminary agree- 
ment is a great success for British 
firms in China especially as the pro- 
posed loan is intended for the 
development of Hankow which, 
after the completion of the Hankow- 
Szechuan and Hankow-Canton trunk 
railways, will surely become the 











most important Treaty Port of the 
whole Yangtze Valley. 

Another report says that General 
Tuan Chib-kuei and Governor Lu 
Tiao-yuan of Hupch do not favour 
the loan of £10,000,000 on the ground 
that no such security can be found 
in that Province as its guarantee. 
They state that the municipal taxes 
of Hankow can only guarantee half 
the amount at the highest. 


‘The Proposed American Loan, 

In spite of the denial of the Gov- 
vernment, authoritative information 
gives the report that the Ministry of 
Communications is negotiating with 
tho representative of a certain 
American bank for the loan of! 
G.850,000,000 for railway and 
other uses on account of the failure 
of Chinese loans in Europe. But 
the negotiation has not reached its 
conerete form yet. 


Rebels Executed in Peking. 

By order of the President, six 
rebels who were recently arrested in 
the Shoutseng Photographing ~_ 
have been shot for having tried to 
inflame the troops in Peking, Tien- 
tsin and other places in North 
China to raise anti-Government dis- 
turbances. 

One of the executed rebels was an 
official in the service of the Central 
Government, 
used to communicate with the rebel 
leaders in Japan about Government: 
secrets while at the same time he 
kept the Government informed 
about the secret movements of the 
rebels and their agents. 

‘The metropolitan police are very 
active in hunting for rebels and 
their agents and a fairly large num- 
ber of young Southerners have been 
arrested by detectives. In addition 
to the execution of six rebels by 
the martial court yesterday for sedi- 
tion, various other blind and pur- 
poseless followers of the ex-Kuomin- 
tang leaders will be despatched 
shortly. Peace and order are main- 
tained in the capital by vigorous re- 
Pressive measures. 


The Peace-Preservation Society. 

In reply to the petition of the 
Minister of the Interior concerning 
the establishment of a Paown Sé 
or Peace-preservation Society in the 
capital for assisting the police to 
maintain order, by Mr. Yang Yi- 
chien, the President says that the 
protection of the citizens and  the| see 
maintenance of order in Peking are 
the sole duty of the Metropolitan 
Police Force, so that there is 
necessity for the establishment 
Pao-an 8é to share its responsibility 
The Mandate issued on August 14 
urging the organization of volun- 
teers corps was intended for the 
Provinces and not for Peking. 

The sanction for the establish- 
ment of a Peace-Preservation 
Society in the Metropolis is 
thus revoked by President Yuan, 
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who evidently feare that the organ- 
ization of such a public body of 
young men may Jead to misconcep- 
tions among the Chinese masses ab 
this critical moment when there are 
so many rumours about the situa- 
tion. 

In order to develop the physical 
culture of young men in Peking, 
Yan Yi-chien is permitted to estab- 
lish a Tiyu 86 or Physical- 
Development Society for promoting 
the ancient military spirit of the 
Chinese people. 


‘The Lungkow Native Customs. 

According to advices from Tsinan, 
the Japanese Commander at Lung- 
kow has now asked the Chineso staff 
of the Lungkow Native Customs to 
return to their office on the under- 
standing that all military requisites 
from Japan and other places for the 
use of the Japanese troops shall 
have free passage hereafter under 
the examination of a special Jap- 
anese official to be appointed by the 
Commander, while all ordinary mer- 
chandise of Japanceo traders will 
pay dutice and taxes ae in the past. 
Chinese officials are waiting final 
orders from the Customs Direc- 
torate in Peking. 

The Governor of Shantung reports 
to the President that all the houses 
occupied by the Japanese within the 
rescribed zone are rented from the 
natives and that the Japanese Com- 
mander has issued official proclama- 
tions forbidding his soldiers to op- 
press Chinese under severe penalties. 








A SHANGHAI MAN’S 
EXPERIENCES. 


IN A GERMAN PRISON. 

Mr. Leslie Hall Osborne, aged 20, 
who was born in Shanghai and is a 
nephew of Mr. James Osborne, of 
Shanghai, had an unpleasant ex- 
perience in Germany at the time of 
the outbreak of war. His adven- 
ture is related in « letter to a re- 
lative in Cambridge from which the 
following extracts are taken:— 

“On August 5”, he writes, “I 
determined to make a last shot to 
get some money for a cheque that 
T had received some weeks befor 
‘and for which no bank would give 
me any money owing to the clouds 
on the she political horizon, 80 I went 
off (for the day) to Stettin, there to 

the English Consul. I saw the 
man who till the night before had 
been Consul and also, very luckily, 
the American Consul. They could 
do nothing for me et the time, but 
the American took my name and 
address, and promised to secure me 
a passport if that ever became ne- 
cessary. He also warned me to 
clear out of Stettin as soon as pos- 
sible, as, owing to the explosion of 
three bombs in the town that morn- 
ing, it was no longer exactly @ 
health resort for foreigners. 
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“On my way back to the station 
I got arrested as a spy! because I 
was noticing the names of the 
streets trying to find the way. The 
policeman came up and demanded 
my papers, produced a loaded re- 
volver and told me to come along! 
‘The fact that be wes pointing the 
revolver in a nasty way, and did 
not look as if he were exactly sure 
of himself, made me make up my 
mind to ‘go quietly’—and I went 
like a lamb. They locked me upin 
‘a small cell one metre broad by 
three long and three high—one. 
small window high up in the wall. 
No reading, no talking, smoking, 
singing, or whistling. 

“Te down on a stool and think 
of one’s sins for four days is just, 
about the limit. At night I slept 
on a board with one end raised, and 
was given @ different blanket every 
night in which I was glad to wrap 
myself up, although I did not know! 
how many had had the blanket be- 
fore me! The board-bed was lock- 
ed to the wall during the day. The 
food was soup, three times a day, 
and I had to hold my nose to swal- 
low it. The whole thing was made 
more interesting by them telling me 
that the best I could hope for was 
imprisonment during the whole of 
the war—the alternative being of 
course, a shooting party; and then 
Cheero, Cambridge! with « ven- 

nce. 

“They let me out on Sunday at 
6.20, and neither the Crimina] Com- 
missioner, who wrote on my pass- 
port that I was to be transported 
(as an undesirable alien) nor the 
Consul, could tell me the reason of 
my sudden release. At 2 p.m. the 
same day they hed told me I was 
there for the war or till I was to 
be shot. I was pleased to get out, 
and told the Commissioner he need

release! 


‘The Value of an Allen's Life, 

“] was transported to Copen- 
hhagen, not at the expense of the 
German Government, but by the 
kind assistance of the American 
Consul, who lent me Mks. 100. On 
the way, plenty of things happen- 
ed, such as my being locked up 
‘once more, this time only for five 
hours, and then allowed to proceed. 
From Newmunster to Vamdrupp 
(on the Danish frontier) I was 
herded—the only Englishman—with 
some hundred odd Russians, mostly 








put under armed guard. When in 
the train, we had to sit still with 
hands on’ knees and behave our- 
selves very well, or we would be 
shot. When passing any important 
strategic parts of the line, all win- 
dows had to be raised and blinds 
drawn. Anyone making any sud- 
den or ‘suspicious’ movement, any- 
one pulling the communication 


cord, anyone looking out of the win-| 


dow, would be shot! eg. anyone 








making a sudden dach for hishand- 
Kerchief when wanting to sneeze 
would be shot. 

“That this was not all empty 
threatening was proved by this—an 
Englishman, travelling as a Ohil- 
ian with a Chilian passport had to 
walk with the Germans and non- 
enemies over the Wilhelmshaven 
Canal Bridge, while we had to sit 
in the carriages. When in the mid- 
dle of the bridge, a man suddenly

Prisoners who Lost their Reason. 

“[ was pleased to get into Den-| 
mark and out of Germany, I can 
tell you. Four of those in prison, 
with me have gone mad, four that 
I know of.

CAUGHT BY DECLARATION OF 
WAR. 


A THRILLING JOURNEY 
BACK TO CHINA. 

wa The following isa record of the 
experience of a Shanghai lady in 
getting out of Germany, where the de- 
claration of war found her, and return- 
ing to Shanghai. 

I was in Straslund when war was 
declared against Russia, and might 
have been arrested but for the fact 
that I was generally supposed to 
be of Swedish nationality. The 
‘hotel was filled with German officers, 
and I spoke with several of them 
about the war. One of them agreed 
with me that if Bismarck had been 
alive now there would have been no 
war. It was curious that public 
opinion, as far as I could judge, and 
the newspapers, seemed to have an 
idea that Japan would assist Ger- 
many. “They will help us,” was 
observed by many of the officers, 
and it seemed to me that, like the 
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people, they themselves bad been 
tricked and deceived in matters of 
German policy. 

Britain and Japan. 

Before war was declared, the news- 
papers were occupied with the ques 
tion: What is Japan going to dot 
and, Is England coming int—they 
seemed to be very uneasy on the 
subject of British neutrality. An 
opinion which found favour was that 
England was seriously occupied with 
Ireland, and moreover, that she did 
not want to go to war. Some time 
after war had been declared agai 
Russia, the idea of Japan's friendli- 
ness held ground. That may have 
‘accounted for the freedom given to 
‘a Japanese whom I noticed in 
Straslund—I wondered what he was 
doing in a military town. He dis- 
appeared on the day following the 
declaration of war. 

There was a singular absence of 
enthusiasm on the Sunday when 
slips of orange-coloured paper were 
posted about the streets announcing 
war and calling up the reserves. 
Reservists were running about the 
streets with hastily procured uni- 
forms, and there were little knots of 
‘women looking at newspapers, talk- 
ing of the news, and numbers of 
them weeping. ‘The place seemed 
suddenly to assume a general air of 
depression, and some people looked 
utterly miserable. Soldiers went 
away without a single cheer. But 
the organization of the troops was 
perfect. 

Among the Refugees. 


I left Straslund with the inten- 
tion of going to Copenhagen, and 
travelled first to Sassnitz, a pro- 
sperous seaside place. On my first 
it there the place was filled with 
visitors, said to number some 22,000, 
but now the town was deserted. 
When the war began, it was esti- 
mated that there were 60,000 Rus- 
sian Jews, principally wealthy peo- 
ple of Warsaw, spending their holi- 
days in Germany. At Sassnitz, I 
found about 1,500 of these people, 
and I have good reason for never 
forgetting them. Most of them 
were huddled together in the rain 
‘on the beach waiting for » steamer 
to carry them to Sweden. I obtain- 
ed a passage with difficulty. At 
first the German authorities refused 
to allow me to go on board, and 
there was an awful fuss. I pro- 
duced my passport, said I was an 
Englishwoman, and would insist 
upon going; and T went.  - 

The Germans had wired to the 
Swedish authorities asking if they 
would allow the Russian refugees 
to pass through Sweden, and per- 
mission being obtained, there was a 
rush for the only available Swedish 
steamer, th vessels baving 
ceased running. There was a regular 
panic among the Jews, and the Ger- 
man officials could do little more 
than preserve some sort of order. 
Tt was a frightful passage, but 
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worse was to come at Trelleborg, 
where at the railway station the 
tourists behaved like wild beasts. 
T had @ rough time, and was once 
knocked nearly flat in the struggle. 
Eventually I got to Malmo, with 
very little money left, and found 
the place filled, chiefly with Jewish 
refugees. 


Anglophile Peeling in Denmark. 


‘After spending an uncomfortable 
night there, I went on to Copen- 
hagen. Men were drilling every- 
where, and the people were saying 
that the Danes must help England. 
There were tales of an insurrection 
in Finland—I afterwards found that 
the Finnish people were extremely 
loyal to Russia—and that Libau had 
been taken by the Germans, which 
also was untrue, I managed to get 
@ second class ticket for Stockholm 
and arrived there with 85 in my 
Pocket, and very little prospect of 
obtaining any more, being quite un- 
able to communicate with my friends 
or relatives, or receive letters from 
them. I tramped about the streets 
for the best part of a day, and had 
a little bread and milk for refresh- 
ment. After much persuasion, 
Cook's agent there agreed to ex- 
change my first class ticket for the 
return journey vid Siberia for a 
second class railway ticket which 
would take me to St. Petersburg, 
and the balance in cash. Then 
there was another struggle for a 
place in the train. Stockholm sta- 
tion was piled with luggage and 
packed with people, fighting for 
food, and for the best places in the 
train. For three nights and two 
days, during the journey through 
Sweden, I had to put up with a seat 
‘on part of a small wooden bench, in 
a carriage crowded with fifty | or 
sixty passengers, whose conduct was 
unspeakable. The train was not 
once cleaned during the whole 
journey, and its atmosphere was al- 
most unbearable, while the attitude 
of the Swedish officials was such 
as to add to the general discomfort. 








German Spy Mania, 


I left the train at Lulea and went 
by boat to Tomnea, on the Finnish 
frontier. Here we were well treated 
by the Finnish people but the only 
place I could find for a night's rest 
was on a straw mattress in a pas- 
sage in one of the schools, One man 
sent me nearly flying even before T 
could get this place. After spend- 
ing two nights at Tornea, I took 
train for St. Petersburg. 

On this train there were half a 
dozen Russian ladies who had been 
temporarily driven mad by the 
wretched treatment they had suffer- 
ed. Two of them had been arrested 
as spies. I have nothing to com- 
plain of as to my own treatment in 
Germany, though I am still wonder- 
ing how I missed being arrested. 
The Germans seemed to lose their 
heads for a while with regard to 








“spies” and arrested people right 
and left. Judging from what I 
heard from other travellers, the 
matter of ill-treatment has depended 
on the class of soldier or official one 
happened to meet. Apparently, the 
Prussian soldiers, and especially 
those of Berlin, have been most to 
blame in their conduct. The sol- 
diers of Bavaria and Saxony have 
behaved quite differently. One of 
the newspapers contained a report 
that the Emperor had criticized the 
work of his Bavarian troops at 
Lidge. 








Finland for Russia. 

In passing through Finland, 1 
found that the people were heart and 
soul with Russia, One gathered 
also that Poland knew enough of 
German methods at least to dislike 
them. Russian troops were con 
stantly passing along the Finnish 
ailways to the north. As in cross- 
ing Siberia, I observed that the men 
seemed splendidly fit, roughing it 
cheerfully. It was said that they 
were bound for the north of Fin- 
land, to guard the Swedish frontier. 
At one station six troop trains pass 
ed us, and-each catried at least 600 
men. 

The Finnish people were kind to 
the refugees, carrying third and 
fourth class people free, in open 
trucks, and generally lowering the 
railway fares, while the women and 
children were ready with extra ‘sup- 
Plies of food at the stations, My 
experience of the Swedes was that 
they put up all prices, quite 
cheerfully. 




















A Dazed Crowd. 

When I eventually arrived at St. 
Petersburg I must have looked 
something like a tramp. A great 
many people who had made the 
same journey were dazed and ex- 
hausted—many of us had not taken 
off our clothes for days. We were all 
thoroughly exhausted, ‘The major: 
ity were without money, and a great 
many had lost all their luggage at 
Berlin and other places. T took the 
first train carrying passengers from 
St. Petersburg, and had my railway 
ticket and about $50, kindly loaned 
to me by a Russian official. After 
the nightmare of the journey in 
Sweden, our trip as far as Irkutsk 
in a carriage attached to a military 
train was simply heaven. Tt secn- 
ed as though I was to be held up 
at Irkutsk, but by the kindness of 
the Russian Attaché at Peking I was 
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allowed to proceed and managed to 
get through to Dalny after various 
delays. Altogether, the journey 
from Straslund to Shanghai oc- 
cupied thirty-four days. 





WESTERN LEARNING 
IN CHINA. 


Il ADVANTAGES AND 
PERILS. 
By Professor C, A. Middleton 
Smith, x.80. 

Having attempted to show that 
the new civilization was bound to 
come to China, and having sketched 
out what the writer believes to be 
an ideal method for the young 
Chinese to become acquainted with 
“Western learning,” it is now pro- 
posed to return to a consideration 
of its probable results. ; 

It may be an advantage to remind 
the reader that it was the article by 
Lord William Gasgoyne-Cecil in 
this journal, entitled ‘The Perils 
of Western Civilization,” which 
caused the writer to set forth the 
conclusions arrived at after some 
fifteen years of experience with 
students in British Universities. 

The very title of Lord William's 
article suggests a certain nervous- 
ness as to the result of all this 
western learning in the Orient. 
‘That impression develops as the 
article is read and pondered over. 
The seient frequently accused 
of “ Materialism” and even in the 
Far East the writer has heard grave 
warnings from the pulpit concerning 
this supposed tendency of our mod- 
ern life, Indignation at an astound- 
ing lack of imagination among the 
teachers of Truth, gives way to a 
sorrow that they fail to recognize 
their most valuable allie : 

It is really quite exasperating 
that, even in Britain, almost all of 
the most important, the most ex- 
pensively educated people—all of 
our lawyers and legislators, our 
wealthy manufacturers and | mer- 
chants, our schoolmasters and out 
clergymen—are all quite ignorant of 
physical science, We might almost 
say that in spite of these clever 
ignorant men, through the agency 
of men who are not ignorant, ail 
the conditions of our daily life are 
being transformed. 

Too often is science blamed for 
the evils of civilization produced 
(in the muddle caused by ignorance) 
by these clever ignorant people. 
They do not appreciate fully the 
priceless gifts which its great high 
priests such as Faraday and Matt, 
Pasteur and Kelvin, Hertz and 
Lister bestowed upon humanity. 
Our industrial slums, our extremes 
| of wealth and poverty, our huge 
| armaments are due to the errors of 
| politicians and the faults of 
people who exist in a world of 
| whose physical laws they are en. 
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titely anaware. Science never yet! 
made s man selfish, cruel or avari- 
cious; bat you will find emblazoned 
upon ite banners deeds of such eelf- 
sacrifice and records of evidence of 
a love for fellow-men that even the 
Church eannot surpass.

Casually 
glancing over the headlines, the 
following selection is made: “The 
Siang Valley Flood,” “White Wolf's

Flood—robbery—extortion ; it is the 
old, old story of Europe until the 
nineteenth century. Chaos and con- 
fusion—Nature and man op ressing 
the weak; that was the peril of 
existence until the lamp of science 
showed that the forces of Nature 
may be utilized for the benefit of 
mankind. We are learning that 
men reap greater rewards by sub- 
duing nature and assisting his fel- 
lows than by the old barbarous 
methods of murder and robbery. 

Somewhere in his writings the en- 
gineer-novelist, Robert Louis Ste- 
Yenson, says that gas-lampe are the 
best nocturnal police. That fs a 
statement which our well-intention- 
ed moralists might keep always in 
memory. Piracy on the high seas 
became impossible when steamships 
appeared. The publicity of the 
‘inting press transformed the mor- 
ality of statesmen. “If it is true 
that the increase of knowledge, the 
winning of a greater dominion over 
Nature, which is its consequence, 
and the wealth which follows upon 
that dominion, are to make no dif- 
ference in the extent and intensity 
of Want, with its concomitant phy- 
sical and moral degradation, among 
the masses of the people, 1 should 
hail the advent of some kindly 
comet, which would sweep the whole 
affair away, desirable consum- 
‘ote the scientist 
fifty years ago; so would say any 
thoughtful man to-day. “If it is 
true””—but it is not true. Those 
who have eyes to see are aware of 
the transformation in many parts of 
the world even since those lines 
were penned. “If it is true””—the 
not true is better 
n anything else that 
“God’s in his Heaven—all’s well 
with the world.” 
































‘The World Transformed. 

Let us consider whether the world 
in general can show any difference 
concerning the intensity and extent 
of the grim spectre Want as a re 
sult of our few decades of scic 
fic work. Cam any one doubt that 
in the England of to-day that terror 
has been driven back? It is true 
that sin and suffering still exist, in 
spite of, and not because of, acienti- 
fic progress. Whereas in the days 
of our grandfathers—“ the hungry 
forties "—the children were worked 
and underfed and quite a small pro- 
portion of the populace could read, 
there is now no need for anyone to 
feel the gnawing pangs of an empty 
stomach in England, while free edu- 
cation has brought within the reach 
of millions pleasures of the mind, 
of which their forebears were quite 
ignorant. It may be said that no- 
body denies the great increase in 
the material wealth in Britain. 
What they doubt is its effect upon 
the nation. People who think it 
better for a family to live on thirty 
shillings @ week instead of three 
pounds have had no practical ex- 
perience of either. 

Maeterlinck relates that he was 
travelling through a most beautiful 
part of rural France with a friend, 
when they came upon a delightful 
picture of country life. A group of 
peasants were hay-making, men, wo- 
men and children. The friend ex- 
claimed that before them lay the 
ideal—simplicity, domestic happi- 
ness, all the brightness of life and 
none of its hideousness. As they 
came nearer they could hear the 
conversation. When they followed 
it they were amazed. It was he 
rible. Little children were echoing 
course oaths and adults were reveal- 
ing the lowest depths of human ne- 
ture. None of these people could 
read; only in speech did they differ 
from the brutes. The ai in 
Britain, who has had an education, 
has an outlook on life utterly differ- 
ent. A storehouse of culture is at 
the nearest free library; picture 
galleries and music are at his dis- 
posal. He is a totally different bu- 
man to the illiterate peasant. 


‘The Search for Power. 


Human life must first of all be 
supported before there is any hope 
of developing the higher nature. 
In order to support life on earth, 
work must be done. First the 
animals were used—the oxen was 
harnessed to the plough and the 
horse to the chariot. Then men 
found that, despite their auxiliaries, 
there still remained work to be 
done; work, as essential as it was 
unpleasant. That led to slavery. 
Not so very long ago there came 
the idea that the forces of Nature 
might be utilized. The working out 
in detail of that elementary notion 
has completely transformed buman 
existence in most of the world. 
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China is one of the last nations to 
realize its meaning. 

It is a tremendous fact, often 
quite unobserved even by the most 
educated people, that, but for the 
auxiliaries to human energy, life 
would not be possible for millions of 
the human race who now survive, 
Science has prolonged the length of 
life wherever it has been permitted 
to do so. Imagine the w: in 
London if the water supply failed 
entirely for only one week. In the 
dark days of the Sudan, between 
the passing of Gordon and the 
planting of the flag in Khartum, the 
ignorance and barbarism of | the 
Mahdi’s followers decimated the 
Population of that region. The 
wonderful irrigation scheme, the 
provision of food, peace and work, 
which followed the British occupa 
tion, have wrought an unthinkabl 
change. In all portions of 
earth where science has been ati- 
lized we find beneficent changes. 

Cheap power enables us to trans- 
port the bananas, which formerly 
rotted in the tropics, to the family 
of the Isbourer in London. Luscious 
fruits are bronght aérose Continents 
in ice-cold vans, which are hauled 
over thousands of miles of steel 
rails. Men cultivate and irrigate 
the prairies and the deserts; the 
Places of the earth that were for 
centuries a waste now support 
happy and prosperous residents, 
Literature and travel has been 
brought within the reach of the 
whole population of Britain. 


The Changes in China. 

‘These amazing changes are comin, 
to China. The day is not far dis- 
tant when a knowledge of science 
will enable the Chinese themselves 
to prevent famine and flood. That 
the new knowledge will benefit, not 
only materially, but mentally’ and 
spiritually, the inhabitants of the 
land which receives it, is surely be- 
yond doubt. A great scheme of 
development is unfolding and it is 
working itself out with eneficent 
purpose. Much as the West will 
teach the East, it will learn also, 
Commerce breaks down racial bar- 
riers and carries with it interchange 
of thoughts and ideals as well as 
marketable commodities, 

The immediate and practical 
Problem before China is to devel lop 
her means of communication and 
her mineral wealth. These must 
follow the application of science to 
agriculture. The rivers must be 
trained, the waterfalls harnessed, 
sanitation understood, a certain 
amount of leisure made possible for 
even the poorest peasant. 














development. Then, 
till then, will there be a. 
ity of bringing within the 
of China’s millions those 
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tures and experiences of the rest of 
mankind. 

It is because the writer believes 
that the only practical way in which 
these things can be accelerated at 
this present critical time in China’s 
history is by a spreading of “ West- 
ern learning” among the Chinese, 
that he expresses admiration for 
the schools which have done such 
good work under different auspices. 
The only logical development of 
that system is the provision of s 
University education in the Far 
East. The only tangible method of 
furthering that desirable end is by 
encouraging, in any way possible, 
the Hongkong University. The only 
danger that faces those interested 
in education in China is, lest in their 
enthusiasm for progress, efforts are 
wasted by a lack of concentration. 
Let us first of all endeavour to make 
‘a large centre of learning in Hong- 
kong. Perhaps in five or ten years 
time we can think about British 
Universities in other ports of China. 
London University awarded ite de- 
grees for years before the provincial 
Universities were formed in Man- 

* chester, Birmingham and other 
cities. It should be possible to ex- 
tend the buildings and staff of the 
Hongkong to accommodate upwards 
of a thousand students. Eo great is 
the demand for learning in the Far 
East that it is almost safe to pro- 
phesy that such extensions will be 

necessary within the next decade.

LORD KITCHENER’S 
MAIDEN SPEECH. 


THE FAMOUS ADDRESS TO 
HOUSE OF LORDS. 


DEMAND FOR UNIVERSAL 
TRAINING. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


London, Aug. 28. 

Never perhaps in the whole long 
history of the House of Lords has a 
maiden speech been listened to with 
such enthralled interest as that) 
which Earl Kitchener of Khartum 
delivered from the Government) 
Bench last night. ‘Strong, calm, 
determined” are tho adjectives 
which, with tittle variation, the 
writers of the Parliamentary sketch- 
es in all the London journals 
apply to the speech. Its manner 
was, indeed, as excellent as its mat- 
ter. Every word rang through a 
chamber of which the acoustic pro- 
perties are so notoriously bad 
that it tries the most highly 
practised voices; and even the 
great rapidity of utterance, 
which taxed the powers of the] 
the Peers’ Gallery, did not detract 
from its effect—though but for the 
fact that the speech was read, and 
the manuscript was obliging'y 











placed at the service of the journal-, 


ists, @ very inadequate report must 
have appeared in the newspapers. 

And Lord Kitchener’s tall, soldier- 
ly figure, his handsome face and 
piercing eyes lent not a little to the 
thrilling impression which was 
created by his great tribute to 
army in the field and his clear, plain 
statement of the duty which lies 
before the country. Sir John French 
inspires no less confidence in the 
country because he is a little man— 
no taller indeed than the immortal 
“Bobs”—but it rely no small 
asset to Lord Kitchener that he is 
in appearance as well as in fact the 
perfection of s soldier. 


A Time of Depression. 

It cannot be denied that 
a little depressed before this 
was made. The retreat of the Allies 
from Belgium to the lines of defence 
im the frontiers of France were 
frankly admitted by the military 
authori in Paris alike to be in 
the nature of a reverse; and it was 
only natural that we should fear 
that the advantage to Germany 
would prove greater than was 
acknowledged. Even the proud con-| 
sciousness that the British army 
had, in ite first battle, proved 
worthy of its great traditions, could 
not prevent us from realizing, per- 
haps for the first time since the war 
began, how great is the task before 


us, 

‘And if Lord Kitchener's speech 
bae—as it was intended to do—im- 
pressed that knowledge upon us still 
more deeply, it has ab the same 
time braced us up with the convie- 
tion that under his leadership the 
Empire will prove equal to the task. 
There was not a boastful word in 
the speech, not a hint of prophecy 
as to the ‘result—only a solemn 
warning that the three years for 
which the new army is recruited 
may not see the end of the struggle, 
and an expression of conviction 
that whatever sacrifices might be 
called for would be willingly borne, 
both by the old country and by the 
Dominions beyond the sea, for our 
honour and for the preservation of 
our position in the world. 


Voluntary Enlistment. 

Nor was there any hint that 
our men might prove unequal 
to our needs. Whatever opin- 
ions Lord Kitchener may hold 
upon that question, this was 
obviously not the time to ex- 
press them. ‘There is, however, un- 
doubtedly & growing body of opin- 
ion that this war, whether the 
victory of the Allies come soon or be 
long deferred, will prove the necess- 
ity of universal military training 
in this country. The advocates of 
conscription—notable among them 
Mr. J. L. Garvin—are constantly 
pointing the moral that our task 
would be far easier to-day had we 
the large army which universal 
training might have given us. 
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To this the opponente of conscrip- 
tion reply that the voluntary system 
is vindicating itself—that the policy 
of devoting our resources mainly to 
the strengthening of the Navy hae 
preserved for us the command of the 
sea. This assumes, however, that 
our resources are not sufficient to 
keep up @ great navy'and a great 
army too; and it remains to be seen 
whether this war will prove the 
necessity and the possibility of doing 
both. 


‘The Territorials. 


At all evente I know that there is 
not a great newspaper in London 
which can afford space to print = 
tithe of the letters that are pouring 
in upon it urging that pressure shall 


speech | at once be brought upon the Govern- 


ment to institute at once a system 
of compulsory service, at least in 
the Territorial Foros. That, in the 
view of most, would be sufficient. 
The Territorigis are coming forward 
splendidly. In some cases whole 
battalions have to a man volunteer- 
ed for foreign service, and in most 
cases the number ready to go to the 
front forms a very large proportion 
of the whole. 

On the other hand, the response 
to Lord Kitchener's appeal has not 
been quite all that was hoped for. 
His army of a hundred thousand 
in, I believe, complete; but this was 
to be but the beginning. Within 
a short time we shall want at least 
half a million. Two or three days 
after our declaration of war they 
came in with a rush. They rose to 
about ten thousand a day; bat na- 
turally this was not kept up. 

It is pointed out with truth that 
tho masses of the people of this 
country do not even yet know what 
it is that we are really fighting for, 
and the Government is urged from 
many quarters to issue a clear state- 
ment of our ground of quarrel, 60 
worded that oven the least educated 
can understand it. 


Business and Pleasure, 

Meanwhile the nation is giving 
more heed to the advice that we who 
do not go to the front should go 
about our business and our pleas- 
ures with confidence in the ability 
of our Army and Navy to defend 
us, and that while exercising » rea- 
sonable’ thrift we should not allow 
fears for the future to bring ruin 
on those whose business in life 
it is to minister to our pleasures, 
The railway companies have 
restored nearly all their tourist and 
excursion facilities, so far as home 
holiday resorts are concerned, and 
although there is exaggeration in the 
suggestions of some of their Rosters 
that the watering-places have 
sumed their wonted summer pect, 
it is true that many mothers are tak- 
‘ing their broods off to the sea, even 
where the fathers cannot accompany 
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The theatres, too, are doing a 
little better business, though some 
of the leading variety halls find it 
necessary still to offer seats at half- 
rates. Provisions, thanks to the 
cautiousness which keeps the Ger- 
man fleet in hiding, are almost down 
to normal prices, and although 
many firms have reduced the salaries 
of their staffs—partly on the ground 
that they are keeping the families 
of those who have gone on active 
service—there is still nothing like 
widespread distress. 

On the other hand we hear har- 
rowing stories of the privations 
suffered in Germany; and there is 
every reason to believe that these! 
stories aro far truor than the similar 
tales of British distress which are 
appearing in the German papers. 


Politics. 

‘As for news, there is none apart 
from tho war, and the preparations 
for war and the effects of the war. 
In a normal year this would be the 
“silly reason” but now the news- 
papers have no room to spare for 
what little non-military news there 
is, let alone for silliness, 

regards politics we have had 
almost tho first whiff to-day, in a 
reminder that the Irish problem 
cannot be indefinitely postponed 
even in time of war. It is announ- 
cod, in view of the expected early 
prorogation of Parliament, that the 
negotiations 
Ieaders concerning the Homo Rule 
Bill aro still proceeding and that 
while the Ministerialists entertain 
some hope of a compromise being 
arrived at, the Unionists are less 
sanguine. 

“Assuming,” says the Lobby 
correspondent of the “Daily Tele- 
graph,” “that Home Rule becomes 
law a week hence the Irish Parlia- 
ment wonld be established about 
September, 1915. The latest sugges- 
tion is that that date should be 
postponed for a reasonable period— 
sey six months or a year—in order 
to afford time for the passage, if 
possible by agreement, of an Amend- 
ing Bill, undistracted by the anxietiog 
of war. It uggested that the 
disendowment clauses of the Welsh 
Church Bill should be dealt with 
in » similar fashion.”

WAR. 


IMMENSE _ ENTHUSIASM 
ALL CLASSES, 


SPLENDID MANIFESTATION 
OF LOYALTY. 


From Our Own Correspondent, 
Kingston, Aug. 24. 
“We are giving to our country 
and the Empire of our best at this 
time, and we are proud to do it. 
From every part of Canada have 
come evidences of the di 
people to support the 
Country, and the other Dominions 
in the ties of absolute British liber. 
ty, and perfect self-government.” 
These are a few words taken from 
the speech of Sir Robert Borden, 
the Premier of Canada, at the meet- 
ing of Parliament called specially 
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By the time this letter reaches 
you, you will have heard from the 
telegrams of the various ways in 
which Canada has given of her best. 
I have just returned from seeing 
a body of Militiamen entrain for 
the camp at Valcartier in Quebec, 
where the troops are being concen 
trated. Young, active, sturdy and 
smart they all were. They were 
examples of the men which Cunads 
will send. They are of the same 
stamp which did such good work 
in the Boer War, and they are 
‘anxious to imitate the example set 
them in that war. A great crowd 
gathered to send them off: tears 
were in the eyes of a few women: 
but soberness of thought, the reali- 
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tation of what these men were being 
tent out to do, the belief that they 
could be depended upon to uphold 
Canada’s and the Empire’s honour, 
the conviction that they would con. 
tribute their small share to the 
ultimate victory of the Allied 
Forces were stamped upon the peo- 
ple’s faces, and heard expressed 
on every side, All over Canada such 
seenes as this are taking place. 

If Englishmen wanted to see proof 
itive of the wisdom of England’s

colonies they need but look 
Canada, although they have 
proof in the other overseas 
Dominions. 


Sir Wiltred Laurier’s Sentiments. 
This same great thought 
through the speech of Sir Wilfred 
Laurier. He referred to the “bles:

ions—even including South Afriea— 
at this hour of peril. It is one of 
the most satisfactory things for me 
to write about in ‘connexion with 
the war that Sir Wilfred Laurier, 
the party he leads, and the French 
Canadians are absolutely united 
with the rest of the Dominion 
Canada is united.

allow the German Emperor to trample 
upon heroic Belgium, to infringe upon 
the rights of isolated’ France, and to put 
down his booted heel upon’ continental 
Europe. At that price England would 
have secured peace: but her answer to 
the German Emperor was—Your proposals 
are infamous. And rather than accept

‘What French Canadians Feel. 


The French-Canadians know this, 
feel this. As an instance let me say 
that a short time ago there was 
some bitterness caused by the 
Minister of Militia refusing to 
allow the 65th Regiment of Quebec 
to bear their arms in a. religious 
procession. This is against army 
regulations: but the regiment 
claimed that it had been given the 
right to do so by Royal command 
very many years ago. The difficulty 
was got over by the regiment 




















borrowing other rifles. But the 
matter left a certain amount of 
soreness. Yet, when the call to war 
came every man in that regiment 
volunteered for active service. 
Thus Germany who has made so 
many bad miscaleulations in this 
war has probably made another so 
far as Canada is concerned. She 
was gleeful when the Navy Bill was 
thrown out by the Senate: she 
understood from it that Canada 
would not help the Empire in time 
of need, and this was reported 
throughout her country. But now 
she finds that not only are the 
English here determined to fight 
her to a finish, but that the French- 
Canadians have a double reason for 
doing so, from loyalty to the 
British Empire which has treated 
them so generously, and from love 
of that great country from which 
their forefathers came. 





‘The Country Ready. 


It is important to point out that 
the declaration of war did not find 
Canada unprepared. ‘There is now 
universal regret that Sir Wilfred 
Laurier simply for his own political 
purposes derided the existence of 
an “emergency” in spite of the 
British Government's warning, and 
defeated the Navy Bill in the Senate 
by means of his small majority 
there. It is felt that if it had not 
been for this, one, if not the three, 
Dreadnoughts would have been in 
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the North Sea now, which the Bill 
Provided the money to build. There 
some anger and some recrimin- 
ation expressed concerning this 
when the war broke out. Curiously 
enough it was raised principally by 
that Liberal paper the “Toronto 
Globe” which has allalong declared 
that the emergency was “as elusive 
‘as the sea-serpent.” ‘This paper 
said that the war came as a bolt 
from the blue. Every one, of course, 
saw that such a statement wa: 
absolutely false, and made only to 
“save tne face” of Sir Wilfred 
Laurier and those who supported 
him, as well as of the “Globe.” The 
paper got as bad a dressing down 
‘as any one could wish, for in the 
first place making false statements, 
‘nd in the second for introducing 
Politics at such a time. 


‘The Naval Question. 

It is worth while to recall tho 
fact that in 1910 Sir Robert Borden 
while opposing Sir Wilfred Laurier’s 
scheme for the building of » navy 
in Canada said that fifteen or twen- 
ty years would probably be required 
to build it, while the crisis would 
‘come within five, but more probably 
three yours, Again he said in De- 
cember, 1912, while asking Parlia- 
ment for the money for the three 
Dreadnoughts, that war might come 
Jike a thunderbolt from a clear sky. 
But anger and recrimination have 
both passed away. Not one single 
word was said in the House as to 








the Motherland to the utmost of 
Canada’s ability, though the man- 
ner of doing so might be different. 

In January a conference was held 
of the Deputy heads of all the 
Government Departments, and pre- 
parations made for the issue of a 
war book setting forth in detail the 
action to be taken by every respon- 
ible official at tho seat of Govern- 
ment in case of emergency. Sir 
Robert Borden has told the country 
that the taking of these precaution- 
ary measures proved most fortunate, 
as on the receipt of intelligence dur- 
ing the last few weeks of the situa- 
tion in Europe, the Government 
found itself in a position to take 
without the slightest delay such 
action as the exigences of the 
moment demanded, concurrently 
with His Majesty's Government, 
and with the sister Dominions of the 
Empire. 


Prompt Action Taken. 

Being thus prepared accounts for 
the quickness in which the Canadian 
volunteers are being gathered to- 
gether, fully equipped, from all over 
this vast country, and for the ar- 
rangements which have been made: 
for their safe convoy to the seat of 
war. It accounts for the prompt 
manner in which the two cruisers 
which Canada possesses were put 
into commission, and which 
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already been of service in the Paci. 
fic. It accounts for Sir Richard 
McBride, the Premier of British 
Columbia, all praise to him, pur- 
chasing without his Parliament's 
authority two submarines from the 
United States just before the war 
was declared, and putting down his 
own money for them so as not to be 
too late. It accounts also for the 
manner in which the Government 
was prepared to meet’ Parliament 
‘ith all its proposals cut and dried. 
The “War Parliament” lasted 
only four days. This was not only 
due to the preparedness of the 
Government with all its measures, 
but was in direct accord with the 
wishes of the people as expressed 
through the press. It was generally. 
felt that this was the time for deeds, 
not words; for action, not talk. It’ 
was time when a Government 
which had proved itself so alert to 
the dangers threatening Canada and 
the Empire should be given the 
fullest confidence, the fullest sup- 
port, and the fullest powers without 
having to attend to duties in the 
House, In these four days Parlia- 
ment put through important tariff 
changes rendered necessary by the 
loss of revenue which will take place 
owing to the war. Increases take 
place on coffee, sugar, tea, liquor 
and tobacco and upon what are 
called their consequentials. But! 
there is no murmur: only a readiness) 
to pay more if necessary. Then 
Parliament made an appropriation 
of $50,000,000 for the war. About 
830,000,000 of this will go to the 
Militia, and $6,000,000 for contem- 
plated naval expenditure of which 
no details will be given here. Dras- 
tic amendments were made to the 
banking and currency laws, 80 as 
to allow the trade of the country to 
be carried on as freely as possible, 
‘and to place necessary authority in 
the Finance Minister's hands to deal 
ith any emergencies which may 
arise. Power to the fullest extent 
was given to the Governor in Coun: 
cil to deal with emergent war con- 
ditions. 


Offers of Food and Clothing. 
All this will show the spirit with 
which Canada has entered into this 
war: but there are other things as 
well. The Dominion has begun to 
send 1,000,000 bags of flour, as a gift 
to the Motherland. She has offered 
to equip and maintain » hospital. in 
Paris for the wounded French sold- 
jers. Every Province is coming for- 
ward with its special contribution in 
cash or in kind. Then private indi- 
viduals are sending large sums to 
the Government for the purchase of 
armaments or whatever purpose is 
deemed the best. One Montreal 
man sent $500,000. The Patriotic 
Society called “The Daughters of 
the Empire” are raising a fund to 
provide s hospital ship. This they 
are doing by “Tag Days.” That

Safety of Canadian Waters, 


Canada has, of course, not been 
free from war's alarms. You have 
been aware, of course, of the German 
cruisers which have been on the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts, but so 
far they have done no damage, and 
now with the arrival of the British 
cruisers they should not be able to 
do any. Then thers have been many 
alarms as to what German and Aus- 
trian desperados might attempt to 
do. It is not wise to give “— 
to 
that Canadians are just as tally 
aware of this as are their enemies, 
and have taken every precaution to 
guard agdinst any secret attacks 
whether undertaken by single des- 
perate individuals or bands of them. 
‘These precautions have not only been 
taken by the military authorities, 
but every man, woman, and child 
in Canada is on the keen watch for 
spies and suspicious-looking indi- 
viduals. Some have been caught 
already, and put where they can do

The recruiting offices in Vancouver 
are overwhelmed with offers from 
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them. There are at least 500 who 
are anxious to go to the front. 
‘They would like to make a special 
regiment of their own, or failing 
that get back to Calcutta, and en- 
list in a regiment there going to the 
war. The Jews, it may be said, are 
coming forward grandly with both 
men and money. 

‘The offer of the Indian Princes to 
help the Motherland has been re- 
ceived in Canada with the greatest 
possible pleasure, although it was 
fully anticipated. Their loyalty to 
the British Empire is thoroughly 
Imown and appreciated in Canada.

FROM SHANGHAI TO 
DENMARK. 


TRAVEL IN WAR TIME. 


SHANGHAI RESIDENT'S 
EXPERIENCES. 

Mr. W. Funder, who has made 
the journey from Shanghai to 
Denmark and back under “war 
conditions” has given us the fol- 
lowing interesting account of the 
trip home. 

T left Shanghai on July 20 and for 
ten days the journey was quite un- 
eventful. On the day before we 
reached Moscow a telegram was’ 
posted in the dining car announcing 
that Austria had presented an ulti- 
matum to Servia and that Russia 
intended to mobilize. Upon arriv- 
ing at Moscow next morning (July 
31) we found the place in great ex- 
citement, and learned that the ex- 
presses for Warsaw and Germany 
had ceased running, a declaration 
of war between Russia and Ger- 
many and Austria being expected 
at any moment. It was impossible 
to get further news, and there we 
stood on the platform—sixty or 
seventy English ladies and children, 
and other travellers of all nation- 
alities, including Chinese and Jap- 
anes, bound for the Continent, 
England, or the United States. The 
majority found their way to the Ho- 
tel Metropole, where already there 
was a long queue of people waiting 
to secure tickets—issued by various 
travel agencies for Petrograd. 1 





called upon various Consuls, but 
they knew nothing, and in the after- 
noon I got on a fearfully overcrowd- 
ed train bound for Petrograd, and 
reached that place after an extra- 
ordinary twenty-hour journey. 


‘Excitement in Petrograd. 

The excitement in the streets of 
Petrograd was intense, crowds 
marching about and singing, auto- 
mobiles rushing here and there 
carrying officers and soldiers, and 
the war fever altogether at a climax. 
All shipping had been stopped and 
Kronstadt was full of merchantmen. 
When I inquired at the Danish Con- 
sulate how I might get to Denmark, 
I was told to “ take it easy” since 
I might have to rest in Petrograd 
for a few weeks, That night war 
was declared and the streets re- 
sounded with great patriotic demon- 
strations. I decided to try the route 
vid Torneaa, Harparanda, 
Stockholm, and the train for 
Torneaa, through Finland, left next 
morning at 9 o'clock. Half an hour 
before this, we saw the German Am- 
bassador leave. Six carts brought 
up the Embassy luggage “all beau- 
tiful big cases with the German 
colours painted on them,” and the 
Ambassador and his staff drove up 
in official carriages, attended by ® 
strong essort. There was a mili- 
tary guard of honour at the railway 
station, and altogether they were 
accorded the greatest courtesy in 
being conducted to the special train 
which was waiting to convey them 
to Aabo in Finland, whence they 
were to embark for Stockholm in a 
Russian man-of-war. 

When our train drew up, there 
was something like a panic. People 
rushed up from all sides and there 
was @ regular fight for seats and in- 
describable confusion which led to 
the loss of much baggage. Most of 
the passengers were- Germans who 
had been given three days in which 
to get out of Russia, the alternative 
being imprisonment. The train, 
composed of at least forty carriages, 
was a terribly slow one. On passing 
the big fortress of Viborg we saw 
many thousands of soldiers man- 
euvring. The route afterwards lay 
through the land of the silent forests 
and the thousand lakes, from which 
‘one gathers an impression of pecu- 
liar, melancholic beauty. 
next morning, the train 
Helsingfors, a pretty, well-built 
town, and here we were joined by 
other refugees, chiefly Germa: 

The train was under military 
guard from Helsingfors to Torneaa, 
and we were an extraordinary com- 
pany on this forty-hour journey. 
Near Aabo a large group of British 
touris from Hangé joined us 
‘The Finns were expecting fugitives, 
and were prepared at every station 
with tables well-laden with refresh- 
ments. These tables were stormed 
by hundreds of hungry people, and 
the Finns appeared to be “flabber- 
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gasted” at the wild rushes made 
apon them. Tables were emptied in 
a moment, and still there were 
complaining that they had 
tothing. Washing had by now be- 
come a luxury. 


‘The Russo-Swedish Frontier. 

Extraordinary rumours went up 
and down the train, among them 
that the Emperor of Austria was 
dead, that the German army had in- 
vaded Denmark, and that there was 
a native rising in India, We reach- 
ed Torneas at 2.30 on a beautiful, 
cool summer morning, the sky even 
at that time being as clear and 
bright as at mid-day. Pleasant and 
friendly people gave us a hand with 
our luggage. The Russian side was 
marked by ths big church with its 
cupolas and domes, and on the 
Swedish side the picturesque town 
of Harparanda, with its fine Gothic 
church notable for # slender doli- 
cate tower, and cross, Gendarmes 
were on duty at the pass-office, and 
several people whose passports were| 
not in order were detained, despite 
crying and begging—but it is use- 
less to attempt to influence a fron- 
tier gendarme. An extensive 
swamp lies between the frontier of 
Russia and Sweden, and the towns 
of Harparanda and Torneaa ai 
joined by a wooden bridge, about a 
mile and a half in length. A woman 
there has the right to collect toll 
from those crossing the bridge, but 
on this occasion, the Indy appears 
not to have known of the coming of 
the refugees and was asleep, so that 
between 3 a.m. and 5 a.m. several 
hundreds of people, with light and 
heavy baggage, crossed without 
paying toll. The lady collector is 
reported to have had a fit of 
hysterics when she heard of it. 


Across the Gulf of Bothnia, 

‘The people of Harparanda did all 
they could to make the travellers 
comfortable. The next stage of the| j 
journey was a charming trip across 
the Gulf of Bothnia which is dotted 
with innumerable forest-clad islands. 
Eventually we were in a fast, com- 
fortable train bound for Stockholm, 
passing through wild mountain 
scenery, over torrents rushing along 
thousands of feet below the railway, 
and by immense forests of pines and 
firs. A few huts and houses were 
scattered about, and their clean and 
homely appearance and bright, 
cheery colours made them seem very 
pleasing. The old town of Uppsala 
dominated by its massive castle and 
fine cathedral came into view, 
whence the journey to Stockholm 
lay through a densely populated and 
well cultivated country. On the 
ferry from Stockholm to Copenha- 
ren we passed a squadron of the 
little Danish fleet, and we did not 
forget to give it a rousing cheer. 
Copenhagen was safely reached, on 
August 8, after nineteen days travel- 
tng. 























Conditions in Denmark. 

As to the condition of affairs in 
Denmark, Mr. Funder observed: 
A heavy hand rests on our country. 
Trade is paralyzed. Ships ars laid 
up alongside each other in the har- 
bours. The money market is upset, 
‘and the cost of food is rising every- 
where. A draft on the Hongkong 
and Shanghai bank, for which one 
always got cash, was refused. Was 
loan possiblot No. A small ad- 
vance! No. They would send it 
to England for collection. The sol- 
diers were mobilizing and there waa 
everywhere determination to de- 
fend the neutrality of the country 
with all ite might. The breadwin- 
ner was away from many families, 
and despite the work of publio dis- 
tress committees and private chari- 
ty, much distress prevailed. 


‘The Return Journey, 

Mr. Funder left Copenhagen for 
Shanghai on August 30, travelling 
vié Malmo, Stockholm, and Raumo 
to Petrograd, and completing the 
journey in twenty-six days. The 
Wagon Lit service being suspended, 
he travelled by the post train from 
Petrograd. The journey was slow, 
but without any serious disadvan- 
tage, and very cheap, the cost of 
a first class ticket from Petrograd 
to Dalny being only R.138, equal to 
Mex. $150. The food supplied at 
wayside stations was excellent, and 











for gaining an insight 
into Russian life. The fact that 
neither vodka not beer, nor similar 
drinks could be obtained en route 
shows that the ‘sober loan” 
scheme which we announced re- 
cently is in full operation. Travel- 
ling was comfortable, but there 
were many delays in consequence of 
the numerous troop trains passing 
towards the ephere of war.

YUNNAN AND THE 
WAR. 
THE EFFECT OF FALSE 
GERMAN NEWS. 


DANGER OF ANTI-FOREIGN 
FEELING. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
Yunnanfu, Sept. 14. 

We are naturally looking to you 
for news in these days rather than 
supplying any. 

There is one topic of conversation 
and speculation—the war and its 
consequences. We have a little 
world with most of the world ele- 
ments up here—French predominat- 
ing, of course, as we are so near 
Tonking. Germans, Italians, Aus- 
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trians, Japanese, Danes, Grecks, 
Scandinavians, ete., are in close 
quarters and sharing = common 
experience in relation to the en- 
vironment of living. 

Tt is the more to be regretted 
that a series of unsubstantiated re- 
ports and rumours emanating from 
German sources, alleged to be 
oficial, has been spread far and 
wide over this province. Com- 
munications translated into Chin- 
ese, purporting to be from Berlin 
vid’ America and Peking, have in- 
formed (!) the populace that India 
hag mutinied and set up a re 
public; Tonking is alleged to be in 
revolt and the French are in \& 
perilous condition there; Paris to 
be invested, British ships are de- 





stroyed and the brilliant success 
of the German arms is said to be 
such that a defeat is unknown 


among the German Emperor's 
soldiers. Naturally nothing has 
been said about Litge or Louvain 
or Konigsberg, or of the other lit- 
tle affairs that have been mentioned 
by Reuter. 


‘The Danger of Riot. 

But what would be gained : 
inducing the Chinese to believe 
there is trouble in Tonking, such 
a report helped to oreate trouble 
there? For example, when the 
orders to mobilize reached the 
Germans here, three men 
concerned, fearing to go through 
Tonking, started for Kiaochou 
across country—Kueichow, Hunan, 
Hupeh, ete.,—a sufficiently hard 
journey for military men. If Ton- 
king were closed because of dif- 
fculties with, the ‘Annamites, thea 
community of foreigners—Ger- 
Sela as well” aa\_cthere:-woeies 
and children as well ae men, would 
be forced, in order to reach the 
sea, to make the long, hard and 
probably dangerous journey over- 
land to the coast, One can hardly 
imagine that the course of events 
in Tonking would much affeot the 
issue of the war in Europe, why 
then risk all the foreigners in this 
remote comer of China by foment- 
ing possible trouble? 


Catching a Consul, 

A rather amusing case of = 
foreigner's difficulties in abnormal 
circumstances resulted to Mr. 
Bragard, the German Consul at 
Hoihow, who happened to be up 
here visiting his fellow Consul 
Weiss in Yunnan. The war came 
as quickly in Yunnan as elsewhere 
and naturally Mr. Bragard wished 
to return to his port and jurisdio- 
tion. To visit at will is one thin, 
to be prevented from leaving is 
quite another. So recourse was 
had to the French Consul, galling 
as it must have been, to furnish 
safe conduct through Tonking, 
request obviously impossible under 
the circumstances. However, the 
Consul left the sanctuary of | Yun- 
nan and adventured forth to test 
his luck.

German Sugar Factory Failure. 


‘The sugar factory owned by the 
Chinese Government and situated 
on the north bank of the Sungari a 
couple of miles down stream, and 
rejoicing in the name of The Three 

tern Provinces (Hulan) Sugar 
Manufactory, is in a bad way, hav- 
ing lost ali its technical staff, who 
were Germans brought out 
specially under contract. ‘Those 
who were not in the German Re- 
serve remained on at the factory, 
but recently they were all forced 
to leave by the Russian authorities, 
on account of the sugar factory 
being in the leased territory rail- 
way area, They have all gone to 
the Chinese city of Hulan, situated 
a little way down the current, 
where they will remain at the ex- 
pense of the Chinese Government 
until the war is over, or their con- 
tracts expire. 

The factory is fully equipped and 
completely ready, though it has 
taken eight years to get into work- 
ing order and many hundreds of 
thousands of taels. The factory 
also owns 'arge tracts of land where 
sugar beets have been planted. 
Last year the crops were a failure, 
first on account of the imported 
seeds not being up to standard, and 
secondly, because the bests were!

ing out @ singular failure, simply 
because, like most Chinese enter- 
prises, it has not been run in a 
business manner.

‘According to information to hand, 
many of the signatures already at- 
tached to the document are those 
of men who are the most respected 
among the Filipino business section 
of the community and can be termed 
thoroughly representative of all that 
is best of the people. It is hoped 
that the number of signatures will 
soon reach 500, on which it is the 
intention to interest Speaker 
Osmena and request him to forward 
the same, with euch comment as he 
may think necessary, to Senor 
Manuel Quezon at Washington for 
presentation to Congress in con- 
nexion with the Jones’ Bill.

If ever # country had the bottom 
temporarily knocked out of it, it 
was oortainly the Philippines (Mani-

iments from Europe to these 
islands, the chaotic condition 
exchange and insurance, the abso- 
lute and complete wave of panic 
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that seemed to attack everybody—| 
I-mean financial panic—end the 
unscrupulous forcing up of the 
prices of foodstuffs by the Filipino 
retailers, shook things up more than 
considerably. However, the last 
seven days have seen a change for 
the better. Slowly, but surely, the 
merchants and importers have real- 
ized that a great deal rests upon 
them to make trade better; with the. 
result that they are putting their 
shoulders to the wheel, are begin- 
ning to acquire some of the attri- 
butes of our dear old friend ““ Mark 
Tapley,”’ and-are trying to persuade 
both themselves and the buyers that 
things might be much worse than 
they are. And, what i 
are succeeding. The improvement 
is slight, I admit; but it is an im- 
provement, and that is everything. 
The safety of the trade routes on 
the seas for all vessels, with the ex- 
ception of those of Germany and 
Austria-Hungary, bas naturally 
been the primary factor in bringing 
about this partial restoration of 
confidence; added to which is the 
straightening out of exchange and 
the lowering of insurance rates. 
Furthermore, the strong action of 
Governor-General Harrison in

tions nearer their normal aspect. 
Still again, the vitality and opti- 
mism of this Americen colony has 
reminded the Americans and Euro- 
peans in Manils that the autumn 
and Christmas seasons are within 
sight; hence an additional impetus 
to make the best of things. 

At the same time, we have all 
been hit very hard. Several of our 
leading firms have felt it necessary 
to reduce the number of their white 
employees; while others, reluctant 
to adopt such @ drastic measure, 
have made reductions of twenty and 
twenty-five por cent. on all salaries. 
‘These two facts alone, are proof 
positive as to how badly we have 
been ‘hit. 

German Ships in the Bay. 

We still have a small fleet of Ger- 
man merchant vessels, numbering 
some sixteen or so, in Manila Bay. 
Occasionally, some of them load up 
with coal and clear for either 
Shanghai, Guam or Mindanao. 
Sometimes they go out, but fre- 
quently they return. Our now clas- 
sic incident“ of a German vessel 
clearing for Shanghai and instead 
of going there, making for German 
New Guinea, is of course the 
N.D.L. liner Prinzess Alice. She 
is now lying in Cebu harbour with 
a damaged hull. The majority say 
that a small British revenue cutter 
from Borneo put ® shell into her 
and forced her to run for - Philip- 
pine waters. The captain strenuous- 
ly asserts that he ran aground on a 








rocky bottom. Consequently, we 
don’t know whom to believe. One 
fact, however, remains, Having 
made a false statement by declar- 
ing that she was clearing for Shang- 
hai, she is now remaining at Cebu 
and is practically in charge of the 
American naval authorities. 


American Colony at Mindanao. 


In two of my letters, I mentioned 
the small colony of Americans in 
Mornungan, in the province of 
Mindanao. ‘It is more than gratify- 
ing to learn that all the colonists 
are shaping well and are still enthu- 
siatic as to the prospects for the 
future. In a letter to the Governor- 
General from the Director of the 
Bureau of Agriculture, the latter 
speaks more than warmly of the fine 
work the men are doing. They 
have already practically cleared » 
considerable portion of their lands, 
have erected houses, and in certain 
places have both ploughed and 
planted. The Director concludes

and has no rational place in her 
war plans. The crime is similar to 
that of @ person who, conceiving 
himself to have suffered some offence 
should open a murderous fire upon 
a crowd in the street. Under our 
laws the act of such a person would 
be murder, and it is defined as 
“an act imminently dangerous to 
others and evincing a» depraved 
mind regardless of human life, al- 
though without a premeditated 
design to effect the death of any 
individual.” 


‘Who is Responsible? 


The act of the crew of this 
Zeppelin airship was so evidently 
inspired by » depraved mind that 
we may well doubt whether the 
although it was par of the 
military establishment of Ger- 
many, was acting under orders from 
reqponsible authority. It is not 
conceivable that the officers of the 
German army would permit them- 
selves to carry on war in this man- 
ner. It is much more likely that 
the person in control of the Zep- 
pelin is responsible for the out- 
rage. The act was one of bom- 
bardment, yet no notice had been 
given of ‘intention to open fire, 
and the persons who lost their 
lives appear to have been in 
nocent of any participation in 
hostilities. ‘There have been many 
charges of brutality by German 
officers and soldiers, many of them, 
unfounded.

GERMANY’S PLAN OF

GENERAL BERNHARDI’S 
STRIKING FORECAST. 


WHAT THE NAVY MUST DO. 

Over two years ago General 
Friedrich von Bernhardi, of the Ger- 
man army, considered one of the 
leading authorities on military mat- 
ters in Europe wrote a book called 
“Germany and the Next War,” 
which he outlined with startling 
exactness the very course which 
Germany is now pursing in her war 
against her foes 
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Foreseeing the refusal of Italy to 
fight on the side of Germany and 
Austria, and taking fully into 
account the numerical superiority 
of the combined Russian and French 
armies over the Germans and Aus- 
trians, as well as the commanding| 
advantage of Great Britain on the 
sea, he passionately exhorted  his| 
fellow-countrymen to a war of 
aggression on land, a war of sudden 
and deadly blows, if they would 
avert the downfall of their native 
land as a world power. 

In her war of self-preservation, 
wrote Von Bernbardi, Germany 
may make everything count. “ Neu: 
trality is = paper bulwark,” he 
exclaimed contemptuously—a state- 
ment which, in view of Germ 
disregard of treaties concerning 
Luxemburg, Belgium, Holland and 
Denmark, shows him to have been 
& mouthpiece of those now directing 
German strategy. 


Germany's Naval Tactics. 
That Germany must not be an 
aggressor on the sea against Great 
Britain was perfectly clear to the 
German writer. He urged upon bis 
countrymen a naval campaign of ex- 
treme caution, in conjunction with 
vigorous resistance to landings of 
British troops. This policy, appar- 
ently, has been decided upon by 
Germany, She seems to be holding 
back her men-of-war and propar- 
ing herself against British attacks 
on land by ruthlessly brushing 
aside the neutrality of Belgium, 
Holland and Denmark. 

Von Bernhardi also counselled the 
speedy crippling of the Russian 
fleet, to keep it from helping Great 
Britain and France. Here, too, he 
seemed to speak with a foreknow- 
Jedge of the future, his countrymen 
in the Baltic already having struck 
foard at the Tsar's navy and driven 
into the Gulf of Finland, far from 
the fleets of its allies. 

Von Bernhardi’s book created no 
end of a stir. On account of the 
high position of its author, it was 
looked upon as practically an offi 





























foreshadowing of the policy that 
would be followed by Germany in 
case of war. Now that the war is 
actually being waged, the official 
nature of Von Bernhardi’s state-| 
ments is evident on every page. 
Particularly interesting just now 
are the ideas advanced in the books! 
on how Germany should meet Eng- 
land’s great sea power and endea- 
vour to offset its unquestioned 
superiority to the German naval 
forces. The author points out that, 
whereas on land Germany will have 
the help of Austria, she will be 
thrown on her own resources on the 
water, and is not strong enough to 
take the offensive even in the form 
of a sudden attack like that of 
Japan on Port Arthur. He writes:

Tt is only possible 
under exceptionally favourable 
circumstances—such, for example, 
as the proximity of the fortified 
base— to abandon a fight once be- 
gun without very heavy losses. 

“It might certainly be practicable, 
by successful reconnoitring, to 
attack the enemy repeatedly at 
times when he is weakened in one 
place or another

“France's blue water fleet would 
hold our al in the Mediterranean 
in check, and England could bring 
all her forces to bear upon us. It 
would be possible that combined 
fleets of the two Powers might ap- 
pear both in the Mediterranean and 
in the North Sea, since England 
could hardly leave the protection of 

















her Mediterranean interests to 
France alone. The prospect of any 
ultimately successful issue would 





thus shrink into the background.” 
“But we must not even then des- 
pair.

German Campaign on Land. 


General von Bernhardi fully rea- 
lizes that Germany's position on 
land is also full of danger. Hem- 
med between France and Russia, 
she can count only on the help of 
‘Austria, whose unquestioned loyalty 
as an ally is fatally weakened by 
the large Slavic element in her 
poptilation. Nevertheless, there 
be no flinchin, 

Sinoe the struggle is, as appears 
on a thorough investigation of the 
international question, necessary 
and inevitable, we must fight it out, 
cost what it may be.” 


Revolution in India and Egypt. 

“The main issue for England is 
to annibilate our navy and oversea 
commerce, in order to prevent any 
further expansion of our power. 
But it is not her interest to destroy 
our position as a Continental 
Power, or to help France to attain 
the supremacy in Europe. England's 
interests demand a certain equili- 
brium between the Continental 
‘States. England only wishes to use 
France in order, with her own help, 
to attain her own special ends, but 
impose on herself 
sacrifices which are not absolutely 
necessary, for the private advantag: 
of her ally. These principles will 
characterize her plan of a campaign, 
if she sees herself compelled by the 
political ion and the interests 
of her naval supremacy to take part 
in a war against us. 

“Jf England, as must be regard- 
‘ed probable, determines sooner or 
later on this step, it is clearly to her 
‘advantage to win a rapid victory. 
In the first place her own trade will 
not be injured longer than necessary 
by the war; in the second place, 
the centrifugal forces of her loosely 
compacted world empire might be 
set in movement, and the colonies 
j might consult their own separate in- 
terests should England have her 
hands tied by a great war. It is not 
unlikely that revolutions might 
break out in India and Egypt if 
England's forces were long occupied 
with a European war.”

EXPERIENCES OF A SHANGHAI 
RESIDENT. 





Mr. J. Hay, of Messrs, A. 8. 
Watson & Sons, arrived in Shanghai 
‘on Monday from home, where he has 
been on leave, and gives some in- 
teresting details of the journey vid 
Suez on the N.Y.K.8. Atsuta 
Maru. Whilst in England, Mr. 
Hay spent two weeks at Alder- 
shot and underwent a course 
of training which should be of 
advantage to him as a member of 
the S.V.C. He speaks well of the 
manner in which the British Army, 
both regular and auxiliary forces, 
mobilized immediately on the de- 
claration of war. Recruiting was 
taken up with enthusiasm, and in 
London particularly all parks and 
‘open spaces were occupied by squads 
of young men undergoing prelimin- 
ary training. 

Under Surveillance, 

The Atsuta Maru was crowded 
with passengers when she left Lon- 
don, so crowded that bunks were 





built up on the for’ and hold and 
used by first class passengers. 
None of the passengers knew which 
route would be taken when the 
vessel started, but as events proved 
the usual route was followed, and 
without adventure of any sort. 
‘The vessel was first stopped by naval 
authorities at Dover, where the 
ship was boarded and inspected by 
‘a British naval officer. 

Outside the ha: a great num- 
ber of torpedo boats and destroyers 
mancuvred, and thero were many 
aeroplanes hovering over the town. 
The ship was again stopped in the 
bay of Biscay, and boarded this 
time by a party from a French man- 
of-war. Apparently, the French- 
man’s first signal to stop was not 
understood, and a shot across the 
bows of the Japanese vessel gave & 
sharper warning. Signals were ex- 
changed with Gibraltar, where there 
were several British vessels guarding 
the straits. 


‘A Beautiful Bunder. 
Marseilles was just getting accus- 
tomed to the excitement of war, and 
soldiers and the British and French 
flags dominated street scenes. Bri- 
tish visitors were very cordially 
treated. There were many German 
merchantmen interned in Port Said, 
but apart from these, the only sign 
of warfare here was the presence of 
a company of British soldiers, be- 
longing to one of the Scottish re- 
giments, on guard at the entrance to 
the canal. The most picturesque of 
the many ‘ Bunders” in’circulation 
at Port Said was that a German 
vessel had obtained permission to 
pass through the canal, and that her 
captain had the secret intention of 
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sinking his ship in the middle of 
the canal. There were British 
troops on guard at Suez, where also 
a number of captured German mer- 
chant vessels were seen, The pas- 
sage from Suez to Colombo was 
made in the usual way without in 
cident, and here again the only signs 
of war were bad trade and captured 
German ships, 7 
Singapore all Ready. 

Singapore also had its quota of 
captured vessels. Trade was prac- 
tically at a standstill there, and 
military duty was the order of the 
day, volunteers assisting in manning 
the forts and in other work, Nearing 
Hongkong, two troopships under 
convoy were passed.

HUANGPU. 


ACTION FOR DAMAGES IN 
THE RUSSIAN COURT. 

The collision between the steam 
tug Alexandra and the Russian 
Volunteer Fleet str. Poltava, which 
occurred on the Huangpu river late 
in the afternoon of March 6, was 
the subject of proceedings in the 
Russian Consular Court on Wednes- 
day, before Mr. V. Grosse, Consul- 
General, and two Assessors. 

The action was brought by the 
Shanghai Tug and Lighter Co. to 
recover from the Russian Volunteer 
F'eet, and captain W. V. Heikel. 
of the Poltava, the sum of Tis. 
8,650—Tis. 8,250 the cost of | re- 
pairs to the Alexandra, and Tis. 
3,400, demurrage from March 7 to 
April 9, at the rate of Tis. 100 per 
day. 

The caso for plaintiffs, as stated 
in their petition to the Court, ix 
that about 5.45 on the afternoon of 
March 6, the Alexandra was pro- 
ceeding up the Huangpu river on 
her starboard side of the channel. 
‘a little below the launch jetty 
Woosung Forts Station, and a good 
look-out was being kent. The Pol- 
tava was at that time proceeding 
down the river, about mid-channel. 
and approximately 1.000 ft. distant. 
The Alexandra sounded one whistle 
and ported her helm, and the Pol- 
tava replied with two whistles and 
avpeared to starboard her helm. 
The Alexandra then blew three 
whistles and went full sneed astern 
and the Poltava replied with three 
whistles, but came on at a con- 
siderable speed and with her stem 
struck the port bow of the Alex- 
andra, doing her considerable dam- 
age. tiffs allege that the 
collision was due to the negligent: 
navigation of the Poltava, which 
did not keep a good look out, fail- 
ed to keep on her starboard side 
of the channel, failed to pass 
the Alexandra port wide to port 
ride, proceeded at a rate of speed 
excessive in the circumstances, and 
did not slacken speed or stop ot re- 
verse her engines. 

The Case for the Poltava. 

In their answer to the petition 
the defendants say that when the 
Alexandra was sighted the Captain 
of the Poltava gave the order to 
Keep to starboard. The order was 
complied with, but as the steamer 
continued to drift to the left, com- 
mand was given to “keep her hard 
a-starboard.” Still the bow of the 
steamer continued to go to the 
left, the vessel failing to answer 
her helm in consequence of a sud- 
den break in the steering _ gear. 
The order “full speed astern” was 
then given, and at the same time 
the Poltava blew three short blas's. 
The Alexandra continued to come 
forward without slowing down, and 
as she went starboard, the Poltava 










































adopted the last mean: 
a collision, viz. 
ped her anchor, the engines going 
full speed astern. As the Alexandra 














came further ahead at the same 
speed, the Poltava again blew three 
blasts. The Alexandra answered 


also with three blasts, and was set 
full speed astern; but it was then 
too Inte. The momentum of her 
speed caused her to crash with her’ 
nortside neninst the bows of the 
Poltava. For some reason or other: 
it appenred that the first signal of 
three blasts from the Poltava was 
not considered (understood) by 
those on board the Alexandra, and 
in defendants’ opinion this ulti- 
mately led to the collision. Even 
had the signal been incorrectly 
received, defendants contend that 
the Alexandra should not have con- 
tinued on her course at the same 
speed, but should have taken » 
course to her left which she could 
easily have done owing to her 
Tightness and shallow draught. in 
which case a collision would have 
been avoided. Mhe Poltava kent 
a most careful watch and was pro- 
nerly piloted. Whilst passing # 
innk she was compelled to steer 
somewhat to the left side of the 
shannel. and at this moment there 
acourred the breakaee to the steer: 
ing gear, causing her bow to drift 
tothe left side of the channel. 
‘The vessel was travelling at normal 
speed, and everything possible was 
done to avert the collision. 

Mr. R. E. 8. Gregson and Mr.

plaintiffs, and Mr. D. McNeill for 
defendants. 
Evidence was taken, and the 


hearing, which will probably oc- 
cupy three or four days, was ad- 
journed until next morning. 





CHINESE OPINION 
ON THE WAR. 


SOME INTERESTING VIEWS. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 

Canton, Sept. 17. 

It is not easy to get at real public 
opinion, in regard to the war in 
Europe, because the censorship of 
the Press is very severe, and no 
public meetings are allowed where 
speakers give themselves up to dis- 
cussing politics of any kind. Al- 





ready editors of native papers, who 





expressing opinions 
thereon have been severely re- 
primanded. This was attempted 
here about ten days ago, 
and two editors were brus- 
quely told that if the offence 
were repeated, they would find 
themselves provided for, at the ex- 
pense of the Government, and the 
outlay would not be much, whilst 
their offices would be shut up, and 
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their plant confiscated. We get ® 
little more freedom, however, in 
Hongkong, though even there opin- 
ions must be expressed with pru- 
dence, as is wise at this time. 


The Opposing Theories. 
It seems that Chinese thinkers 
are divided into two classes. Both 
look at the war, not from the stand- 
point of the results in Europe, but 
of the possible results to China, 
and Asia.in general. One 
seems to rejoice in this terrible 
ontbreak. It says that for the pre- 
sent at any rate, and for some time 
to come, whatever the ultimate r 
sults of the war may be, both par- 
ties will be exhausted, and, there- 
fore, Asia, and China may hope for 
peace. In the past, only the mutual 
iealousies of the Great Powers of 
Furope have prevented China from 
being dismembered and divided 
amongst those who were covetous 
for the rich lands of the Middle 
Kingdom. We may now hope that 
instead of these jealousies, there 
will be national prostration on the 
‘of these European countries, 
therefore, they will perforce

‘Those who are obsessed with this 






view urge Yuan Shih-kai and 
supporters to set to work to streng- 
then the situation in China, so that 
when Europe shall be able again to 
take a hand in the pol of the 
Fast. China will be strong enough 
to be respected, and in this way the 
war will be a great blessing to this 
country. 








‘The Other Vi 
The other view is altogether dif- 
ferent, The outlook according to 
them is dark. This great European 
struggle will go on some time long- 
er, but will not be unduly prolonged, 
modern weapons being what they 
are, and the fierceness of the comba- 
tants being what it is. Thereupon, 
one side or the other will come out 
victorious. The successful part will 
be full of military pride: and as 
soon as she has done with her 
European enemy, the war wal will 
not be satisfied till there is 
other enemy to subdue and. tome 
other country to conquer. The 
logical issue is clear.The victorious 
party will assuredly turn itself to 
the East, and China will be the ob- 
jective. Therefore, whichever of 
the combatants come out at top, 
China, in the long run, must suffer.

‘The thirteenth annual meeting of 
the Astor House Hotel Co., Ld., was 
held on Wednesday afternoon.

Cabe), having read the notice con-

The Chairman said: Gentlemen, 
‘The report and accounts have been 
in your hands for some time and, 
with your permission, I will take 
them as read. 

The working account for the year 
shows a credit of $107,521.25 on a 
gross turnover of $429,733.57. The 
gross profit is about 8500 more 
than last year, although the gross 
turnover is 84,717.74 less. This re- 
sult is due to the most careful 
economy, and I am afraid that no 
further saving in the running of the 
company’s business can be effected 
without influencing the high stan: 
dard of comfort and efficiency which 
we do maintain, and wish to main- 
tain throughout. 

Besides the very ample amount 
which has been debited to the profit 
and loss account against deprecia- 
tion we have spent during the year 
813,042.61 on maintenance and re- 
pairs. 

The debenture interest has been 

















reduced by 84,257.74, due to the fact |! 


that we redeemed 10 per cent. of 
the issue at the end of last Decem- 
ber. We were enabled to do this by 
the sale of the part of the company’s 
property, generally known as fore- 
shore. Wo obtained for this property 
Tis. 72,500 gross, and the balance 
Tis. 2,500 necessary for redeeming 10 
per cent. of our debenture issue was 
taken from the company’s current, 
account, while all our expense in 
connexion with this business has 
been debited to the profit and loss 
account. During next year we shall 
have the full advantage of this re- 
duction in our debenture debt. 

We have also been able to repay the 
mortgage on B.C. Lot 1744 out of 
the company’s funds, thereby saving 











interest payable against this mort-! 


gage. 

Owing further to the steady reduc- 
tion of our hank overdraft, we have 
effected a total saving in this direc- 
tion of interest charges of £1,350. 
which I hope you will consider satis- 
factory. 
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You will remember that the Board 
offered prizes in connexion with the 
two best sets of plans submitted by 
the local architects for the rebuilding 
of your hotel. Besides the first two 
sets of plans, the Board was advised 
by Mr. Turner to purchase one more 
set. The payment in connexion 
therewith appears under the heading 
of “reconstruction expenses” and 
has been written off to the profit 
and loss account. I may, in this 
connexion, say that in taking the 
final decision re the rebuilding of 
the hotel all the three sets of plans 
have been exceedingly useful to the 
Board. 


You will also note that for the first 
time 86,000 has been debited to the 
profit and loss account and set aside 
as a reserve account for bad debts. 
The greatest care is exercised in 
connexion with the granting of cre- 
dits. You will find that sundry deb- 
tors at the end of the financial year 
were $24,806.69. Since June 20, 
$20,388.26 has been paid.’ Out of 
the balance of 84,473.43 it is esti- 
mated that not more than 81,200 
is doubtful, so you will see that the 
reserve of $4,496.78 must be consider- 
as very ample, During the year 
we have written off as bad debts 
8852.28, Even if you add to this 
doubtful debts at the end of this 
year and consider them as bad, you 
will see the bad debts during the 
year are approximately 82,000, 
which represents less than one-half 
per cent. of the turnover of the 
year, This, T think, must be con- 
sidered a satisfactory showing in the 
business such as ours, and every 
care is being taken further to reduce 
this item. 








If you compare the company’s 
financial position to-day with the 
position two years ago you will find 
an improvement has taken place of 
approximately 890,000 and I believe 
n safely say that the ‘serious 
crisis has now passed and if we now 
place ourselves on a safe basis by 
reducing our capital we may, T 
hope, be able once more to place 
‘our company on a dividend paying 
basis. 

After this mecting over, an 
extraordinary meeting will be held 
in order to pass, or otherwise, the 
resolution for a reduction of the 
company’s capital in accordance 
with instruction given us on Octo- 
ber 8, 1912, 

As a matter of convenience I will 
you now the various details in 
connexion with the rebuilding 
|scheie decided upon by the Board. 
You will find before you the plans 
of t building scheme. Broadly 
speaking, they consist in the follow. 
ing changes. 

The old dining room and kitchen 
to be pulled down and replaced with 
a row of shops. The first five of 
these shops will have entrance win- 
dows towards Broadway and also 
towards the interior of the Hotel. 
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In the middle of the hotel a new 
dining room will be built, connected 
up with the hall by a good sized 
palm court. 

A covered passage-way will run 
from the hall between the dining 
Toom and the shops. 

The kitchens will be placed under 
‘the hotel in the space occupied by 
the dancing floor. Part of the pre- 
sent bar and public billiard room 
will be turned into @ grill room with 
‘kitchen attached. 

‘The present dining room, serving 
room and balcony will be turned 
into first-class bedrooms and small 
«partments, while the kitchens on 
the top floor will be turned into 
bachelors’ bedrooms. 

‘The total cost of all these changes 
has been estimated to be Tls. 150,- 
000. This includes all equipment and 
furnishing of the grill room, dining’ 
room and of all bedrooms. 

While the Board does not intend 
to complete these plans before they 
have been able to issue sufficient 
new shares to get the necessary 
capital in hand, they have been able 
by the improvement in the com- 
Pany’s financial position to coi 
mence on the stores. These stores 
are, a8 a matter of fact, in course 
of construction now and should be 
ready within three to four months. 

There will be in all eight shops, 
beside double shop on the former 
old kitchen. The total cost of build- 
ing these shops, after deducting the 
amount paid by the Municipal 
Council for a strip of land slong 
Broadway is approximately Tis. 
25,000 and, as mentioned above, 

















we shall be able to pay the 
cost of the shops without 
issuing any new shares. We 


been substantially assisted 
by the assistance of the trustees for 
the debenture holders who have 
placed at our disposal for the pur- 
pose of building these shops the 
‘odd Tis. 9,000 to be received from 
‘the Council. 

We have leased in advance five 
of the eight shops at Tis. 150 per 
mensum and also leased the shop 
erected on the old kitchen 
at Tis. 200 per mensum. We 
do not expect to find any 
difficulty in leasing the last 
three shops, but the premises actual- 
ly leased give us s gross rental of 
Tis. 11,400 a year, which means that} 
the construction of the shops will 
be paid for in two years. 

I trust you will approve 
Board's action in this matter. 

Before I propose the first resolu- 
tion, namely, “that the report and 
accounts as presented be passed,” I 
shall be glad to answer any ques- 
tions that you may wish to ask, to 
the best of my ability. 

‘There were no questions, and the 
Chairman moved the adoption of 
the report and accounts, as present- 


the 


ed. This was seconded by Mr. 
E. T. Byrne, and carried. 

‘Mr. F. H. Crossley proposed that 
Mr. V. Meyer be re-elected a direc- 
tor of the company. Dr. A. Stanley 
seconded, and the resolution was 
carried. 

Mr. Cammerling proposed, and 
Mr. E. Kale seconded, that Messrs. 
G. H. and N. Thomson be re-elected. 
‘The resolution was carried. 

It was decided to hold the next 
annual meeting of the company 
during the month of September, 
1915, the resolution being proposed 
by Mr, F. Marsh, and seconded by 
Mr. Crossley. 


Extraordinary General Meeting. 


Immediately after the annual gen- 
eral meeting, an extraordinary gen- 
eral meeting was held, the same 
shareholders being present. 

The Chairman said: Gentlemen: 
The resolution which has been read 
by the secretary is only the confirm- 
ation of instructions which were 
given us on October 8, 1912, when 
the shareholders authorized and in- 
structed the Board to take the 
necessary steps fo put this matter 
through. The resolution before you 
to-day is the first legal step which 
is necessary. I have no more to say 
to-day, as the matter has been gone 
into before, but I wish to state that 
when this matter was passed, the 
Board recommended to the share- 
holders, and after we have had 
further occasion to study it, we are 
unanimously of the opinion that this 
is the best thing to do to put the 
company on a proper and sound 
basis, 

The chairman proposed the resolu- 
tion, as follows: “That the capital 
of the Company be reduced from 
$750,000 divided into 30,000 shares 
of $25 each to 8150,000 divided into 
30,000 shares of $5 each and that 
such reduction be effected by can- 
celling capital which has been lost 
or is unrepresented by available 
assets to the extent of $20 per share 
of each of the 25,520 shares which 
have been issued and are now out- 
standing and by reducing the nomin- 
al amount of all shares in the Com- 

















pany’s authorized capital to $5 
per share.” 
Mr. Crossley seconded, and the 


resolution was carried. 

A shareholder, who did not vote, 
said he would like té know how the 
company got on an unsound basis. 
He was a new shareholder, but he 
had paid three times as much for 
his shares as they were worth now. 

The Chairmen said it would be 
apparent if the accounts a few years 
back were gone through. He would 
like to give the shareholder all the 
information he could, but he could 
not go into the accounts at that 
meeting.

ANNUAL MEETING 
ADJOURNED. 


The fourth annual general meeting 
of the See Kee Rubber Estates, Ld., 
was held on Wednesday afternoon at 
the offices of the company, 8 Kiangse 
Road. Mr. H. O. White presided, 
supported by Messrs. F. B. ‘Jacob, 
and L. Walker (directors), Mr. 
J. E, Bingham (auditor) and Mr. 
W. Martin (Secretary). The atten- 
dance represented 6,710 shares. 


Mr. J. E. Bingham said that be- 
fore the business of the meeting 
proceeded, he had a statement to 
make of some importance. He then 
described certain charges against 
an assistant at Singapore who 
had been in charge of the 
Company’s affairs this year dur- 
ing the absence on home leave of 
the manager. It was alleged that 
the assistant appropriated some- 
where about $12,000. 

Mr. Bingham went on:—We have 
already refunded over Tis, 10,000 
and the balance will be paid as soon 
as we know the exact amount. You 
have my assurance that your Com- 
pany will not lose one cent as a ro 
sult of this most regrettable affair. 
A number of friends of my firm have 
ventured the opinion that as the 
money is being replaced by us we 
would be fully justified in letting 
the matter rest at that, that the 
loss is ours, and therefore concerns 
no one else but ourselves. This 
may be perfectly true, but it is not 
the view my firm take. We are 
public servants, and as such no 
policy of concealment, especially of 
a matter of this sort, can in our 
opinion be justified. 

I regret extremely the delay in 
the accounts the reason for which 
will be quite understandable after 
what I have just told you. The ac- 
counts aro now on the way, and 
should be here in a day or two. 

The Chairman: Well, Gentlemen, 
you have heard what Mr. Bingham 
has just said which explains the 
fact that we have been unable to 
make out our annual statement of 
accounts and report, I take this op- 
portunity on behalf of the Company 
to thank Messrs. Lowe, Bingham and 
Matthews for the very prompt way 
in which they have handled this 
most unfortunate incident and to 
tender them our very sincere sym- 
pathies. 

The following resolution was then 
adopted without discussion: Pro- 
posed by Mr. H. O. White, seconded 
by Mr. s’Jacob: That this meeting 
be adjourned until some time in 
November of which notice will be 
duly advertised in the newspapers.

fore should it reign between noncom- 
batants to-day, when such spirit in 
not any more a prerogative of the 
caballeros, the knights on horse- 
back, but the one of its -modern 
survivor, in short the gentleman of 

any nation. 

Allow me instead to say a word 
on “verbal inaccuracies” of news 
paper reports; a deliberate lio must 
[be nailed down. . . if proven as 
| such; but if already in ordinary days 
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the story of a big disaster is tele- 
graphed around the world by the 
great cable agencies in widely dif- 
ferent versions until finally correc- 
tion after correction pours in, how 
much more must this be the case at 
Present? We all out here are more 
or less familiar with cabling and 
know how easily mistakes occur 
when cabling plain figures. But 
Press telegrams are nearly always 
sent in plain language and telegraph 
employees at present must be more 
than overworked, at least in Europe. 
Thus the last German report of 
their own losses against prisoners 
they had taken was plainly a 
mistake, nor do Germans out hero 
blindly believe their own news, but. 
asa rule carefully compare them 
with reports from the other side and 
then digest them slowly and draw 
their own conclusio: Newspaper 
reports, besides being naturally one- 
sided, at present also must suffer 
from the magnitude of the opera- 
tions, which even for the best re- 
Porter make it impossible to follow 
more than a very small part of the 
operations, Thus a minor engage- 
ment at tho beginning of the war in 
which in all 17,000 men took Part, 
was cabled out as the great battle 
of Haelen, and while a reporter on 
one side cables the victorious ad- 
vance of a division he may not be! 
able to notice that ten miles away a 
whole army corps has to fall back 
slightly. 

There is an old proverb “What 
‘ono would like, one easily believes” 
and thus even with the best of in- 
tentions, rumours creep into cable 
reports like Germany being ready to 
make peace upon promise of not 
being dismembered, which is hardly 
the attitud 
the enemy’s country. 

Finally there is the possibility of 
simple mistakes, which for that’ 
nobody would call lies, such as a 
statement in one of your own lead- 
ers lato in August saying “after the 
fall of Thorn” ete., ete; Thorn being 
one of strongest fortresses in East- 
ern Prussia and not even attacked. 

Reims cathedral “which the Ger- 
mans have done their best to des- 
troy” is, if to-day’s German cable 
is correct, fortunately still standing 
and only slightly damaged, nor do 
I believe that Christian soldiers 
would wilfully damage each other's 
churches; even an atheist would 
have too much respect for anybody’s 
temple of worship; except of course 
they sre used as wireless stations, 
which recent report regarding the 
cathedral of Antwerp, however, 
sounds utterly incredible. But in a 
beleaguered fortress church steep-| 
Jes are naturally in a very grave 
danger from accidental shots. 

War reports are at present our 
only intellectual nourishment, but 
Jet us not allow them to poison our 
mind; let us remember the terrible

UNEMPLOYMENT IN 
SHANGHAI 
To the Editor of the 

“Norta-Camma Daicy News. 

Sin,—May I request the favour 
of your columns for requesting t) 
something be done for Shanghai’s 
foreign populace !—those wh: are 
affected through the War! 

It is but a necessary sequence to 
suspension or decline of trade, that 
firms will and must reduco their 
working expenses, and the staff gen 
erally receive the requisite att 
tion, which in the present crisis 
partakes of reduction of pay and 
also dismissal, even if reluctant. 

Our local hongs do not all have 
the same commercial and financial 
status as Jardine’ Butterfield’ 
and others that one might mention, 
who, I presume, if hard pressed, 
would first dispense with the low- 
est ratings and then, perhaps, re- 
duce the salaries of the higher, pro 
tem....These big hongs are in a 
great minority numerically, and 
their employees are, generally 
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speaking, “safe.” Revert to the 
majority: these are hardly expect- 
ed to continue as usual when trade 
is almost at a stand-still! A great 
many of this majority reluctantly 
dismiss all their employees, keeping 
such as they must as on contract, 
and these latter may be also put on 
half or reduced pay as an alterna 
tive to “three months” and then— 
go! 

I will allow hongs do not hastily 
dismiss their employees, but they 
are perfectly justified in taking this 
step in the present ori With 
many, this has been # fait accompli. 

‘A business man quite recently 
told me he absolutely had to dis 
pense with his typist: he had to 
think many a time before deciding 
‘on this move, hoping by excogitat- 
ing he would pounce on some plan 
of reduction elsewhere to enable 
continuance of her services, as, to 
use his own phraseology “she was 
my very left hand.” He couldn’t 
sk putting her on half pay—small 
s that was. This is but one in- 
stance; are there any others, and 
how many! If they havo relatives 
(and it's to be sincerely hoped 80) 
well and good, but if nott....!1 1 

There are also married men with 
families out of employment, and 
simply on account of the War. 

It may be argued that everybody 
ought to Iny aside “something fora 
rainy day,” but this is all very well 
theoretielly! Since the first Re- 
volution, salaries have had » big 
drop, and there is many a foreigner 
who, before enjoying a comfortable 
income, has had to ‘pt a com- 
parative pittance sufficient for = 
“hond: to mouth” existence in the 
endeavour to maintain passing re- 
spectability, internally and ex- 
ternally. 

On the hypothesis of some few 
having saved something, it is not to 
be presumed that that “something” 
will tide them over very long. 
Thereafter what are they going to 
dot They are now pari passu with 
those who through circumstances 
were unable to save the proverbial 
penny, and in this predicament how 
are they to bear the concomitanta of 
the approaching winter? 

It is hardly fair to premis» they 
must have friends so circumstenced 
as to afford resources not already 
taxed—perhaps over-taxed: besides 
it isn’t “playing the game” to en- 
croach on this expedient in a er 
as that prevailing. The friends may 
themselves ever iy rank with 
the “unemployed”—more than one 
taipan having told me his opinion 
being that further staff clearances 
were inevitable. 

Failing friendship, it may be 
suggested by some, money is the 
next expedient, but this I consider 
mere waste. At the very best such re- 
lief can be only temporary, supply 
and demand not being likely to be 
proportionate to relieve all worthy 
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of it, and the wolf returns to the 
door like the decimal. 
‘The most satisfactory relief to be 
meted to distress in the near future, 
under prevailing circumstances de- 
duces to some scheme giving per 
manency to maintenance of requi- 
sities of existence. I mean by per- 
manency—such time as the curtain 
is run down on the lusts of M. 
now being performed in Europe's 
theatre, and the curtain rises again 
on @ grand finsle of the ap- 
ore ve Pax (with Plutus) as re- 
presented by the ancient Athenians 
—or, to use the lingo of our Celes- 
tial’ brother;—pidgin, chow an’ 
house. 


Pidgin, Chow an’ House were 
blandly offered as gratuitous in the 
Municipal Gazette shortly after 
Britanniy succumbing to the wan- 
ton machinations of Eris. Hospi- 
tality was offered in the precincts of 
the Casual Ward—hitherto the re- 
sort of unfortunate humanity with- 
out gumption or competence (so it 
is said) to lay claim even to consi- 
deration for © vacancy when open. 
Is it humane to force such low! 
and degrading fare on Shanghai’s 
hitherto respectable, working and 
bread-carning community now un- 
employed and in needy straite, 
through circumstances they were 
entirely unable to control or foresee ? 

I request of you Sir, to open 
your columns for eny and all bond 
fide suggestions, ideas, etc. which 
may be advanced on the subject, 
bearing in mind that many a man, 
“just it” for qualifications and 
abilities, has been put off wage-earn- 
ing, reluctantly by his employer. 

Lady workers and married men 
should receive prime attention. 
Then there are the bachelors—at- 
tached and un-attached. The form- 
er will rank with the married men, 
but the latter? These are free to 
leave Shanghai if necessary, and I 
dare say the residential populace 
would indulge in @ sympathetic 
Nune Dimittis. Where are they to 
got The battlefields of Europe or 
Tsingtaot To whom are they 
to apply for enlistment? An 
advertisement appeared on your 
front page some little while back, 
and one party “put in” but ap- 
parently the answer was referred to 
the Greek Kalends, for he got none. 
It may have been he was 
unsuitable. 

Moreover, all applicants for the 
front would not pass the medioo; T 
venture to assert, subject te correc- 
tion, @ very good proportion prob- 
ablv would be “plucked.” 

If it is advisable for them to 
leave Shanghai, where are they to 
got Are Hongkong, and the south- 
ern or northern ports and towns 
waiting ready with embracing arms 
of welcome? ‘Tis no use taking “a 
leap in the dark” to land in the fire 
ont of the frying-pan. 

If Canada, America, Australi 
ete. are suggested, aa proffering in! 
ducements to employment, how are 














they to get there? What shipping 
firms have boats now running to the 
most likely, and are they willing to 
give working passages? I presume 
for this latter consideration there’s 
no hope as with the Japanese. 
Thanking you for the insertion of 

this, and apologizing, if necessary, 
for the space occupied for which I 
plead the necessity of presenting as 
complete a perspective as is suffi- 
cient to allay sophistries of Jocal 
quidnunes, and enclosing my card.

The hurrying events and 
developments of the last few days, 
even in Shanghai, forbid any further 
delay in facing the serious local situ- 
ion with which we all are confront- 
ed. To meet a common danger in 
aay community, there “must. be 
unison of effort and also 
moltitade of counsellors there is 
safety.” “Far Niente” asks for 
suggestions. Let as many as pos- 
sible—especially heads of firms and 
householde—respond to the request 
through your columns, by your 
courtesy, Sir, trusting to vour well- 
known “public mindedness” to 
publish such as might be useful. In 
this confidence I make my  sugges- 
tions to the Civic Fathers, to whom, 
as our local government. we must, 
turn for help in this crisis. 

Tet all possible Municipal ex- 
penditure be curtailed. Very large 
salaries decreased by half—smaller 
ones by a suitable percentage, not 
crippling any public servant ax lone 
as it is possible to avoid it, but so 
adjusting matters that the recipiente 
of Inrge salaries, free housing. ex- 
emption from payment of taxes. 
water, light, ete. may help to bear 
the burdens of less fortunate penple 
who have none of these exemptions. 
and no salaries. By such, and other 
obvious means of curtailment of 
Municipal expenditure, the Council 
will be in a position very consider- 
ably to reduce the taxation, charges 
for light, ete. 

The rates for the Victoria Nursing 
Home and the General Hospital 
should also be decreased. Repre- 
sentation should be made to all 
landlords and owners of houses, 
shops, offices, etc. that, until the 
end of the war, rents should be 


























lowered, This measure is advisable | 


ven from a landlord’s point of 
view, as otherwise there will soon 
be @ large number of empty houses 
on their hands, and “half a loaf is 
better than no bread.” All these 
‘measures to have effect until the war 
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ends. None of us want charity, only 
a chance to enable us to hold on 
until better times.

Peking, Sept. 22. 
By order of the President:— 


Stranded Chinese Labourers. 

(1) Referring to a telegram from 
Hsu Shih-yin, Governor of Fukien, 
ting that since the commence- 
ment of the European war, Chinese 
labourers of the South Archi- 
pelago have been successively sent 
back to China, most of them land- 
ing at Amoy, and requesting that 
ised for their relief in 
having returned home 
ds of miles away in a 
pitiful condition, ete: 

‘The said Chinese labourers left 
their fatherland to seek a precarious 
means of livelihood elsewhere. Now 
that they have been sent back with- 
out finding a home for shelter, their 
condition arouses our deep solicitu- 
de. Let the said Governor instruct 
his Finance Secretariat to draw 
$30,000 from the provincial funds, 
to be set aside for the purpose of 
relieving the Chinese labourers of 
Fukien that have returned to China. 
‘At the same time, he shall order the 
district officials concerned to keep 
them in order and to prevent 
troubles. 

An Upright Censor. 

(3) In reference to a memorial 
from Chuang Yuin-kuan, Censor-in- 
Chief, reporting that Chuang Yen, 
a member of his family, has falsely 
passed himself as 8 military officer 
and smuggled opium, while Chuang 
Chiao-yun, another member of 
his family, has given support to 
the rebels in an attempt to sink 
men-of-war, and requesting the 
order of their arrest, etc.

His principle 
may apply alike to the ruling of a 
family, the governing of a nation, | ¢) 
or the pacification of the world, all 
beginning from the practice of a 
rigid regulation of one’s mind and 
person. His teachings are to w 
indispensable as daily necessariet 
but if we enlarge our view, they 
may stand comparison with Heaven 
and Earth, they give sustenance to 
|, they revive the dying learning 
of the ancient sages, and they open 
the path to peace to thousands of 
coming generations. In a word, all 
mankind that possess souls and 
wisdom and have blood and breath, 
are indebted for their advanced 
civilization to his teachings. There- 
fore, it is because of the spontaneous 
gratitude and regard of myriads of 
the people that the reverence and 
worship of the Greatest Sage must 
seek some form of manifestation, 
with which no religions propaganda 
can compare. 

As has been passed by the Ad- 
ministrative Council, the cere- 
moni for the worship of 
Confucius have been promulgated. 
‘As September 28 is the “First Ting 
Day” of mid-autumn, according to 
the old calendar, I, the President, 
shall respectfully lead my officials to 
perform the ceremonies of worship- 
Ping Confucius; and at the temples 
of Confucius in other places, the 
superior officials concerned shall 
conduct the worship. This is to 
show our people how important the 
Government holds truth and morali- 
ty, with the hope that they may 
emulate and improve their habit 
until a state of perfect assimilation

GERMAN SHIPS IN 
THE PHILIPPINES. 


A COALING INCIDENT. 
VIGILANCE OF BRITISH. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
ila, Sept. 18. 
The interest here in’ the great 
European war is unabated. The 
passionate disagreements of the 
early days, however, have fortunate 
ly ceased. The price of foodstuffs, 
—thanks to the Governor-General, 
only a little above the normal, 
with the exception of meat and pro- 
duce from Australia which have 
gone up ten per cent. as far as the 
consumer is concerned. 


Action of the Japanese Consul, 

One of the many big German 
freighters now lying in Manila Bay, 
the Elmshorn, was recently taking 
on 5,000 tons of Japanese coal from 
the Japanese collier Koshu Maru, 
which was lashed alongside her 
in mid stream. This came to the 
ears of the Japanese Consul-Gen- 
eral, Mr. Sugimura, who immedi- 
ately despatched one of his staff to 
the captain of the Koshu Maru and 
ordered him at once to cast off and 
take up his moorings in another 
part of the bay. One thousand 
tons of coal had already been trans- 
ferred when the order came, and 
within ten minutes the order to 
stop delivery and change moorings 
‘was obeyed. 

But worse was to follow. Mr. 
Sugimura was very angry at what 
he termed a breach of etiquette. 
The Koshu Maru is a Japanese ves- 
sel chartered by Madrigal & Com- 
pany, which is a Philippine concern, 
and while the charterers had no 
right to order a Japanese owned 
vessel to lay alongside a German 
vessel and load her with 5,000 tons 
of coal seeing that Germany and 
Japan are at war, the Japanese 
captain had absolutely no right to 
obey such an order. “It was be- 
cause of the latter in particular, 
added Mr. Sugimura, “that I ii 
structed the Japanese captain im- 
mediately to take up his anchorage 
in another part of the bay.” 


Goal Famine Threatened. 
On being further questioned, the 
Japanese Consul-General said 
“Coal sold by the Jepanese Govern- 
ment or Japanese firms to Manila 
importers is supposed to be used 
only for consumption in the Philip- 




















ines. Coal, as you know, is con- 
traband of war. Unless the 

panese Government can prove 
that Manila importers of Japanese 
coal are selling it to German ships 
which take it out of the islands and 
deliver it to a German man-of-war 
or transport, thereby making the 
coal contraband, we cannot cancel 
our contracts and stop the sale. 
We have our suspicions, however, 
and are closely watching the move. 
ment of all vessels with coal on 
board. 





“T have been told that German 
vessels have been coaling here at 
night, but I have no actual proof. 
Whether the Japanese Government 
is to take action on the matter of 
letting Germany get coal through 
Manila dealers, I could not say at 
present, 2s no word on this matter 
has come from my Government as 
yet.”” 

It was these last words’ of the 
Japanese Consul-General, coupled 
with lengthy interview he had pre- 
viously had with Mr. H. Rentiers, 
‘HM. Consul-General, that gave rise 
to the rumour that Japan might re- 
fuse permission to any of her people 
to sell coal to Manila during the 
war. Such a decision would be 
crushing to the Philippines, as the 
whole of the coal used in the islands 
comes from Japan or British pos- 
sessions. Consequently, it would 
mean @ coal famine in the Philip- 
pines, and that would spell disaster. 

It iv not believed that the Japan- 
ese Government will take such 
drastic action; but it is believed 
that the incident will be the cause 
of making the Insular Government 
more severe in carrying out the laws 
of neutrality and only allowing the 
German vessels in Manila Bay to 
take on bunker coal and no more. 


American Ship Stopped, 

An interesting and somewhat ex- 
citing incident to the passengers 
happened to the American steamer 
Governor Forbes some six miles 
outside Corregidor, on Wednesday 
night, and shows the careful watch 
that is being kept for the fifteen 
German vessels in Manila Bay. 
The Governor Forbes was hending 
straight for Manila when her cap- 
tain caught sight of four black sin- 
ister shapes on the port bo~. He 
at once slightly altered his course 
so as to bring his ship nearer and 
at the same time opened up his 
searchlight on them. 

Immediately, from each one of the 
four vessels, great beams of light 
shot out and converged upon the 
Forbes, so that the captain ard 
those on deck were blinded. Unable 
to see what they were about, the 
Forbes held her course, when sud- 
denly a shot went shrieking across 
her bows. Captain Bereiarte of the 
Forbes, promptly reversed his 
engines, then stoppéd and awaited 
developments. 

A boat was seen making its way 
toward them in which was a British 




















officer in a white uniform, and sev- 
eral sailors. ‘The vessel was at once 
boarded by the officer and six eail- 
ors, and the British officor asked 
the captain what he meant by play- 
ing his searchlight upon them. 

Captain Bereiarte pleaded par- 
donable curiosity and that he had 
been ordered to keep a sharp look 
out. Evidently not satisfied, the 
officer proceeded to examine tho 
ship's papers and finding them sat- 
isfactory, made an entry to this 
effect in the log book. 





FIGHTING IN THE 
NORTH SEA. 


DETAILS OF HELIGOLAND 


ENGAGEMENT. 
TERRIBLE EFFECT OF 
SHELL-FIRE. 

London, Aug. 29. 


British cruisers and "destroyers, 
some of them showing signs of the 
battle in which they were engaged 
off Heligoland, have arrived at 
Harwich, Ohatham and Sheerness, 
They’ had British and German 
wounded on board. The Germans 
were picked up at sea after their 
ships went down. 

A number of men died before the 
men-of-war reached port and were 
buried at soa; others died on the 
way to hospital, and their bodies 
were taken to the naval mortuary, 

Most of the wounded are suffering 
from head injuries caused by shell 
fire, but others had arms and legs 
shattered. White-clad bearers oar- 
ried most of the wounded on 
stretchers to the hospital, but some 
of them were accommodated on 
yachts which had been lent for Red 
Cross service. 

‘No one was allowed to board the 
damaged vessels, but from the shore 
it could bo seen that some of them 
bore small holes. One destroyer 
had no less than fourteen such 
holes, which had been plugged up 
with cloth. 


Gunfire Terribly Effective. 
British sailors who boarded the 
German cruiser Mainz after she 
was put out of action say that the 
effect of the British gun-fire was 
terrible. The masts were shot away 
and turrets were battered in. The 
were a mass of wreckage, 
and dead and dying sailors were 
lying all over the ship. 

‘A Harwich message, which has 
been heavily censored, described the 
landing of the wounded in Heligo- 
land, after the fight. It said that 
there were plenty of eye-witnesses 
when the batch was landed shortly 
before 6 o'clock in the morning. 
Among the dead was a lieutenant- 
commander. 

‘The German wounded from the 
Mainz were slightly burned; none 
had a full uniform. Many had suf- 
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fered frightful wounds. The Mainz 
quarter-master was badly wounded. 

Ninety German prisoners from 
the Mainz have been landed at 
Leith. Eight of them were officers, 
and one is said to be the son of Ad- 
miral von Tirpitz, the German Min- 
ister of the Navy. Sixteen of the 
prisoners are suffering from 
wounds. 


Prominent Fighter. 

‘The British light cruiser Fearless 
took a prominent part in the fight- 
ing. She approached within ten 
miles of the German coast and drew 
out the German cruisers, which at- 
tempted to surround her. At one 
moment she was engaged single- 
handed against four of them. One 
had come within 7,000 yards when 
as struck and burst into 








After they hod found the range 






the German marksmanship was 
good. The Fenrless had her wire- 
less carried away, and was hit nine- 





teen times. Afterwards the Fes 
less stood by the disabled German, 
although she herself was in great 
danger of being sunk. The arrival 
of the other British cruisers quick- 
ly decided the engagement. * 

The British casualties, so far as 
is known, are one killed and twenty 
wounded. 

‘The “Evening News” quotes a 
non-commissioned officer, who was 
in the thick of the naval battle off 
Heligoland and whose destroyer 
picked up many German wounded, 
as follows 

“We came upon the German ships 
unawares. The action was very hot 
while it lasted, and we must have 
done a lot of damage. Many of 
the Germans were badly wounded, 
twelve of them died on the way and 
were buried at sex.” 


Surprise Attack in a Mist. 

‘The following is a despatch from 
Harwich, of Au to 
“Evening Ne 
ies of the naval engagement off 
Heligoland yesterday were told by 
the men on board the cruiser Fear- 
less and the destroyers which ar- 
rived here to-day. The engagement 
lasted about eight hours, during 
which time a mist hung over the 
fleets. ‘The fighting is described as 
sharp and terrible, and the British 
losses seem to have been miraculous- 
ly light. Of the destroyers only 
one presents any signs of having 
taken part in a battle. 

Although the official report said 
only five German vessels were sunk 
in the battle, the crews of the de- 
stroyers say there were at least 
eleven. 

A non-commissioned officer of the 
Fearless, which in the thick of bat- 
tle picked up many German wound- 
ed, said: 

“The whole operation took place 
in a thick haze. When we opened 
fire there was not a single scarch- 
light: playing upon us. The 
mans all scemed to be asleep. 
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action was very hot while it lasted. 
We must have done a lot of dam- 
age.” 

Landing the Survivors. 

‘The Fearless picked up more than 
twenty survivors, including several 
who were badly wounded. Twelve 
died on the way to Harwich and 
were buried at sea. Two destroyers 
brought about fifty German wound- 
ed. The Fearless came between 2 
and 3 o'clock this morning. Bhe 
convoyed about thirty Germans to 
Lord ‘Tredegar's Red Cross yacht, 
which is being utilized asa hospi- 
tal ship. 

All the morning the arrival of the 
destroyers was watched by a large 
crowd on the pier, and many rous- 
ing cheers were given for the Brit- 
ish sailors. All the tugboats hoist- 
ed the Red Cross flag and assisted 
in the removal of the wounded to 
the pier, ‘The men were carried on 
tretchers by the boys of the hos- 
pital hearers’ corps, clad in white 
They were grouped 
on the end of the pier, and worked 
in parties of four. At one time I 
counted fifteen groups making their 
way up the hillside. 

Several of the wounded were bad- 
ly injured about the head. One 
German who was being lifted from 
the tug to the pier made an effort 
to thank his rescuers by signs. The 
officers in charge of the arrange- 
ments for the removal of the wound- 
ed repeatedly exhorted the bearers 
to go carefully, and the German 
wounded were handled with the 
same eare as the British wounded. 











THE WAR AS SEEN 
FROM PARIS. 


QUALITIES OF THE FRENCH 
SOLDIER. 


THE APPOINTMENT OF 
GENERAL PAU.

Paris, Aug. 22. 

It is just three weeks since the 
general mobilization of the French 
army was ordered and the people 
of this country realized that the 
day of settling the long open 
account with Germany was at hand. 
To-day's news is that the Germans 
have occupied Brussels, which the 
Belgians made no attempt to de- 
fend, and have levied a war indem- 
nity of eight millions sterling on 
the capital. By what methods they 
Propose to extort this huge sum 
we know nothing at present. We 
are told that they are leaving only 
a small force in Brussels and are 
pressing northwards to attack Ant- 
werp. The attack on Antwerp is 
one of those colossal, spectacular 
ideas such as we are accustomed to 
expeet from the Kaiser, but its risk- 
ines needs no demonstration, and 
from what I can hear it has filled 
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the French general staff with de- 
light. 

In the south, Upper Alsace, the 
French have scored several sueces- 
ses which, on reflexion, appear to 
he rather more showy than substan- 
They made a dash at Mul- 
house, held it for a day or two, 
retired, made another advance in 
greater force, took the town again 
after a hard fight, and have now 
forced part of the enemy to cross 
the Rhine. The sum and substance 
of it is that, in this part of the thea- 
tre of war, they are more thao 
holding their own. 


‘Was Mulhouse a Mistake? 

Reading between the lines of the 
official communiqués, however, I 
observe hints that there is an ex- 
pectation of a German attack and 
occupation of Nancy, when the 
Germans have concentrated a suf- 
ficient number of men. There has 
never been any intention, however, 
of defending this town. It is a 
sacrificed pawn in the great game. 
Another fact not mentioned in the 
official communications is that the 
French commander who was res- 
ponsible for the premature advance 
on Mulhouse has been recalled in 
disgrace and transferred to ® com- 
mand in the reserve. His place is 
now held by a one-armed veteran, 
General Pau, who served in the last 
Franco-German war as a young 
lieutenant. 

For a man of his age, such a heavy 
responsibility must be more than 
trying. but at any rate he has the 
confidence of the troops and is very 
Popular. It is clear, too, that the 
French troops maintain their tradi- 
tions of personal bravery and dash, 
and that the Germans are unable to 
withstand bayonet attacks. It i 
of course, possible that this state 
of things may change as the Ger- 
man troops become more seasoned. 
The French have had o certain 
amount of experience of colonial 
warfare which, added to their natur- 
s, makes them decided- 
ly formidable in close Sghting, 
while the Germans have not had 
this advantage. 


The Ignorance of Nations. 


There is an abundant crop of 
stories of atrocities perpetrated by 
the Germans—children and women 
shot in culd blood, and so on. It 
may well be that similar stories of 
the French are being circulated in 
the German newspapers; in fact 
judging from statements made by 
German prisoners and entries in 
notebooks found on dead German 
soldiers, the rank and file have been 
deceived by their officers into the 
belief that the French are savages 
and always shoot or torture their 
prisoners. The ignorant private 
naturally infers that as there is 
shooting to be done he had better 
do it first. 

There is an account from Swiss 
sourees of a German dragoon who, 
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on being made prisoner by the 
French, begged for food, of which 
he said he had had none for two 
days. This desire was interpreted 
by the Swiss who was present at 
the scene, and the prisoner was 
given enough meat and bread for 
six ordinary men. He threw him- 
self on the meat and ate up every 
serap, after which he asked: 
“When am I going to be shot?” 
It was explained to him that, in- 
stead of being shot, he would be 
sent to the centre of France and 
made to work in the fields. At 
first he was incredulous, but at 
length realized that his life was in 
no danger, he said cheerfully: 
“Well, I can work all right: I'm 
pretty strong.” There could hard- 
ly be a more striking illustration of 
the dense ignorance that hangs like 
a fog over the vast majority of the 
inhabitants of what are supposed to 
be civilized nations. 


A Peaceful City. 

Meanwhile Paris is quiet and, 
in somo respects, a pleasanter 
place than usual in which to live. 
Provisions are plentiful and prices 


normal. There are no rolls for 
breakfast, all the bread-making 
having been simplified to save 


labour, and the meat is not of good 
quality, but otherwise one lives 
very much as usual. Trade and 
confidence reviving. About 
thirty of the leading hotels remain 
open, and some of the smart res- 
taurante, such as Voisin’s, are act- 
ually doing much better than usual 
at this time of the year. The motor 
omnibuses, which add so largely to 
the noisiness of the streets én 
ordinary times, have been trans- 
formed into travelling meat stores 
for the troops and are rolling mer- 
rily over the roads near the fronti¢ 
There are still taxicabs, and plenty 
of horsecabs, drawn by bony ani- 
‘mals and driven by ancient auto- 
medons not required at the front. 
If all goes well, we shall soon see 
the cafés and restaurants kept open 
until eleven o'clock, and there is 
even talk of reopening some of the 
theatres. 


Appearance and Reality. 
These things, however, are merc 
outward appearances. Away from 
the boulevards and out in the sub- 
urbs there is @ great deal of real 
distress that does not show itself. 
It is estimated that in the city and 
surroundings there are now quite 
400,000 people out of work, and we 
are only at the beginning of a war 
which seems quite likely to last six 
months. Great efforts are being 
made to reorganize business and pro- 
vide employment, as well as to in- 
duce capital to come forth from its 
hiding-places. The banks are re- 
leasing a small part of the balances 
tied up by the moratorium. All this 
in a slow and delicate process, but 
it is making headway. 
Every day there are great musters 
of foreigners on the Esplanade des 

















Invalides to offer their services to 
the French army. Russians, Ital- 
ians, Belgians, Rumanians, Eng- 
lish, Americans, Czechs, Jews 
Turks, Greeks, Spaniards, Brazil. 
ians are included in the crowd. 
According to one estimate, probably 
much exaggerated, the total number 
of foreigners offering themselves 
for enlistment is about 40,000, 
enough to make an army corp: 
but out of this great crowd fully 
one fourth will be rejected as 
physically unfit. 

None the less, they constitute a 
very remarkable manifestation of 
the sympathy entertained by the 
civilized world towards the French 
in their struggle against Teutonic 
domination. The Russians and 
Italians form by far the largest con- 
tingents—about five fhousand each, 
we are told. Only about a hundred 
Americans have come forward. 


British Wanted Elsewhere. 
There are two English organiza- 











tions. The smaller calls itself a 
Rough-Rider corps but is not 
taken very seriously, owing to 





doubt as to the possibility of the 
cavaliers being provided with horses. 
The other British corps has about 
550 names on the roll, probably 
representing—atter elimination of 
doubtful and unfit elements—about 
350 useful men. Unfortunately the 
British Embassy has thrown the 
usual Bri official wet blanket 
over this movement. The original 
intention of the volunteers, many 
of whom have long lived in France, 
as to show their hearty appreci 
tion of the justice of her cau: 
They wanted to form a British 
battalion to fight under the French 
flag—a military and practical mani- 
festation of the Entente Cordiale. 
Tt was one of those pretty and sen- 
timental ideas that count for so 
much with the French, and it would 
have done a great deal to cement 
the union between the two coun- 
tries. Now the Embassy ,steps in 
and says in effect: “‘ England needs 
men and France does not. You will 
be better paid and better cared for 
if yon join the British army. There- 
fore we will tell the French authori- 
ties that we object to your being 
added to the French army.” The re- 
sult is that while a few recruits will 
be added to the British forces, the 
British Volunteer Corps as a body 
will cease to exist and a great 
opportunity will be thrown away. 

















FROM THE CHINESE 
PRESS. 


The Silk Filatures. 

‘The Ministry of Finance, reports 
‘a Peking telegram, has arranged 
with the Bank of China and Bank of 
Communications to advance $100,000 
per month each to the silk filatures 
of Shanghai to meet working ex- 
penses, the security given being 
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the Government land of the city- 
wall and moat. 

In the Mixed Court, several suite 
have been pending owing to financi- 
al difficulties on the part of _ silk 
and cocoon merchants. Mr. Shen 
Lien-fang, Committee-man repre- 
senting the silk filatures, has _ re. 
quested Taoyin Yang and Magi- 
strate Kuan to postpone the hearing 
of civil cases affecting the silk and 
cocoon trade, so that the merchants 
may have time to recover. 


‘The Internal Loan, 

While a report has appeared in 
the Chinese Press to the effect that 
the Shanghai Office of the Bank of 
Communications had notified the 
public that it had received instruc- 
tions from its Head Office to accept 
certain Treasury Bills as cash from 
purchasers of the Internal Loan 
Bonds, the local Loan Agency, upon 
inquiry as to the truth of this 
port, has received the telegraphic 
reply that “‘as the Government is in 
urgent need of ready money, the 
bills must be courteously refused.” 

Copies of this reply have been at 
once distributed among business 
men for their information. 

Japanese at Weihsien. 

‘A Peking telegram dated Septem- 
ber 27 reports that the Peblang 
Bridge at Weibsien has been blown 
away by dynamite; 200 Japanese 
troops arrived and occupied the rail- 
way station of Weihsien at 6 p.m. 
on the 26th instant, killing one coolie 
who was buried. They manifested 
jle attitude in their 
conference with the Chinese. Short- 
ly after 10, the Japanese got up 
steam on the railway engine 
and continually sounded blast 
after blast up to 2 am., evidently 
signalling to their rear force to 
approach. More than 300 men ar- 
rived subsequently, all taking up 
their positions on the railway 
station. There appears to be a 
general belief that the whole Kiao- 
chow-Tsinan line will be occupi

occupying the —_ railway 
ion of Weihsien. The people are 
alarmed and emigrating, the pawn- 
shops have supended business, and 
telegraph communication between 
Weihsien and Kaomi is interrupted. 
The Japanese demand the control of 
the Weihsien-Kiaochou telephone. 
Four officers of the Shanghai Red 
Cross Society have come to Wei- 
hsien from Chefoo. 

Proposed Relief Measures. ~ 

‘The gentry of Kiangsu and Anhui 
have jointly petitioned the Govern- 
ment on the very serious outlook 
‘owing to abnormal shortage in crops 
in the northern part of Kiangsu and 
Anhui, and have submitted a pro- 
posal to dispose of the several mil- 
lion packages of the salt now ac- 
cumlated at Haichow as a result of 
borrowing salt from the Changlu dis- 
trict (Chili), with a view to de- 
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voting the profit made to the! 


purpose of relieving the dis 
tress of people. They 
also propose to raise funds from 


subscriptions, establish depéts to 
sell rice at nominal prices, and to 
start public works of various des- 
criptions for the poor to earn a 
living. Their plans appear to have 
been favourably received by the 
Government, as shown by the ap- 
pointment of three prominent mem- 
bers of the gentry as Directors of 
Relief Measures in the said two 
Provinces, 

The President has granted $35,000 
for the relief of the people within 
the fighting area in Shantung, and a 
deputy has been appointed to pro- 
ceed to Laichow to make the dis- 
tribution. 


186 New Protects. 

The examination of Prefects for 
the third occasion, which began on 
September 1, has been concluded.

French Mixed Court,

Yang of Shanghai to draw from the 
funds of the Office of Works and 
Taxes the amount required for the 
building of the French Mixed Court 
80 as to obviate all delay. Mr. 
‘Yang points out two advantage 
that have been secured in connexion 
with the building of this Mixed 
Court, namely, the severance nd 
independence of the Court from the 
French Consulate, and the erection 
of the Court wholly at the expense 
of thet Chinese Government.

Soldiers and Rebels. 

A Tientsin telegram states that 
in view of the proximity of Chibli 
province to Shantung, and the state 
of war existing near Tsingtao, 
General Chu Chia-pao has asked the 




















Government to postpone the dis- 
banding of troops in Chihli. The 
first postponement granted was for 
a period of three months. The Go- 
vernment has sanctioned a further 
postponement for two months. 

‘A Nanking telegram of September 
97 reports the capture of four rebels 
in the East Street near the Chiang- 
chiin yamén, General Feng Kuo- 
chang questioned the rebels himself. 
At 4 p.m. that day, an emergency 
meeting was held at the General’s 
yamén, at which the military and 
the police were summoned to attend. 
It has been decided to adopt _pre- 
cautionary measures immediately. 


A Mysterious Recruiting Agent. 

‘A person about 40. speaking the 
Ningpo dialect and giving hie sur- 
name as Tung, has been seen lately 
enlisting the service of coolies in 
the coast villages of Chuansha dis- 
trict. He had with him two or 
three assistants. He told the rustics 
that he was recruiting coolies by 
order of his superior officer, and that 
the coolies when shipped to Harbin 
and other foreign towne would be 
well paid. There were many coun- 
trymen who flocked to the quarters 
of this mysterious individual and 
offered their service. He formed 
them into batches of 25, saying he 
wanted between twenty and thirty 
such batches, He was on the point 
of sending away his first lot when 
the local gentry intervened, demand- 
ing to know the name of the agent’s 
superior officer as he had termed 
his employer. As he would, or 
could, not give a satisfactory an- 
swer, the gentry laid a report before 
the prefect of Chuansha with the 
result that his recruiting activity 
was stopped, and a despatch was 
sent to the Taoyin of Shanghai in- 
forming him of the incident and

Support of the Silk Industry. 


As no tangible solution to relieve 
the stagnation of the Shanghai 
market caused by the European 
war has yet been reached; and as, 
of the sixty silk filatures established 
in this port, as many as twenty-one 
have already suspended operation, 
Mr. Yang Cheng, the Taoyin of 
Shanghai, has consulted the mem- 
bers of the committee of the si 
trade, and has devoted most of 
time ‘for some days past to devis- 
ing means of maintaining the silk 
industry. 

To meet the urgency of the case, 
both Mr. Shen Lion-fang, member 
of the Committee representing the 
filatures, and Mr. Yang Sing-chi, 
Chairman of the Silk Trade Com- 
mittee, have each submitted » let- 
ter embodying their views and 
suggestions of @ plan to Mr. Yang, 
who has forwarded their letters to 






the Government for approval. The | 
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cooperation of the Commissioner, in 
the event of their plan being adopt- 
ed, has been promised. 

The substance of both their let- 
ters to the Taoyin agrees in the 
main; and they suggest a more de- 
tailed and workable plan to secure 
financial assistance for the silk 
merchants than has hitherto been 
devised. Their letters are given 
below :— 

‘Mr. Shen Lien-fang writes to the 
‘Taoyin :— 

The receipt of your advice yes 
terday, showing your earnest solici- 
tude for the factories, fills me with 
gratitude. As to the Wayfoong 
doan, the General Chamber of 
Commerce had neither ascertained 
from the Bank the plan of relief it 
proposed to adopt, nor devised any 
enduring method for the silk fila- 
tures to continue their work; but 
simply by stating that “Wayfoong 
had money to lend” it sought to 
reassure the Government and paci- 
fy the merchants. It had never 
considered that too strict restrio- 
tions would annul any good effect, 
and would even prejudicially affect 
the factories. I understand 
that even Admiral Tweng, our mili- 
tary Governor, thought this money 
as good as secured. The Govern- 
ment, being ignorant of the insuf- 
ficiency of factories in financial 
strength to satisfy the scruples of 
Wayfoong, has built castles in the 
air for five weeks without benefit- 
ing anyone. Your Excellency has 
striven to enlighten the Govern- 
ment and to help the filatures, a 
all merchants must have known. 








In another letter, our Committee 
requests you to write to the Com- 
missioners and the Consular Body 
with reference to a scheme of bor- 
rowing money to pay wages and 






being exported in future. 
plan appears much more feasible, 
as filature silk has to be sold to 
foreign markets, the quantity for 
home consumption being only 
limited. Would you inform the 
Government first that the money 
from Wayfoong cannot be available 
to the filature merchants owing to 
their financial resources being in- 
sufficient to meet the very stringent 
conditions imposed, in that the 
Government may devise other 
means of relief, eto. 

Mr. Yang Sing-chi writes to the 
Taoyin to the following effect:— 

Re maintenance of the silk 
filatures. 

Your effort in obtaining the loan 
‘of $2,000,000 from the International 
Banking Corporation through the 
American Consul came to nought, 
‘on account of the Bank of China 
and Bank of Communications re- 
fusing to guarantee it. Then the 
loan from Wayfoong to the amount 
of $5,000,000 was broached by Mr. 
Chou, Chairman of the Chamber of 
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Commerce, who consulted Vice- 
Minister ‘of Finance Chang Hu 
when passing here. The Commit- 
tee, upon hearing of ‘oan, 
notified the merchants, who have, 
however, been unable to enjoy it, 
because of the Bank’s terms. The 
bank will only advance Tis. 400 on 
a picul of silk irrespective of the 
capital sunk, but basing its calcula- 
tion on value. Besides, 
Solvent Chinese banks must issue 
orders to secure the loan. An ap- 
peal to the Chamber of Commerce 
has brought forth no fruit. As 
native bank orders are regarded 
as cash, 8o the filatures would not 
have applied for a loan to the 
Bank if they could have obtained | hi 
such orders. Thus not a cent has 
been drawn from this loan of Way- 
foong. 

For the maintenance of factories, 
their ability to continue work must 
be safeguarded, before any plan 
can be workable. 

It is estimated that 3,500 piculs 
‘of silk per month are turned out 
by the Shanghai filatures, go in 
the six months or the latter half 
of this Chinese year, 21,000 piculs 
can be made; ab Tis. 900 per picul 
as capital required, the total 
amount needed will be Tis. 18,900,- 
000. According to Wayfoong’s 
offer to advance Tls. 400 per picul 
only, the money to be raised by 
the filatures still amounts to Tis. 
10,500,000, a large amount obviously 
beyond the ability of the merchants 
to furnish, even if the native bank 
orders demanded by Wayfoong 
were dispensed with. In my opin- 
ion, nothing short of # well-thought 
plan can work without hitch. I 
beg to suggest the following for 
the Government to consider :— 

(1) Let the filatures themselves 
make arrangements as to the dis- 
posal of their product. 

The Committee has consulted 
the Banker’s Committee on a pro- 
posal to send the ailk gradually, 
turned out for change for the co- 
coons already \d with the 
banks. The solvent foreign mer- 
chante have been sounded ag to 
whether they would consent to pay 
interest on 60 or 70 per cent. of 
the price of the silk already sold 
to their account, but mortgaged for 
a loan at-£0 or 70 per cent. of their 
value. Both quarters have ap- 
peared ready to fall in with the 
Committee’s views; and no difficulty 
need be feared in this respect. 

‘Other expedients have to be adopt- 
‘ed if the cocoons are not mortgag- 
ed to native banks, or if the for- 
eign ta are insolvent. 

(2) Funds to defray working 
expenses be guaranteed by Gov- 
ernment, 

There are some 18,000 sets of 
reeling silk machines, if all are in 
operation, in Shanghai. Each of 
these would entail a monthly ex- 
penditure of Tis. 15 in wages, coal, 
water, ete." But as a number of 














them have been laid aside, Tis. 
200,000 a month, or Tis. 1,200,000 
for the latter six months of this 
Chinese year would be sufficient to 
keep them all working. 

After expressing the same opin- 
ion as Mr. Shen Lien-fang regard- 
ing the impracticability of accept- 
ing Wayfoong’s offer owing to the 
very severe terms, Mr. Yang goes 
on to suggest that the Taoyin 
should approach the Commissioner 
of Customs for a loan of Tis. 
1,200,000 at Tis. 200,000 per month, 
to be repaid at Tis. 30 per picul 
of silk when silk can again be ex- 
ported. Assuming only 21,000 
[rye of silk, or the product of 
year’s work, be exported 
in “ season, Tle. 630,000 would 
be repaid. The Tls. 30 to be con- 
tinually demanded by the Customs 
until the debt is liquidated. But, 
in adopting this plan, the Consular 
Body’s authority has to be obtained 
for the payment of Tis. 200,000 per 
month from the Customs’ funds de- 
posited with the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank. If approved, the 
money will be paid to merchants 
through the Taoyin of Shanghai; 
each merchant availing himeelf of 
this money to sign bonds of 
security in conjunction’ with four 
other merchante, 


Notice to Purchases of Land. 

The custom of calling in the tipao 
to have his chop affixed on the in- 
strument executing the transfer of 
land from Chinese to foreign owner- 
ship as valid proof of such transac- 
tions has given rise to much diplo- 
matic trouble. There have been 
cases of dismissed tipsos acting 
hand in glove with unscrupulous 
land-brokers in filling up blank 
transfer-documents, on which the. 
tipaos’ chops had been affixed when 
they were én office, thus selling or 
mortgaging many a piece of land 
without the knowledge and authori- 
ty of their owners. In such cases, 
legal proceedings when once begun 
usually resulted in no end of en- 
tanglements. Mr. Yang, Taoyin 
of Shanghai, being aware of this 
longstanding but reprehensive cus- 
tom, has devised a new method of 
making land deals legal and bind- 
ing, so that abuses from the old 
custom may be done away with. 
Any seller of land must first report 
the transaction to the Land Survey 
Office, which will re-measure the 
land to be sold; he may then draw 
up the transfer deed, and present 
it at the Survey Office for registra- 
ion, when the said Office will take 
steps to get the Taoyin’s (formerly 
the Taotai’s) titledeed duly issued 
to the buyer of the land. In this 
way, no abuse can occur and little 
dispute will arise. Mr. Yang has 
addressed a despatch to Mr. T. 
Ranschou, the Senior Consul-Gen- 
eral in Shanghai, asking him to in- 
form all foreigners of this new 
regulation. 
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Cancellation of Contracts. 


The Chinese Chamber of Com- 
merce has recently received a letter 
from Mr. Kuan Chun, Magistrate of 
the Mixed Court, stating that com- 
mercial contracts, entered into be- 
tween Chinese and German mer- 
chants prior to the outbreak of 
war, may all be cancelled upon the 
consent vf both Chinese and Ger- 
Jnan merchants. A special meeting 
was held at the Chamber to ascer- 
tain tho views of Chinese merchants 
in this Settlement and in other parts 
of Shanghai on this proposal at 4 
p.m. on September 98, After some 
lengthy discussions, it was unani- 
mously decided to send a reply, 
repudiating the insinuation that 
Chinese merchants had given any 
consent to such » proposal, and em- 
phasizing their disapproval of such 
course of action. 


Ohinese Minister to Britain. 

Mr. Alfred Sze arrived at Shang- 
hai at 7.a.m. on September 28 by 
train from Nanking. He is staying 
at the Bank of Communicatior 
ill take his departure for London, 
vid Suez, on board the Japanese 
mail steamer on October 2. 


Soclety to Study the Teaching of 
English. 














At 3 p.m. on September 7, an 
inaugural meeting of the above 
Society was held at the Kiangsu 
Board of Education outside the 
West Gate. The Society is the first 
of its kind formed in China by 
Chinese schoolmasters. It is a 
healthy sign, betokening the rapid 
development’ of the English lang- 
uage in China. The Society will 
form ® component part of the 
Kiangsu Board of Education; but 
its members are not necessarily 
members of the Board; they must 
be either natives of Kiangsu who 
are, or have been, teachers of Enj 
lish, or natives of other provinces 
who are, or have been teaching Eng- 
lish in schools in Kiangsu. 

The Society will devote itself to 
studying and, if possible, improving 
the method of teaching English at 
present obtaining here. 

‘A nomination of officers was held. 
Mr. Kuan Ying-lin, who was elected 
President, is the Headmaster of 
the Mingcheng College, after having 
been teacher of English at the Nan- 
yang Polytechnic College for over 
ten years. Vice-President Yih Tah- 
chien is now teaching English at the 
Special Engineering School estab- 
lished by the Ministry of Oom- 
munications. The Secretary and 
the Treasurer are also experienced 
teachers of English, so are the Com- 
mittee of five, including Dr. Wang 
Chung-hui who was Minister for 
Foreign Affairs in the first Repub- 
lican Cabinet at Nanking. 

COMMENTS ON THE WAR. 

In chronicling the progress and 
incidents of the present war, the ma- 
jority of the Chinese Press are adopt. 
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ing the safe and correct attitude 
of a neutral people, giving palite: 
ation to reporta from both sides and 
showing no partiality to either 
party. They refrain from making 
free remarks or unjust comments 
upon all events of the war for ob- 
vious reasons, although most of 
them have deduced their own con- 
clusions from the telegraphic news 
of the war, and have them publ 
in concise form, together wi 
lucid summary of war news either 
daily or every alternate day. 

However, a slight modification in 
their attitude has set in and 
stronger language has been used 
since the Japanese troops landed on 
the coast of Shantung. Their dis- 
approval of their neighbours’ sub- 
sequent behaviour, as alleged, is 
quite pronounced, still they give 
vent to their feelings quite dispas- 
sionately, counselling Japan to 
observe moderatir 
the sense of policy, if not of ju 
which the Japanese 9s a nation 
have shown they potaess, to right 
the bad impression her troops have 
created in one of the most ancient 
provinces of China. To give a typi-| i 
‘cal sample of these views, the follow- 
ing is reproduced from the “China 
Times’’ of September 30:—

Now, they have 
taken Fangteze, and occupied 
Changtien, the former is several 
tens of li from Weihsien, but the 
latter is over 100 li away. Can it 
be contended again that these places 
are situated also in the fighting 
zonet The object of the Japanese 
in coming to Changtien must be the 
mines existing along the section 
between Changtien and Poshan; so 
they will certainly advance to 
Poshan in due time. As the Japan- 
ese Minister is reported to have 
demanded the use of the whole 
railway from Kiaochou to Tsinan, 
their advance will not stop until 
they have reached Tsinan. 





























We have read that our Govern- 
ment has notified the Diplomatic 
Corps to the effect that as the Kino- 
chou-Tsinan Railway and the Mining 
works adjacent to that line were 
owned and operated jointly by China 
and Germany, China would send 
troops to that region for their pro- 
tection. To this notice, no protest 
has been raised by cither of the 


+ Ministers of Japan, Great Britain, 


France or Russia. Nevertheless, 
the Japanese Army has taken such

War in West Europe. 

According to an official telegram 
from Paris, the position was un- 
changed on September 98. But a 
New York telegram to the “Ostaxia- 
tischer Lloyd” reports that — the 
German forces have driven back 
the French to Clermont in Argonne 
and Sainte Ménéhould. As both 
these places are on the left bank 
of the Mense, south-west of Verdun, 
south-eas! of Reims and north-west | 
of St. Mihiel, it appears true that 
the Germans on the right of the 
Meuse, have crossed the river, and 
with the German Army near Rei 
mutual assistance and co-operation 
can be had. The Germans cannot 
be said to have made no progress. 


‘War in East Europe. 

We are given a few more details 
of the war to-day than yesterday. 
The official telegram issued by the 
Russian Legation in Peking states 
that Austrians on the Silesian front 
have been considerably reinforced 
and are very active. From this, we 
may infer that yesterday’s report of 
the retreat of Austrians at both 
Przemys! and Cracow, and of the 
Russian Army's following them up 
and entering Hungary may not be 
quite accomplished facts. The 
Germans have taken vigorous offen- 
sive action in Poland, but the re- 
sult is not yet known, 


Chinese Tobacco Trade, 

The Chinese Chamber of Com- 
merce at Nantao has despatched a 
telegram to the Chief Financial 
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Secretary of Kansu, asking him to 
refrain from increasing further the 
tax imposed on Lanchow tobacco. 
The telegram begins by stating that 
the Chamber has received a letter 
from Yishingtung and other firms 
in Shanghai trading in all kinds of 
native tobreco, in which they com- 
in that the markets for the na- 
tive product have almost all been 
captured by the foreign manufac- 
turer since the advent of cigarettes 
in China, Recently, they have ascer- 
tained that the yearly turnover in 
foreign cigarettes has exceeded the 
enormous amount of twenty million 
dollars, whilst business in Lanchow 
tobacco has seldom reached 83,000,- 
000 per annum even in the best and 
most prosperous years of the trade. 
They attribute the success of the 
ette trade chiefly to the im- 
position of a very light tax, and that 
of the decline in native business to 
the system of likin taxation. They 
affirm that likin has to be paid at 
every barrier when their cargo is 
in transit from Kansu, the province 
h it is produced, through 
Honan, Hupeh and Anbui, 
to Kiangsu or Chékiang, in which it 
is sold. They are of opinion that 
this trade will be completely killed 
should any further increase of the 
tax be allowed. Therefore, the 
Chamber has decided to forward 

ir prayer for relief to the Chief 
Financial Secretary of Kansu for 
his carnest consideration. 


Ammunition for the orth, 
The Ministry of War, finding that 
the supply of rifle cartridges for 
the defensive forces of Peking in 
running short, has sent Deputy

' Bxport of Foodstuffs Prohibited. 


Admiral Tseng, Military Governor 
of Shanghai, has received a de- 
spatch from the Governor of Kiang- 
su, informing him, in reply to a 
report from the Financial Secretary 
of the detention of thirteen boat- 
loads of wheat by the Likin Office 
at Kuachow, Chinkiang, that in- 
structions have been sent to the 
effect that free movements of rice 
and wheat between inland ports 
have never been forbidden; that at 
present, especially, absolutely no 

embargo should be placed upon 
their transportation, owing to the 
failure of crops in many parts of 
this province, which are and will be 
interdependent upon one another for 
food supplies for some time to come; 
and that the detained boats be at 
once released. But, continues the 
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despatch, as before the conclusion 
of the European war, all kinds of 
foodstuffs will be very useful to an 
army, vigilance should be exercised 
to prevent their being sent out of 
the country. However, the Govern- 
or is pleased to learn that certain 
men-of-war are stationed at Woo- 
sung, where all ships from Yangtsze 
ports will have to pass before reach- 
ing the sea, and that they are 
examining and searching any sus- 
pected craft. The Military Gov- 
ernor is requested to instruct the 
naval authorities to render every 
assistance in enforcing the prol 
tion, thus avoiding any possible 
complaint and diplomatic compliea- 
tions. 










‘The Sinza Bridge. 

A proclamation has been issued 
by the Chapei Office of Works and 
Taxes to the effect that as soon as 
the work of constructing the founda- 
tion for the new Sinza Bridge at 
one end of Tatung Road was start- 
ed, all shops and buildings which 
stood in the way of the work were 
notified to remove, and their names 
were published. ‘Now, the work 
is approaching completion; but, al- 
thongh the said shops, ete., should 
have been demolished and removed 
elsewhere, in view of the establis

SILK FILATURES. 

In another column there is an 
extract from the Chinese press with 
regard to the position of silk fila- 
tures. The maintenance of work in 
the silk filatures in Shanghai has 
been possible, principally through 
the help rendered by the foreign 
banks. The latter have lent several 
millions already. The terms under 
which the banks are willing to lend 
money are very reasonable, in view 
of the fact that one is not certain 
how long the banks may have to 
keep the silk. Interest and other 
conditions in connexion with the 
loans are unquestionably favourable 
to the Chinese. Besides, it must! 
not be forgotten that there is a mar- 
ket for silk in America, and one of 
the reasons why trade in this res- 
pect is much restricted is that hold- 
ers of cargo are expecting to obtain 
letter prices in the future and do 
not wish to part with their cargo 
at present. Even in normal times 
some filatures do not work; hence, 
the Chinese seem to be making too 
much of the closing of a few fila- 
tures, especially when they are not 
willing to sell the cargo they now 
hold. The calculation that Tis. 
18,000,000 would. be needed to keep 
the filatures going is based upon the 
ingenious idea that the banks should 
help the filatures now in order that 
the latter may make hu; profits | 
at a later date. The position really 
is that if the filatures and silk hold- 
ers were reasonable, they would be 
able to obtain all the necessary 
funds from the foreign banks. 


CROP CONDITIONS IN 
KUANTUNG. 

The crop conditions in the Kuan- 
tung leased territory seem far worse 
than expected, says the “Manchuria 
Daily News.” The continuous 
rains, lasting about ten days, since 
early this month caused the fields 
to be constantly soaked, and set the 
roots rotting. The sharper witted 
farmers harvested the crops on the 
first fine day, and made the best of 
it. The storm on the night of Sep- 
tember 8, lasting till the following 
day wrought serious harm to the 
kaoliang and maize. Land slides, 
flooding, ete., oceurred bere and 
there. Vegetables were at places 
utterly ruined. Want of sunshine 
in the ripening season did much 
damage to the rice crop, apart from 
the injury of the subsequent storm. 
The extent of dat varies, but the 
shortage of the maize is put at 30 
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50 per cent., the millet and the buck- 
wheat at 50 to 80 per cent., and the 
red bean at 50 per cent, Strange as 
it may sound. the bean crop is pro- 
mised average returns. The vege- 
table crops have a hope o° being 
somewhat improved yet by weather 
conditions. The disappointment 
and gloomy prospects of petty ‘arm- 
ers, whose expectations for the re- 
turns of their hard labour and at- 
tention have been blighted, deserve 
sympathy.

SHIPPING CONTRACTS AND 
THE WAR. 

We understand, says the “Man- 
chester Evening News,” that it is 
very unlikely that any special pro- 
mulgation will be made in the mat- 
ter of delayed contracts with Indit 
but there is every reason to hope 
that the India Office will use ite 
influence to facilitate acceptance of 
consignments that have been held 
up on account of the war. 

To the trader who looked for 
the definite assurance that oon- 
tracts two months late would hold 
on the original bargain such e- 
surances are comfortless. — How- 
ever, it is the best that can be 
done, and the India group of the 
Chamber of Commerce are to be 
commended on their prompt efforts 
to place this difficult question on a 
satisfactory footing. 

‘The decision of the shipowners 
immediately to increase freight 
rates on the main routes was not 
unexpected, but there is consider- 
able surprise at the action of the 
Elder Dempster Line in raising the 
West African rates for passengers 
and cargo by 50 per cent. 

By the withdrawal of the Ger- 
man steamers on this route the 
Elder Dempster people_practically 
possess a monopoly. The British 
Cotton Growing Association as one 
section will feel the increase, and 
it may be some slight check to 
their pioneering work in this sec- 
tion of the Empire. 

A gentleman who is accepted in 
the Manchester shipping world as 
an authority summarized the posi- 
tion as follows:- 

It must be remembered that 
whilst shipowners » couple of years 
ago were doing well a very dif- 
ferent experience has been the 
case during the last half-year. As 
to whether it is opportune to take 
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advantage of a monopoly created 
by the war is matter I will not 
deal with. The increased rates 
are high, but when peace comes 
the open bargaining of the world 
would soon make an alteration. 
There is not likely to be very much 
trade for shipowners for » few 
weeks under the best of circum- 
stances.

JAPANESE EXPORTS TO 
CHINA. 


_ The trade with China is begin- 
ning to revive rapidly. The silver 
market has settled down and ex- 
change of drafts has been restored 
akmost to its normal condition. 
Great activity has been shown 
during the last few days, says 
the “Mainichi” in orders for win- 
ter goods for Ohina. In the case 
of hats and caps, the stocks 
brought over from last year have 
been almost entirely cleared off 
the market and further orders are 
coming in. If Chinese merchants 
try to make good the deficit in 
European goods by orders on 
Japan, the supply in Japan 
will probably be __ insufficient | 
to mect the demand. — Knitted 
goods are looking up. October is 
the month of maximum demand 
for sugar in China, and orders 
are promising at satisfactory 
prices. Owing to the delays that 
have taken place the demand for 
winter goods is so urgent that 
many are being sent by rail vid 
Antung, and even by parcel post. 
‘A significant fact, proceeds the 
Osaka paper, is that the Chinese 
buyers are beginning to insist on 
quality, whereas formerly a low 
price was all they cared for. This 
is taken as a sign that Japanese 
substitutes are being sought for 
European goods.

THE ATTACK ON TSINGTAO. 
FIRST LINE OF DEFENCE 
TAKEN. 


The following official information 
from Tokio of the first operations 
against Kiaochou is communicated 
to us by the Japanese Consulate 
General. 

Our troops which advanced on 
September 26 into the line of Joko- 
zan, Shihmenshan (about four miles 
to the south-east of Liuting) and 
Chiusuimiao (about two miles and 
a half in the southwesterly direction 
of Ryuujuhoo) commenced an as 
sault at 3 p.m. on the enemy on the 
first defence line extending from 
the heights behind Laoshan to the 
vicinity of Ryuukou through Hei- 
chen and Wangehia (about two 
miles and a half to the west of 
Ryuukou) and first dislodged the 
enemy at the saddleback, south of 
Heichen and then those in the direc- 
tion of Ryuukou. 

The enemy at the heights behind 
Laoshan was still holding his posi- 
tion towards nightfall of the seth 
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and we are now attacking him con- 
tinuously. 

During this battle the enemy's 
gunboats were bombarding our 
right wing unceasingly from the rea 
and searching for us with their 
searchlights in the night. 





THE FIGHTING ON SUNDAY.

Tokio, Sept. 28. 

‘The Japanese have hemmed the 
Germans within a five miles radius 
of Teingtao. 

In the battle on Sunday three 
German men-of-war vigorously bom- 
barded the Japanese right wing, so 
aeroplanes created a diversion by 
dropping bombs, which drew the 
enemy's fire.

THE OCCUPATION OF

From Our Own Correspondent. 
Peking, Sept. 28. 

Chinese officials are very appre- 
hensive that the Japanese intend to 
occupy the whole railway to Tsinan- 
fu. In a protest made to Japan 
they have pointed out that the rail- 
way belonged to a German and 
Chinese Company and that it had 
always been guarded by Chinese 
troops. The Chinese Government 
asked Japan to withdraw her troops 
from Weihsien and refrain from 
repeating act calculated to violate 
neutrality.

‘The Japanese state that they have 
merely occupied the railway station, 
which they argue is not outside the 
zone, as the Chinese and Japanese 
agreed to consider the railway east 
of Weihsien as within the zone. 
The Japanese now ask China to 
allow them to take over the railway 
from Tsinanfu to Kiaochou for mili- 
tary purposes until peace is pro- 
claimed. 

‘The Japanese, moreover, consider 
they are justified in taking that 
step as the railway is really a Ger- 
man line, The Japanese hope China 
will agree and not allow General 
Chang Hsun’s men to reach Wei- 
heien, which might result in a clash, 
entailing serious consequences.

THE ADVANCE OF THE 
JAPANESE. 
Tsinanfu, Sept, 28. 

‘The Japancse have entered the 
leased territory of Kiaochou. 
Skirmishing of the outposts has 
taken place in several places. 
Japanese troops have been landed 
in the bay of Wangkochuang from 
twenty-one steamers and have ad- 
vanced viii Wangko and the Ho- 
tung Pass. 

A German detachment of some 
forty men opposed several hun 
dreds of Japanese for an hour and 
then withdrew without any losses, 
while the Japanese sustained 
losws, ‘The Japanese have entered 
the valley of the Litsun river 
through the Laoshan. 

In the meantime Japanese 
cavalry appeared near Liuting 
and Wali on the 18th instant, but 
were repulsed by the German out- 
posts with loss, It was on thin 
oceasion that Lieutenant Baron 
Riedesel was killed. Owing to the 
arrival of Japancso reinforoements 
the German outposts were also 
withdrawn on this sido to the 
Litsun line during the next few 
days. 

‘The Japaneso on September 26 
ocoupied a line extending from 
Taangkow, on the Bay of Kiaochou, 
vid Litsun, to Shatsekow, on the 
Bay of Shatsekow beyond the Kai- 
serstuhl. The Japanose havo suffer- 
ed heavy losses while advancing ; 
one man has been seriously and 
eight have been slightly wounded 
on the German side. 

‘The Germans never intended to 
hold the more remote mountains. 
Even the line Tsankow-Shateckow 
would have been too extended for 
the German forces available, The 
first fortified defence positions are 
in the neighbourhood of Tsingtao. 
The sanitary condition of Tsingtao 
in good; the general attitude of 
the men is splendid. 

Peking, Sept. 28. 

The “ Peking Gagette” protests 
against the occupation of Weihsien 
railway station by the Japanese, 
and says that this step seriously 
menaces the good relations of 
China and Japan. It states that 
the President’s hand may be forced 
by the unreasonable demands of the 
Japanese authorities to make Tsi- 
nanfu the base of military action. 


THE CHINESE NAVY.

The position of the Al- 
lies, however, is far superior to 
that of the enemy, and so ther is 
10 doubt as to the victory of the 
Allies in the decisive battle now in 
Progress. The fact that the new 
line of battle has been shortened 
will also prove advantageous to 
the movement of the Allied forces. 
London, Sept. 17. 

According to the “Daily News” 
correspondent, the German ex- 
treme right (at St. Quentin, 
Péronne, etc.) has been completely 
surrounded by the Allies’ reinforce- 
ments that came down from — the 
west. Owing to the breaking down 
of the German defence to the north 
of the Aisne the Germans were 
obliged to retire along the whole 
line with enormous losses. 

At present the condition of the 
retirement of the rear of the Ger- 
mans is not clearly known, but if 
the Germans who are in’ contact 
with the Allies are unable to stand 








the pressure of the latter, de 
moralization will ensue, and the 
vietory of the Allies will be of 
the most decisive character. To 


get the way to retreat for the Ger- 
mans in the rear completely block- 
ed by those who are — preceding 
them would be a tactical triumph. 


THE ASSAULT OF NANOY. 
New York, Sept. 1 
attack on Nancy, 
which lasted for eight days, has 
ended in failure. General Durand 
says in his report that owing to the 
success of the French arms the 
French position at Nancy has been 
freed from all danger. Th> Ger- 
mans attempted to drive away the 
French at Nancy by persistent at- 
tacks, but were compelled t= retire 
with heavy losses. 

President Poincaré has sent oon- 
gratulatory telegrams to General 
Durand and the commander of the 
reinforcements complimenting them 
on their success. 

The fact that the German Em- 
peror himself was commanding the 
German operations in this direc- 
tion has made the French success 
all the inore brilliant. 

The number of killed an4 wound- 
ed on both sides has so far reached 
150,000. Great numbers of farmers 
are engaged in the removal of kill- 
ed and wounded. 

New York, Sept. 20. 

The trenches made by the Ger- 
mans at the north of Chalons are 
over three feet deep and partitions 
are made every 200 metres. Under- 
ground cellars are also built for the 
storage of ammunition and other 
supplies. At the back of the tren- 
ches strong defence works are car- 
ried out and a large number of 
howitzers are concealed. 
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The trenches are covered with 
doors and other furniture, and 
earth is piled over them. Judging 
from the great care and attention 
with which the. Germans have for- 
tified their position it seems to be 
their determination to decide the 
issue of the war by this battle. 

Both sides are fighting with great 
desperation. The Allies repulsed 
German attacks ten times in. the 
course of a single night. No par- 
ticulars are as yet obtainable of 
the losses on either side, but they 
are believed to be something ap- 
palling. 

“The Times” correspondent _re- 
ports that in a German position 
taken by the Allies they found the 
trenches full of dead Germans, The 
bodies had been exposed to the ele- 
ments for a week. When the Allies 
buried the dead they filled — 150 
yards of the trenches.

RUSSIANS IN HUNGARY. 
London, Sept. 30. 

A telegram from Budapest men- 
tions that a battle took place on 
September 28 at Malomszeg, Hun- 
gary. Though the telegram as- 
serts that the Russians were re- 
pulsed to the Uszok Pass, it admits 
public uneasiness owing to the 
cutting of communications in the 
districts of Maramaros and Oekoer- 
mezos.

APPREHENSIONS AT 
TSINANFU. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
Tsinanfu, Sept. 28. 
About 6 p.m. yesterday I tele- 
graphed to you regarding the 
Japanese occupation of Changtien, 


about three hours rail journey 
from this city, on the Tsingtao- 
Tsinan line. Later information has 


so far modified this message that 
the Japanese had not actually ar- 
rived in the place, but were evi- 
dently expected, as no railway 
tickets were issued for any station 
beyond Chaagtien. 

Changtien is the junction of the 
Chihchuan-Poshan line where, near 
the latter place, successful mining 
‘of coal of good quality has been 
carried on by the Germans for some 
years. There is also a large trade 
in glass-ware from Poshan, a 
peculiar clay formation there ma- 
king the production of glassware 
by native methods easy, and a large 
export trade is carried on by wheel- 
barrows all over north China. A 
large factory for glass-making by 
foreign methods was erected under 
German supervision, but ix not 
working at present. 
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We hear from Weihsien that the 
Japanese now control the railway 
station there, which is under mar- 
tial law. It is reported that ‘wo 
Chinese at the station, one of them 
being the station master, were 
shot for offering opposition to the 
Japanese taking over the working 
of the line. 

Great apprehension of the ar- 
rival of the Japanese in this city 
existe among the Chinese authori- 
ties and the German residenta, as 
the rolling stock of the Tsingtao 
line has been gradually withdrawn 
from working and is kept in Tsinan- 
fu, and the line is of no use to the 
Japanese without the working 
material being under their con- 
trol. 

‘No news has as yet been received 
of the Japanese siege of Tsingtao 
having been begun. Roads are bad 
snd flooding has broken the line 
between Kiaochou and Tsingtao, 
but there seems to be no hurry in 
repairing it. Large quantities of 
rails of standard gauge have been 
landed by the Japanese in “Lung- 
shan, more, it is thought, than is 
needed for the rail from that port 
to Taingtao.

Tae German Socialist reading

According to the balance- 
sheet at December 31, 1912, the de- 
posits amounted to £55,890, and 
the cash in hand at clearing agents 
to £3,375. 

Puans for the creation of @ 
great naval base in San Francisco 
bay, recently laid before the 
American Navy Department by 
Rear-Admiral Charles F. Pond, of 
the twelfth naval district, have 
been approved by Secretary Daniels 
and the Genera] Naval Board. The 
suggested site for the proposed 





base is on the mainland shore about 
midway between West Berkeley and 








it will comprise docks, dry 
repair shops, an inland 
basin, magazines end equipment 
stores for complete housekeeping, 
repairing and outfitting of vessels 
of all classes. 

From the Paris hotel-keepers’ 
point of view war could hardly have 
broken out at a worse time, for 
August and September are their 
most profitable months. In « bro- 
chure published five years ago by 
the “Société de Statistique de 
Paris,” it was stated that on an 
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age 460,000 foreign tourists 

sit Paris every year. About 25,000 
are registered each month from 
November to March inclusive, and 
between 40,000 and 45,000 in every 
other month of the year, with the 
exception of August and September, 
when the number of foreign visitors 
never falls below 50,000. 


‘The largest existing airship is in 
the hands of the Germans, who, 
undismayed by the series of acci- 
dents which have befallen the 
“Zeppelins,” completed in July the 
“SL. 2.” Tt has a capacity of 
24,000 metres; the framework is of 
wood, and ita peculiarity lies in ite 
having two lateral cars for the en- 
gines, each containing two May- 
bach motors of 170 h.p., besides the 
central car. The speed attained 
on the trial trip was fifty-seven 
miles an hour, and the airship has 
since done sixty miles an hour. 
The “8.L. 9.” is equipped with wire- 
less, and armed with three machine 
guns. 

Prov. Savce says the German 
accusation that the inhabitants of 
Great Britain are “ traitors to their 
German kinsfolk ” is not exact. It 
runs counter to anthropological 
facts. The Teutonic element in the 
population of Great Britain iv a 
negligible quantity. There is a 
considerable Scandinavian e'ement 
on the east coasts of England and 
Scotland, but the Teutonic element 
has for the most part disappeared 
or been absorbed, as were the Crom- 
wellian settlers in Tipperary. From 
an anthropological point of view the 
predominant element in the Britiel 
people of to-day probably goes back 
to the neolithic age. 

Gersans in London are for the 
most part keeping outwardly 
serene; but not a few are silently 
disposing of their business at any 
figure that they can get, and 
preparing to disappear.

The reply given 
him was that it was impossible at 
the present juncture to discuss the 
matter, as the railway was operat- 
ing in the war area; but that at 
the conclusion of the war there was 
a possibility that China might con- 
sider the question.

The Duc de 
Vendéme is a great-grandson of 
‘ouis Philippe, a grandson of the 
Due de Nemours, and a son of the 
Due d’Alengon. "He married a sis- 
ter of the King of the Belgians, He 
in about 43 years old and owns a 
house near London.

NOTES FROM KUEIYANG. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
Kueiyang, Sept. 14. 

During preparations which were 
being made last night to celebrate 
the decennial of the principal gov- 
ernment school (Middle) here, some 
paper lanterns caught fire and the 
result was a big blaze. The large 
hall and other buildings were en- 
tirely destroyed. Fortunately there 
was no wind and they were able to 
confine the fire to the one block of 
buildings. 

An epidemic of dysentery has 
been raging throughout the district, 
many deaths reported. Now that 
the heat is over and cooler weather 
prevailing, it is somewhat abated. 
We are having fine weather and 
harvesting operations are in full 
swing. The prospect seems to be 
good in this district, and the price 
of rice has fallen considerably. The 
Commercial Press has just opened 
a branch establishment here. 
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during the last half-year in regard 
to the removal of General Chang 
Heun from this place that we re- 
ceived with scepticism the laat re- 
port that he was soon going to 
‘Tsinan. 

However, we have good reason to 
believe that in this case it is true 
and that he will depart on or about 
October 1. He expects to visit 
‘Tsinan and Peking and return at an 
early date to this place. He will 
be accompanied by two ying of 
cavalry (perhaps 800 men all told). 
‘Needless to say that such plans can 
have no possible bearing on the 
situation in Eeetern Shantung, 

Great relief is expressed at the 
decision to leave General Chang 
Wen-seng in command during his 
absence. The latter made a fine 
record here three years ago and is 
greatly liked by the people.

From Our Own Correspondent, 
Ningpo, Sept. 24. 

In my last letter I mentioned the 
commotion to the west of the city, 
which might have gone on, not only 
to danger of property, but of life.

A small 
gunboat which lies at anchor at 
Medusa Creek, eminently suited for 
suppression of piracy, was not far 
from the pirated steamer, but 
being at anchor was not av: 

Another expedition to this 
piratic coast will put an end to 
these spasms of outrage for a time. 

It seems as if the native captain 
preferred anchor to questing for 
Pirates.

MR. F. LANGE. 


We regret to announce the death 
of Mr. F. Lange, of the Great 
Northem Telegraph Company, 
which took place on Sunday at the 
General Hospital as a result of 
double pneumonia following on a| 
severe attack of typhoid fever.

DAZZLING HEADLIGHTS 
ON MOTOR CARS. 


INTERESTING TESTS. 

A special subcommittee of the 
Automobile Club of China has been 
engaged for some time experiment- 
ing with dazzling electric head- 
lights, such as are used on many 
motor cars in Shanghai, with a 
view to overcoming the blinding 
effect upon other users of the road, 
while providing effective lighting of 
the road for the driver of the car. 

‘The report of the subcommittee is 
as follows:— 

After conducting several experi- 
ments with powerful electric head- 
lights, it was found that the best 
means of dimming these lights with 
w to lessening 
to pedestrians, mot 
to paint on the outer glass of the 
headlight a black circle so as partly 
to obscure the glare from the bulb, 
and on a headlight of diameter of 
9}in. a black circle of 4tin. seemed 
to be sufficient. 

From tests made it was found that 
headlights with these black circles 
painted on them gave sufficient light 
to enable a driver to see his way 
clearly on the darkest of roads, and 
further, it was found that in driving 
acar and approaching a car which 
was equipped with this dimming 

6 soon as one got 
y there was no 
glare at all, and no dazzling effect 
to the eyes. 

‘No experiments were carried out 
with acetylene headlights, but it is 
to be presumed that the same 
method would be applicable. 

‘The Automobile Club requests 
members to deal with their head- 
lights in accordance with the sug- 
gestions made and also to endeavour 
to induce those who are not mem- 
bers to adopt such measures.

FROM SHANGHAI. 


IMMENSE ENTHUSIASM ON 
THE FRENCH BUND. 

Amid scenes of the wildest en- 
thusieem, the eleven men who have 
volunteered for service left Shang- 
hai last Friday. Th» French bund 
was lined with people, in fact such 
a crowd has not been seen in Shang- 
hai for a long time. The depar- 
ture of the tender Whangpoo, for 
the M. M. 8. Polynesien, was timed 
for three o'clock, but long before 
that hour crowds assembled on the 
jetty, many carrying flags, of Bri- 
tish and French nationalities. 

‘The men who have so gallantly 
answered their country’s cal' are 
very well known locally, and nearly 
all are prominent athletes, They 
can both ride and shoot, and it is 
their intention to join up with some 
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regular horse, or, failing this, to 
offer themselves for any service 
which may be allotted to them by 
the War Office. 

‘The names of the men are Messrs. 
T. C. Vernon, H. Martin (Noel, 
Murray & Co.), RW. | Wingrove 
(British Cigarette Co., Ld.), J. RB. 
Barry, V. Davies (“Shanghai Mer. 
cury”), “A. 8. Campbell (Alex. 
Campbell & Co.), G. H. Brown, 
Bostock, of Hankow, C. A. Peake 
(Municipal Electricity Department), 
F. E. Creasy (Shanghai Municipal 
Police) and Dr. D. N. Macleod. 

‘Mr. Martin waa perhaps the best 
Rugby footballer in Shanghai, and 
one of the few International men 
here. Mr. Wingrove was always to 
the fore in the A.D.O. performan- 
ces, his most successful production 
being “The Dairym: three 
years ago. Mr. V. Davies was @ 
prominent polo player, and one of 
the best footballers in the Recres- 
tion Club's team, end took part in 
many recent interport games. Mr. 
E. C. Creasy, who was attached to 
the Sikh department of the Muni- 
cipal Police, is to rejoin the Royal 
Artillery Reserve at Newoastle on 
his arrival home. ‘The men, who 
are travelling third class, are going 
es far as Marseilles by the Poly- 
nesien, and from there proceed to 
England by way of Havre. 

The enthusiasm on the jetty 
reached climax when the tender 
began to move away, and the men 
left with the strains of the Motion 
Anthem end “Rule Britannia’ 
ing in their ears.

H. M. SUPREME 
COURT. 
Shanghai, Sept. 25. 

Before Sim Haviitanp pe Savs- 
manez, Judge. 

A. E. Aigar v. Davies and Brooks. 

Judgement was given in this case, 

as follows:—This is a review of @ 

taxation by the Assistant Judge, 

disallowing the costs of an inquiry 

which arose in the following way. 

Roth parties to the action are Brit- 

ish subjects, but neither is in fact 

materially interested in the land 
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which is the subject matter of this 
action. The land belongs to one or 


other of two Chinese, who have} il 


sought to have it registered in the 
books of the Land Office of the Brit- 
ish Consulate-General in this port, 
each in the name of his agent, i.e., 
of the plaintiff or the defendant; the 
Land Officer interpleaded. The 
principsl question in dispute is the 
right of these two Chinese infer se, 
but the adjustment of their differ- 
ences required the intervention of 
this Court as it alone hea the power 
to make an order binding on the 
Land Officer. When the case came 
on for trial the Judge, notwith- 
standing the opposition of one of 
the parties, remitted the question 
between the two Chinese to the 
Chinese authorities. The Mixed 
Court decided in the favour of the 
Chinese represented by the defen- 
dants and on that finding the Court 
them judgement with coste. 
It is not the practice of the Mixed 
Court to award costs other that the 
Court expenses. The defendants, 
however, included in their bill the 
costs of attending the Mixed Court, 
the taxing officer disallowed them 
all and this is an appeal from his 
decision. 

‘The answer depends on the na- 
ture of the order made by the 
Court referring the matter to the 
local authority. The power of the 
Court to refer is contained in Art- 
jcle 97 of the China Order-in- 
Council 1904. in effect reproducing, 
section 14 of the Arbitration Act 
1989, which confines the vower to 
refer to cases “where all parti 
consent, or where the matters in 
dignute consist wholly or partly of 
matters of account, or re 
auire for their determination 
vrolonged examination of docu- 
ments or any scientific or local 
exami jon.” Tt is quite clear to 
my mind that this Court has not 
the nower to refer compulsorily en- 
joyed by the Enelish Courts which 
in contained in the 13th Section of 
the Arbitration Act. That section 
is omitted from that part of the 
Order-in-Council which deals with 
the right to refer whilst section 14 
is applied, and the jurisdiction of 
the Court must be exercised “under 
and according to the provisions of! 
this Order and not otherwise” hencé 
our power to refer is limited to the 
cases contained in Article 97. I would 
also refer to the case of Mellin v. 
Monico (3 ©.P.D. 142) interpreting 
sections 56 and 57 of the Judicature 
Act 1873. The only words in Article 
97 which could possibly cover the 
present case are the words “local 
examination” they do not apply to 
the circumstances, for the inquiry 
seems to have been ordered in con- 
sequence of the nationality of the 
substantive litigants rather than 
the locality of the land in dispute. 

‘The position seems to me to be 
that the rights affected are those 
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reasonable for the Court to say in 
any particular case that the rights 
of the British parties before it de- 
pend upon the rights of their prin- 
cipals and that these rights must be 
determined by the local authority 
which after all is the more proper 
‘and convenient one, before it will 
entertain such an action as the pre- 
tent. In these circumstances 
the costs in question are not part 
of the costs in this Court but of 
an inquiry outside it, and the al-

‘The Cantonese Guild v. 8. A. 
‘Hardoon. 

This was an action for treepass 
on land, the plaintiffs claiming 
damages and an injunction. Plain- 
tiffs also brought forward a motion 
for an interim injunction until the 
trial of the action. 

Mr. G. H, Wright and Mr. H. 8. 
Oppe appeared for the Guild, and 
Mr. R. N. Macleod for defendant. 

Mr. Wright said that plaintiffs 
asked for an interim injunction 
restraining the defendant from 
committing the acts specified until 
the trial of the action, or until 
further order. The dispute oon- 
cored two pieces of property ad- 
joining, one piece belonging to the 
Guild and the other to defendant, 
a small area of the Guild’s land 
being directly affected. Plaintiffs 
claimed to have been in undisputed 
possession of their property for the 
last forty years. Mr. Hardoon 
the defendant, so they believed, 
recently purchased the property 
adjoining the Guild’s land. About 
ten days ago, Mr. Hardoon tres- 
passed on the small area referred 
to, demolished a wall, made a bole 
in the house wall, and took steps 
to remove the boundary stone. 
‘These were the three acts of tres- 
pass complained of. The im- 
Portant question to be determined 
at the trial of the action was the 
question of the legal right to this 
disputed area and it was important 
that the property should be pre- 
served in statue quo until the ques- 
tion had been determined. Counsel 
then read various affidavits in sup- 
port of the motion and explained 
certain photographs and the posi- 
tion of the disputed area on a plan. 

Mr. Macleod said he was not 
opposing the application for an 
interim injunction. 

Mr. Wright—Very well; I apply 
for an interim injunction in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the 
motion. 

Mr. Macleod said it was a ques- 
tion of a boundary dispute which 
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obviously would have to be settled 
by the Court, and for that reason 
it was proper that there should be 
‘an interim injunction pending the 
hearing of the action. Counsel 
wished it to be understood that in 
consenting to the injunction he 
made no admission. He was not 
Prepared to admit plaintiffs were 
entitled to the interim injunction 
although he had agreed to it. 
There were serious gaps in the 
evidence in support of the applica- 
tion, When the boundary ques- 
tion was raised, defendant made 
an application at the British Con- 
aulate for re-measurement of the 
property, and the boundary wa: 
shown to be a straight line be- 
tween the two properties. ‘Tho 
plans were sent to the Chi 
authorities and they refused to re- 
torn them. Counsel under- 
stood that this refusal was in some 
way connected with the present 





Mr. Oppe said he was informed 
that the Chinese land office simply 
refused to adjudicate because the 
Cantonese Guild had objected to 
the plans. There was nothing un- 
usuel about the action of the Chin- 
exe land office. 

Mr. Macleod asked that the 
action be heard as soon as possible. 

His Lordship made an order for 
‘an interim injunction in the terms 
of the motion, and ordered plead- 
ings, 











U. S. COURT FOR 
CHINA. 


Shanghai, Sept. 26. 
Before Hoy. C. 8. Losrxaize, 
Tudge. 
U. 8. v, F. 0. Bascom, 
Judgement was given in this case, 
in which the complainant was Chen 
Lai-ming, owner of British Con- 
sular lot. No. 7986, and the defen- 
dant was Frank Cecil Bascom. The 
defendant was charged with em- 
Deezling certain documents relating: 
to the land. 





Dr. F. E. Hinckley, District At- 
torney, appeared for the prosecu- 
tion, and Mr. J. W. Rice appeared 
for the defendant. 

His Honour said that from the 
evidence, all of which was produced 
by the Government, it appeared 
that on January 19, 1914, the defen- 
dant made a loan to Chen Lai-ming, 
the transaction being evidenced by 
‘an instrument, a copy of which was 
read. At the same time, and as a 
part of the transaction, the borrow- 
‘er delivered to the defendant cer- 
tain documents, viz., a title deed, a 
declaration of trust, executed by 
C.J. White, the registered owner, 
and reciting thet he held the land 
in trust for the borrower, an in- 
surance policy covering buildings on 
the premises, and an estimate of 
valuation. The defendant also de- 
livered to his lender the documents 
which he had received from his bor- 
rower. 


The first question to be determin- 
ed was whether, under the facts set 
forth, the defendant was guilty of 
the crime of embezzlement. The in- 
formation charged that the defen- 
dant “did convert to his own use”, 
ete. It would also be noticed that 
the information alleged that the de- 
fendant “received said documents 
to be and accepted them for seour- 
ity for a loan. . . . on mutual w 
derstanding and agreement that said 
documents were to be held by him 
as such security during the term of 
loan and pending repayment to 
him,” ete. There was no evidence 
that the defendant ever promised, 
or that the borrower ever required, 
that the former should retain pos- 
session of the documents “during 
the term of said loan and pending 
repayment.” It contended, 
and the information seemed to be 
framed upon the theory, that. such 
retention was at least implied. But 
if the delivery of these documents 
to the defendant had any effect at 
all it was to constitute what was 
known in Anglo-American law as a 
“mortgage by the deposit of title 
deed appeared to ba quite 
a common practice in England, 


























though it was but little used in 
America, because it was there held 
to contravene the Statute of Frauds, 
and also because it did not conform 
well to the system of registration 
prevalent in the latter country. The 
law of England, Hi 
tinued, far from requiring the mort- 
gagee by deposit of title deeds to re- 
tain possession thereof, clearly re- 
cognized his right to repledgo them. 
It seemed clear that under the Eng- 
rule (which would also be the 
American where the practice of 
sub-mortgaging was followed), the 
defendant was not required to re- 
tain possession of the title docu- 
ments, but had the legal right to 
repledge them, and that the mort- 
gagor could reclaim the documents 
by paying the sub-mortgagee the 
amount of the original debt at ite 
maturity. Dealing with the ques- 
tion of conversion, his Honour said 
that the defendant was clearly not 
converting the documents by exer- 
cising his legal right of repledging 
them, That he may have believed 
that he was doing something repre- 
hensible and which it was necessary 
for him to conceal from the mort- 
gagor did not alter the case if he 
had a legal right to do it; and if 
he had boldly asserted that right 
instead of temporizing, procras- 
tinging and prevarioating, as he 
seemed to have done, he would stand 
in a much better position before the 
public. As to conosalment, the 
judgement continued that the Court 
was disposed to agree with the pro- 
secution that the defendant did con- 
ceal the documents. The Court could 
place no other interpretation upon 
his dilatory tactics and his mis- 
leading statement that the doou- 
ments were in the hands of another 
party. Concealing alone, however, 
was not sufficient; the writing must 
be so concealed that ‘the estate or 
right of such other person shall or 
may be defeated, injured or alter 
ed.” 

After dealing with the position 
of the Société Franco-Chinoise de 
Credit, the judgement continued: 
Tt was suggested in argument that 
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if the accused were acquitted it 
would discourage further dealings 
between Chinese and foreigners. 
That, of course, would not justify 
the Court in stretching the law; but 
far more serious, in its judgement, 
would be the adoption of » rule 
making it criminal to repledge title 
documents; for that would limit 
their transferrability and conse- 
quently impair their value and_ in- 
terfere with legitimate transactions, 
The modern law favoured assign- 
ability, and statutes, especially pe- 
nal ones must be constructed in ac 
cordance with the evident tendency 
to encourage the free transfer of 
commercial documents of all kinds. 

The seoond count on the informa- 
tion, that of false pretences, was 
gone into, and his Honour said the 
Court was unable to find the defen- 
dant guilty upon the evidence. His 
conduct in the transactions had not 
eon open or ingenious; at times it 
had been evasive, shifty and in one, 
the not legally important, parti- 
cular, untruthful, whereas a 
straight-forward course would have! 
served him much better and incur- 
red no greater liability. Neverthe- 
ess ho had not, so far as tho evi- 











dence disclosed, committed either of 
the crimes charged in the informa- 
tion, and the Court had therefore 
‘Ro alternative but to direct an ac- 
quittal and discharge with costs de| 
officis, 

U, 8. v. Willis B. Kilgore,

senden, counsel for the accused. He 
said he had filed a motion to quash, 
but as this had been objected to, he 
wished to file a demurrer.

prisoner Keeper of the prison at 
Shanghai, with authority and 








direction s0 to have in his custody 
and 90 to deliver said prisoner, 
said prisoner theretofore having 
been convicted of felony forgery 
and then and there on said con- 
vietion, serving sentence of impri 
sonment of three years for said 
forgery said Willis B. Kilgore did 
voluntarily and feloniously allow 
and suffer said prisoner to escape. 

Dr. F. E. Hinckley (District’ 
Attorney) prosecuted, and Mr. 8. 
Fessenden defended. 

Mr. Fessenden entered a de- 
murrer, on the following grounds: 
1, That the first count in said in- 
formation on its face charges an 
offence committed outside the ter- 
ritorial jurisdiction of this Court 
and of which this Court has 
jurisdiction. 2 That the second 
count in said information does not 
charge any offence at all in that it 
charges defendant of misprision of a 
felony committed by himself and 
with not disclosing matters which if 
true as alleged in said information 
the disclosure of which would in- 
criminate or tend to incriminate 
defendant. 

Tho matter was argued at length, 
and His Honour reserved his de- 
cision.
